The late Prince of Orange of happie memorie was borne at 
Dillenbourg in anno 1533 the foureteenth of Aprillold ſtile. He 
was of more than middleſtature, the colour of his beard browne, 
more leane than fat. What his inward parts were, his heroicke a- 
ctions teſtifie, Being come to mans ſtate, he marriedfirſt, the one- 
ly daughter and heire of Maximilian of Egmont, Earle of Buren 
Leerdam &c. on whom he begat Philip of Naſſau Count of Buren, 
now Prince of Orange ; and a daughter called Marie, married to 
Graue Hohenlo. , 

His ſecond wife was Anne, ſole daughter to the Ele&tor Maurice 
Duke of Saxonie, by whom he had aſonve called Maurice of Naſ- 
ſau borne at Dillenbourg, in the Countie of Naſſau, the thirteenth 
of Nouember anno 1567 : by whoſe diſcreet and valorous conduct 


Anne, the other Emillia. : 


His third choice was the {-adie Charlorta of Bourbon, daughter 
to Duke Mompenfier of Fraunce, by whom he had ſixe daughters;

| had a ſonne, borne in the Towne of Delft called Henrie Frederick, 


a Prince worthie ſuch a father. I vvill not vvrite the life and actions 
of this valorous Prince: For it is not my meaning or intent to make 
a long diſcourle ofall his yictoriesand defeatures by ſea and land, 
taking of rowns, ſieges,difficulties,8: trauels, miſeries vyhereunto 
this lite is ſubiect, eſpecially that of Princes and great men ; nor 
likewiſe how often, and by ſundrie wayes his enemies haue ſought 
to murther him. Qnely I yyill briefely ſet downe how he was trea- 
cheroully ſlayne in the' Towne of Delft : And if any be defirous

of things done in the Netherlands, written by Emanuell Demetrus,

: In the yeare 1584 inthe beginning of May, there came tothe 


Princes Court inthe Towne of Delft, a young man of the age of 


ſcuen and twentie yeares, ofa middle ſtature,ſimple countenance, 
and euell aſpe&t, his name vvas Baltazar Gerard borne at Ville- 


| fans in Burgondie, he had changed his name, and termed himſelte 


Francis Guyon of Beſancon, ſonne to Peter Guyon of Lyons yvho 
had beene put to death for his Religion , and for enterpriſing 
ſomewhat in behalfe of thoſe of the reformed Religion . This fel- 
low delivered a letter to the fayd Prince, ſhewing vnto him the 
zeale he did bearetothe reformed Religion, and how deſirous he 
was to ſerue him ; and withall, how that paſſing through Luxem- 
bourg, he had viſited a Cofin of his called John du Þre , Secetarie to 


| Count Mansfelt, vvith whom he had continued for a time , till at 


laſt he reſolued for the quietof his conſcience to leaue lim : The 
vvhich he was the ſooner enforced to do,becauſe the eſuits began 
to ſuſpe&t him: He told him beſides how that he had gotten from 
his Coſen diuers blanks ſigned by Count Mansfelt , whereof hee 
thought good yſe might be made for enterpriſing vpon certaine 
rownsof Luxembourg &elſewhere,with many other ſuch like dif- 
courſes & circumſtances, tending to this end to infinuat himlelfe 
intothe Princes fauour,and to enter into his ſeruice.He grew like- 
wiſe famulliar ynder colour of Religion vvith certaine of the Prin- 
ces 
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ces houſhold ſeruants, and vyas preſent at Sermons and yſual] 


Prayers, carrying eyther a Pſalme Booke Bible or Teſtament ſti}] 


in his hand. 
The Prince acquainted vvith all rhis, anſwered that he thought 


thoſe ſigned blankes would doe ſmall good in any enterprie , 
bur onely ſerue to ſafe-conduct meſſengers from Bruxels ro Cam- 
bray , and therefore vvilled him to leaue ſome of chem. And ar 
vyhat time the Lord of Schoonwall vvent into Fraunce, his Exce]- 
[encie thought good to ſendthe layd Baltazar vvith him to the 
Marſhall Byron, who men thought ſhould haue beene Gouernour 
of Cambray, that he might make vſe of theſe ſigned blankes : And 
vvith him he vvent into Fraunce. = 

After that, he returned from Fraunce with Letters both to the 
Prince and States,mentioning the death ofthe Duke of Brabant 8 
A njou, in vvhich regard the Prince ſent for him into his Chamber 


as he lay in his bed, that he might particularly informe him of 


the Dukes death. 
He hath confeſt ſince , that if his dagger had beene then 


about him , hee vyould haue killed him in his bed. Within a 
vyhile after he was commaunded to returne into Fraunce , where- 
upon he craued ſome money , ſhewing how his hoſe and ſhooes 
vvere broken: the Prince commaunded his Secretarie to giue him 
ſome on the eightday of Iulie ; with this money he bought two 


| Piſtolsof one of the Gard, therewith to execute his diuecliſh en- 
| terpriſe. 


The tenth of Iulie about dinner time, he came to the Prince, of 
whom with a fearetull and trembling voice he craued a paſſe-port, 
which the Princeſſe(therepreſent)did well obſerue, who asked the 
Prince what he was, becauſe ſhee ſaw he had a bad:countenance; 
his Excellencie told herthat he yyas a fellow that ſued for a paſle- 
port, and fo gaue order for his diſpatch : Whileſt they were at din- 
ner, he was ſeene to walke neere the ſtables behind the houſe to- 
wards the Towne Rampiers: After dinner as the Prince was com - 
ming forth, this murderer ſtood without the Hall doore , & ma- 
king ſhew as if he craued his paſle-port, he diſcharged one of his 


Piſtols | Tw him, charged with three bullers': The Prince feeling 


himſelſe hurt, fayd onely thus , My God, take pittic on my ſoule, I 
am ſore wounded, my God , take pittie on my ſoule , and on this poore 


People Hauing vttered theſe words he began to {tagoer, but was 
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ſupported by Jaques Maldre, ( vvho witneſſeth that he heard thoſe 
words) and was ſet downe ypon theſtaires,where he grew ſpeech- 
lefle : And as the Counteſle of Swartſenbourg ( his ſiſter) asked | 
him in the high Dutch Tongue if he did not recommended his 
ſoule to Ieſus Chriſt, he aunſ{wered in the ſame language, yea, and 
neuer afterwards ſpake. He was preſently layed ypon a bedin 
the ſame roome where he dined ; where within a while after hee 
gaue vp theghoſt, Such was the end of this Prince, eſteemed not 
onely of his friends but enemies, the moſt wiſe, conſtant, magna- 
nimous, patient, and excellent Prince, that liued or died in our 
time, according to his Embleme, Seuis rranquillus in ondis, which 
is to ſay, quiet in the middeſt of troubles : A goodliecnd, ſeeing 
he died tor his Countrie, a thing which all godlie wiſe men deſire, 
whom death neuer takes voprouided ; as alſo, becauſe he was ſqon 
fieed from feare and griefe ;a death , whereby our great God hath 
ſince manifeſted, that the good ſucceſle of warre depended not on 
this Princes perſon, but on his mightic arme, ſeeing that the vio- 
rie which his enemies thought they had gained of him, ſorted not 
according to their defire, but hath conuicted them of inhumane 
crueltie: for his ſecond ſfonne, Maurice of Naſlau Prince of Orange, 
did from that time ( though he were not aboue 17 or 18 yeares 
old) reſolueto follow his Fathers ſteps, and to ſerue his Countrie: 
And the better to incite him thereunto, he inuented an Embleme, 
of a Tree cut downe to the root from which iſſued render young 
lants, which intime became Trees, and vnderneath , this motto 
1n Latine,Tandem fir ſurtulus arbor viz. In time the plant becomes 
a Tree! inferring thereby that they had not yet woon a!l by his 
fathers death, repreſented by the cut Tree, but that the plants 
which ſprouted > th, might in time let them that cut the Tree, 
know, how worthic their raſh and bloudie attempt is, to be deri- 
ded by the whole'world. 
The Princefle his wife(there preſent)was greatly grieued,crying 
out,and intreativg God to giue her the gift of patience, ſeeing it 
had pleaſed him to take her father,firſt husband,8 now theprince, 
fromthe world. A 
The murderer ſought to hauc eſcaped by a back way, & in run- 
ving let fall che other Piſtoll, having alreadie paſſed the ſtables, 
and running through the Schol-ſtreet , towards the Rampiers, 


thought ro leape from the walles downe into the Dike,which was 
Fi” full | 
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them, which he thoughtto make vie of for his better ſwimming 
ouer : But he was ouertaken and ſtayed by two ot the:Princes ter- 
uants. At firſt he was perplext and daunted, but when he perceiued 
they did not hurt him, he began to take courage, hoping perhaps 
ro haue his fact allowed, and by ſome meanesto eſcape, and ſayd 
that he had done nothing bur that which the King his maſter had 
commaunded him. He was carried before the Magiſtrats of Deltr 
to be examined; There he craued paper, penneand inke, promi- 
ſing ( ſeeing he was priſoner) to vntold the truch of the matter, 
which he did not, but mingled many lyes among ſome true points, 
as itaſterwards appeared. fac 3} 4 

He confeſled, that his name was Baltagzar Gerard of Villefans 
in Burgondie, and that tor the ſpace of lxe yeareshehad.a deſire 
to kill rhe Prince, which he imparted to divers; who reprehended 
him for it. But,ſome three yeres paſt vnderſtanding thar the Prince 
of Orange ſtood attainted and condemned by the King ot Spayn, 
he vſed meanes to come hither to execute that ſentence: yer hea- 


 {elte intro the ſeruice of John au Pre, Secretarie ro Count Mansfelds- 


| butwithin a while after hauing notice that the Prince.ſt1][ lined, he 


reſoluedto kill him whatſocuer ſhould happen; hoping to find 
meanes of ſecret departure:from Count Mansfeldes Campe, tothe 
Prince, and by ſeeming to be ofhis Religion,to preſent him certain 
blankes ofthe fayd Earles figned and ſealed withired wax;and foto 
watcha time to kill him with lefſe daunger. Bur atJaſt-beingi hinde- 
red by ſundrie occafions, in March he left his maſter and came to 
Treues, where he confeſt hitaſelte toa Teſuit,yntowhoambe bewray- 
ed his defigne,ntreating him after Eaſter roacquaintiGountMayſ- 
felat therewith. This Teſuit aduiſed him to impartar-likewiſe tothe 


| Prince of Parma, which he afterwards did by-letterirv the Gitie of 


Tournay,but he durſt.not taric for an anſwer fearing leaſt hewould 
take the carrying of thoſe blankes in bad part; with whach hee went 
to Delit to put his plotin executi6: Bir finding,no fic opportunicie 
todoe it, hewent into Fraunce with the Lord” Caron,from whence 
he was ſent backe with letters both to the Prince and States, contai- 
ning the death ofthe Duke of Anyon : andafterwardsbe watcht all 
occaſionsto performe his divel ſh enterpriſe, thinking it the fitteſt 
time to diſpatch himzeither at a-Sermon, or when he thould bee-ar

full of water, hauing two bladders and a quill to'blow wind: into 


ring that a certaine Biſeanhad alreadie.diſpatchr him; he;put him- 
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meat : and that thereupon he had bought two Piſtols, and charged 
them, the one with three bullets wherewith he ſhot the Prince, and 
the other with two which he could make no vle of, being hindered 
by the Gard, for which he was veric ſoric, affirming thar if at that 
time he had beene two thouſand miles from thence, he would 
haue returued backeto kill hum. All this did he voluntarily and 
without torture confeſle and ſer downe 1n writing, Afterwards be- 
ing in Prifon,he conteſt at ſundrie times that which followerh,and 
perſcuered in itto the yerie death. 

Firſt, (withoutany torture) he declared that not long before he 
vnderſtood the Kings proſcription againſt the Prince, being in 
May laſt at Delft,he would haue done the deed, it he could haue 
found a fit time, and meanes to eſcape: Afterwards he ſued to car- 
rie letters of the Dukes death, and that the day before, he thought 
to haue ſlayne him, bur that he durſt not then attempt it, becauſe 
he ſaw no meapes of eſcape. But the ſame day he did it, he wholly 
reſolued to contemneal| daunger and to kill the Prince, though 
he were inuironed with fiftie thouſand men. . 

Concerning his declaration tothe leſuit he perſiſted in his for- 
mer confeſſion : and how that being in Fraunce, this buſinefle did 
ſo torment him as he could not reſt night nor day : Where- 
{_upon,he quarrelled with ſome of his fellow ſeruants, that he might 
the ſooner be diſpatched away with letters ; And if in that journey | 
he ſhouldhaue miſſed his purpoſe, his meaning was to hauere- 
turned into Fraunce and to haue become one of the reformed re- 
ligion in ſome Congregation or other;and to haue ſo delt with the 
Conſiſtoric, as hewould haue obtayned letters of recommendari- | 
on to get himacceſleto the Prince, and by that meanes to perform 
the deed. Boing tortured,8: likewiſe before, he confeſt thar he had 
acquainted Dottor Gery Warden of the Friers at Tournay with his 
parpole. After his torture he confeſſed thar rhe ſayd Frier had in- 
couraged him, and giuen him his bleſſing , promiſing to prayto 
God for him. That the ITeſuit of Treues had likewiſe aſlured him, 
that ifbe died in the attempt,he ſhould bereckoned inthe number | 
of martyrs. He had likewiſeimparted the fame to 3 other leſuits. 
_ .4: | Being againe tortured, he fayd that he was a poore fellow, ſce-' 
| Tageth bimzo | king ſome meavs toaduance himſelfe:Thar he had acquainted the | 
-—— wth Prince of Parma with his plot, who appointed the Counſellor 4ſ- | 
ſonuilleto conferre with him ; who'vponthe difticultie of the mar-

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tertrold him, tharheſhould doe great good ſeruice to the King of 
Spayne, and that the Prince of Parmaallowed thereof, fo as it he 
performed it, he ſhould receiuethe recompence propoſed in the | 
proſcriprion;but if he ſhol[d betaken, he aduiſed him by no means 
to make any mention of the Prince of Parma. He rold Aſſonuille 
that he would change his name, and call himſelfe Francis Guyon fon 
ro Peter Guyon put to death for Religion and his _ confiſcat, 
and fo being a poore fellow and wanting m-anes, but yet afte&io-

nat to Religionhe would goe tothe Princes Court, and the better 


to inſinuat , hee would preſent him his ſeruice and thoſe ſealed 
Blankes : all this did Aſſonuille conſent to, and yehemently exhorted 
him to performeit; intreating him againe not to make any men- 
tion ofthe Prince of Parma , for diuers reſpe&s, and percetuing 
him reſolute in the attempr, he ſayd vnto him , Goe. my ſonne, it 
thou performethis, the King will keepe his promiſe with thee, 
and thou ſhalt purchaſe immortall fame : He ſhould beſide haue 
the Prince of Parma for his friend ; that the ſayd Prince had ſeene 
choſe blankes and was content they ſhould be yſed , but Count 
Mansfelds ſhould change and alter his ſeale, and haue it no more 
engraueninthe forme of a Lozenge; with diuers other inſtruti- 
ons which Aſſonuille gaue him ; Whereupon the fayd Balrazar aun- 
ſwered, that he hoped ſo well to counterfeit himſelte to be of the 
reformed Religion, as to get into the ſeruice of ſome Secreta- 
'rie, thereby to find ſome oportunitie, to preſent letters to the 
Prince toſigne,and inthe meane time to kill him with his ponyard. 
After his torture, he ſti]l continued in one mind; that he was not 
 forie forthe fa&, bur if it were againe to be done he would attewprt 


| it though itſhould coſt hima thouſand lives. 


All theſe confeſſions,both thoſe that he had voluntarily ſer down | 
in writing, and thoſe that he made ypon the torture, ſeen 8 heard,

Aiter this 1]]uftrious Prince was thus flayne by the hand of this | 


wretched Bourguignon ; his bodie, by che commaundement of 
my Lords the States of Holland, Zealand, Frize-land & Vtrecht, 
was magnificently buried in thenew Church of Deltr, where his 
tombe 1s now to be ſ{eene. His tunerals were ſolemnized after this 
maner. Firſt the Burguers of Delft armed,went before, next them 
the Trumpets,after them followed eight horſe,trapped with black 
downe to the ground, behind eueric horſe went a Gentleman bea- 
ring a banner repreſenting the Armes of the ſayd Lord Princes 


Signiories, with Scutchions on eucrie Horſe. The firſt Horle was 


led by two Gentlemen, the one called Gerard de Schoten, and the 
other Paule Wijts , repreſenting the Citie of Breda : The banner 
with the Armes of Breda was borne by Philtp of Grutere Lord of 
Dircxland, The ſecond was conducted by the Lord wander Delft 
and the Lord N. de Roules : And the Lord Johnof Egmont carried 


the batner withthe Armes of the Marquiſat 'of Terucer and Flu- 
ſhivg. Thethird by the Lord of Sprangen,and the Lord 7ohy of 


Oeſtrum,Captaine of the Caſtle of Woerden:'\And the Lord of 
Roſue carried the banner with the Armes.of |Chalon. The fourth 


was conducted by the Lord Floris Serclays;and the Lord Peter of | 


Roon, baylic of Putte:and rhe Lord Taper of-Poe)geelt carried the 
banner with the Armes of Dieſt. The fat by the Lord Jacob of Al- 
mond and the Lord N. of Raephorſt: and the Lord Gerard van- 
der Aa bore the banner with the Armes of Vianden. The fixt was 
led by the Lord of Wizngaerd, aud the Lord of Linden : and the 
Cord Lancelot carried the;banner'with the armes of Catzenelbo- 
gen. The ſeuenth was borne by Philip -vander Aa, and the Lord 
Harman of Outenhorſt : and the Lord Cornelius de Swete carried 


the banner withthe armes of Naſſau. The eight was conducted by 


the Lord John Bacx,Captain of the Caſtle of Henſden, &' the Lord 
Dieric of Dvuenuoord baylic of-the Briell: and the Lord of Mar- 
quer, carried the banner with the armes of Orange. All theſe Lords 


| wereclad in blacke with long Clokes downe to the toot-' Next fol- | 


lowed the Lord of Manſardt bearing the Cornet, the Lord of Ri- 
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rie of which was the Princes Embleme. After them followed foure 
Scutcheons of the Princes foure Signiories, viz. Naſſau , Stol- 
bourg, Heſſen, and Conningſtein borne by the Barons of Peter- 
ſchen and Deure, the Lord Wencely of Botſelaer, and John of A\- 
ſendelft,Lord of Cralingen, The lord Joby of Egmond lord of Ke- 
nensboure, followed bearing his armes with his creſt and colors. 
After him followed the Lord Damell of Botſelaer Lord of Mervye 
bearing the Helme ; the Lord Duirs Captaine of the Gard bearing 
the ſword, and the Lord Wolfart of Brederode with the Coat-ar- 
mor. Next, the Lord of Brecht and the Sr. of Maldere led the 
mourning Horſe trapped with black Veluet down tothe ground, 
The Earle of Ouerſtcin followed carrying a drawne ſword , and 
the Baron of Creange a Coronet of Gold ; theſe were attended by 
three Stewards or maſters of houſhold, to witt, the Lords vander 
Aa, Audenfort, and Viry with white ſtaues in their hands: after them 
followed twelue men carryingthe Beere wherein was the Princes 
bodice hung with the Princes armes. On each fide of the bodie, 
went the Lord John of Burgondic Lord of Froymont : the Lord 
Walraue, Lord of tied, the Lord of Merode and the Signior 
de Soeterwoude. After the bodie and Heraulds of Armes, followed 
Prince Maurice of Naſſau ſonne to the Prince in a mourning robe, 
the trayne whereof was borne by the Lord of Sonsfelt , his Tutor. 
On his right hand went the EleQor Truxſes of Cologne, & on the 
left, Count Hohenlo. After them followed Count Wilkam of Naſſau,

| Count Philip of Nafſau,and the Earle of Solms,cach of them going 


alone. They were followed by my Lords, the generall States, the 
Counce]l of State,the States of Holland, the Preſidents and Coun- 
cel[ors of the great Councell , and ofthe prouinciall Councell of 
Holland, with their Secretaries. Nextthem, the Pretor, Burgo- 
maſters, and all the Magiftrats of Delft ; after them followed mi- 
niſters,the Princes Captaines and Officers confuſedly attended by 
multitudes of people. 

Theſe funerals were ſolemniſed with incredible ſorrow of the 
whole towne of Delft. There was nothing ſeen & heard that day 
ouerthe whole citie but ſighs,-teares, and lamentations for the 
death of this good and vertuous Prince , the people beſeeching 
God to preſcrue and defend theſe Countries from greater daun- 
_ pes difhicultieswhich by this Princes death ſeemed to threa- 
ten them. |

: i He ſixteenth of Tulie anno 1586, his Excellencic and Sir Philip 
Sidney,with their ſouldiers and prouiſions did ſecretly in the 

' nightdepartfrom the fort of Ter-Neuſe towards the towne 
of Axel inFlanders,a mile and halfe diſtant from Hullſt, and foure 
miles from Gaunt. Itis a ſmall towne, and not altogether encom- 
paſſed with walls, which by paſsing ſecretly ouer a wall they tooke 
without any great ſlaughter: there were foure companies of ſoul- 
diers init. Withina few dayesafter they togkeall the forts round 
 aboutit; and forthe ſafer keeping of the fayd towne, they broke 
| downethecauſfles, fo as the whole towne was enuironed with wa-

- All this hauing beene. thus done, divers and fundrie perſons in 
theſe countries, which didaffe&t and depend 'ypon him, wiſht for

| Iris knowne toall men, that the moſt illuſtrious, high, and mightie 
Lord,the Prince of Orange of happie memorie ,was ſo affeftionat to the 
wealth and commoditie of the Nether lands,and eſpecially of Holland, Ze- 
land, and Weſt Frizeland, vnder his owne goueruement, as he hath for 
the conſeruation of thoſe Prouinces offered and expoſed not onely: his own 
ſubſtance,and that of. his kinſmen, but euen his owne perſon,and thoſe of

Neuertheleſſ e,meanes hath bin made 
by ſome men ( for the moſt part borne forth of the countries, badly affe- 
ted to them, and ongratefullro the houſe of Naſdau) that the ſaid Gene- 


fter (whomthe generall States had made Gouernour Generall of the Loy 
Countries) -onknowne to the States of Holland and Weſt Frizeland,or to 
| his Excellencie of Naſſau,abſolutely to commaund in all matters concer- 
ning the ſtate and gouernement of the countries ana toynes of North 
| Holland, and Weſt Frizeland,as Gouernour and Lieutenant to the ſayd 
| Earle of Leyceſter : And befides this, hath likewiſe obtained other Com- 
miſſions direftly contrarie to the priuiledges and lawes of the ſayd coun- 


hath likewiſe begun to appoynt new Receiuors of the reuenewes of the 
countrey, vſing forcible meanes to commit them into the poſſeſsion of their 
pretended Commiſsioners.Of which the States of Holland 35 Weſt Frige- 
land being aduertiſed, they haue( according to the charge of their calling, 
| for the defence and confirmation of the ynion and lawes of the ſaid coun- 
| fries,a5 alſo of the gouernment and authority of his ſaid Excellency ) writ- 
| ten to the ſayd Generall, ro acquaint them with the ſayd Commiſsions, and 
not in yerrue therof,attempt any thing without the knowledge of his Ex- 
cellencie and States. But all this being to no purpoſe with him, the States 
of Holland, Zeland,and Weſt F rizeland,complained tothe Earle of Lei- 


ceſter concerning the graunt of the a a 94 Commiſſions, as hurtful to the 
E laryes 
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high and mightie Lord Maurice Prince of Orange, Earle of Naſſau, 


| rall hath obtained a certaine ample Commiſſion from the Earle of Leyce- * 


fries, and authoritie of the Gouernour thereof : By vertue whereof hee | 
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lawes and cuſtomes of the ſaid countries, and to his Excellencies authort- 
tie, and by conſequence repugnant to the oath made by the ſaid Earle of 
Leyceſter ; crauing 4 reuocation thereof. Whereupon the ſaid Lord Earle | 
at his firſt departure into England, on the foure & twentieth of Nouem- 
ber 1586, did ypon mature deliberation and knowledge of the matter, de- 
clare, That he was content, if the Commiſſions of the ſayd Generall were 
preiudicious to the countrey, and to the autheritie of bis Excellencie of 
Naſſau , that the States ſhould take order therein : Which Declaration | 
he ſubfigned with his owne hand . Hereupon, within a while after, the 
States and his Excellencie of Naſſau wrot tothe ſayd Generall to come 
and bring thoſe Commiſfions to the Hague, that order might be taken | 
therein, for the conſeruation and -onton of the cuſtomes and priuiledges 
of the countrey , as alſo for his Excellencies gouernement and authori- 
tie. Vpon this commaundement the ſayd Generall , in Tanuarie 1587, | 
came to the Hague to his Excellencie and my Lords the States , and 
| deliuered' his Commiſſions aſwell concerning the [ayd gouernement , as 
Captaineſbip of the Caſtle of Medenblick , into the hands of his Ex- 
cellencie . Which Commiſſions being well-peruſed, were direftly found 
to be contrarie to the cuſtomes of the ſayd countries and townes , ten- 
ding to diſſention and diſunion , and likewiſe contrarie to the authoritie 
of the Gouernour and Captaine generall of Holland and Weſt Frizeland. 
His Excellencie and certaine chiefe Lords appointed to adminiſter iu- 
ſtice in the ſayd countries , and Tverie zealous in the true Chriſtian 
* | and reformed Religion , together with many Noblemen of” the coun- 
| rrey and townes of Holland , did acquaint him with the loue and affe- 
ftion which his Excellencie of Naſſau and my Lords the States did beare 
| onto him ; and that they were defirous to continue him in the ſame 
authoritie and commaund which he had had ouer the troupes now pre- 
| ſent, and which were hereafter to be appointed for defence of the townes 
and forts of” North Holland, in thestime of his late Excellencie of hap- 
pie memorie, and to giue him Commiſſion to that end, with this re- 
| ſeruation, That, ſeeing at all times the conſeruation and aſſurance of 
all the Townes , forts, and quarters of Holland and Weſt Frizeland 
had beene -onder commaund of the Gouernour and Captaine Gene- 
rall of the ſayd countries, who for conſeruation and aſſurance of them, 
hath euer appointed ſuch Commaunders, Captaines, and ſouldiers, as 
hee thought fit to defend them againſt all men, the Generall Senoy 
was bound , for the conſeruation of the rights and onion of the coun- 
| fries, as alſo of the gouernement thereof, to reſpeft and obey his Ex- 
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cellencie in the ſame manner as hee had done the late Prince of Orange, 
his father , to receiue Commiſſions from him , and to be ſyorne to him. 
All this the ſayd Generall accepted, and promiſed io obſerue. And 
though at his oyne requeſt his former Commiſſions were reStored yn- 
ro him, yet before the reſtitution of them hee made a ſolemne promiſe, 
neuer afterwards in any ſort to make vſe of them. At the ſame time the 
ſorrowfull newes werebrought,of the ſale of the town of Deuenter and 
forts before Zutphen , by the traitors Sir William Stanley, and 
Rowland Yorke, together with the forts onder their commaund, 
by reaſon whereof time would not permit the ſayd Generall to tarrie 
ſo long at the Hague till his Excellencie of Naſſau had diſpatched the 
ſayd Commiſſion , and taken his oath . But his Excellencie relying on 
his word , and defiring nothing more than the preſeruation of thoſe 
countries , did preſently after theſe ſad newes commaund the Gene- 
rall ro depart into North Holland,to promde,as many ſhot as need ſhould 
require, for the ſafetie of the towns ther ,& namely to ſend more aid to the 
townes and forts of Guelderland an4 Ouer-Yyſell (where certaine troups 
of his Regiment alreadie were.) Whereupon his Excellencie promiſed 
to ſend him two Companies in their ſtead which ſhould be ſent forth 


| and forts of Guelderland , ouer whom his Excellencie was content he 
| ſhould commaund , as well as ouer thoſe that were alreadie in garri- 


1 ſon in the ſayd townes. Hereupon the Generall departed, promiſing, 


That hauing once received his Commiſſion , hee would remaine in the 
countrey , and bee obedient to his Excellencie , pnto whom: for confir- 
mation thereof he gaue his hand. And becauſe that,after the treacherie v- 
| [ed at Deuenter and forts before Zutphen, the principal cauſe of that 
loſſe was found to be, for that the Commaunders, Captaines, and ſouldi- 
ers that were there,would not acknowledge any ſuperiours in theſe coun- 
| fr1es,nor obey the States Generall, Councell of State, nor Gouernor of the 


| countries wherein they lmed, nor yet her Mateſtie of Englands Ge- 


ly onder commaund of his Excellencie the Earle of Leyceſter , who 
was forth of the countrey, and had croſt the ſeas,and could not haue any 
| command of the gouernement of the countrey, nor prouide for the pre- 
ſeruation thereof: and alſo for that diners aduertiſements were giuen, 
| That ypon occafionthey would propound the ſame to other Captaines and 
| ſoldiers. So as by that meanes diuers other toynes would bee delivered 
Vp to the enemie . Whereupon the Sates of Holland , Weſt Frizeland, 


of the townes of North Holland , and Weſt Frizeland, to the townes 


| nerall that was in the Low countries ; but ſayd, That they were one- 


_- 
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and Zeland, being alſembled, did with mature deliberation determine, 
That it was nece([arie for the defence of the ſayd countries and townes, 
that all the regiments wonder the commaund ard pay of the ſayd coun- | 
tries, befides their oath made to the Earle of Leyceſter, as Gouernour 
Generall appointed and committed by the States in theſe countries, ſhould 
likewiſe make oath to be loyall and obliged to the Pnited Prouinces, and 
namely to the countries of Holland, Weſt Frizelana, and Zeland, and to 
the townes thereof : And that they being in any toynes or places belong- 
ing to the gouernement of his Excellence of Naſſau, and Lieutenant Ge- 
nerall of the ſayd countries, ſhould be obedient to themin whatſoeuer they 
ſhould be commaunded for the ſeruice of the ſayd countries . All which 
points were for the moſt part comprehended n the oath made, and whol- 
ly agreed with that which had beene treated of with his Excellencie the 
Earle of Leyceſter, at what time he receiued the gouernment : For all 
Treaties, Commiſſions, and InſtrucHons, imported loyaltie to the coun- 
tries and townes both in generall and particular , which namely had beene 
done by the Rarle of Leyceſter ; and the Verie words of the oath made, 
(by which they promiſed to obey the Commaunders which were appointed) 
contained obedience to the Gouernour and Captaine Generall, as like- 
wiſe to the Lieutenant Generall of the ſayd countries of Holland, Zeland, 
and Frizeland ; ſecing it is a thing moſt certaine, that a Gouernour or | 
Captaine Generall of a Prouince, hath the commaund of all ſouldiers ſer- | 
wing there. This reſolution taken, and his Excellencie hauing beene in- 
treated to execute it ouer all his gouernmer,befide the promiſed Commiſſi- 
on, his Excellencie ſent a Commiſſarie to the ſayd Generall ro take his oath 
of obedience : He likewiſe ſent, according to his promiſe, a band of ſoul- 
diers, whoſe Captaine, Officers, and ſouldiers , were for the moſt part 
borne in Holland ; and had giuen order that the [ayd Compante ſhould re- 
maine in the towne of Medenblick in their ſteads who after the yeelding 
Oþ of Deuenter had beene ſent into the countries of Guelderland and O- 
uer-Tſel, for the better defence of the townes and forts there. And not- 
withſtanding the Generalls former promiſe, he would not ſuffer the ſayd 
Companie, nor yet the Captaine Arent of Duvenuord, to come into the 
towne. The ſaid Generall likewiſe, contrarie to his former promiſe, refu- 
ſed to make oath : And although hee had his Excellencie of Naſſau his 
Commiſſion, yet would he nor gouerne himſelfe thereby. Whereat his Ex- 
cellencie being moued (as one that expetted better dealing from the ſayd 
Generall) thought it fit, by the States conſent, to goe himſelfe tn perſon 
to Medenblick, as well to onderſtand the Generalls intent, as to prouide 
EP all 
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ail 7 chings nee cedfiull for the aſſurance, conſeruation, and quiet we" the ſayd 
| One, py others in North Holland, and Weſt Frizeland. But going 
thither accompanied by Count Hohenlo, and divers other Lords and 
Commiſsioners of the townes, with the ordinarie traine of his houſhold, 
hauing no forces at all with him, the ſaid Generall would not Tuſſer his 
| Excellenciein perſon to come into the towne, to thegreatgriefe and diſ- 
content of the Burgomaſters and inhabitants of Medenblick . which is 
athing neuer before heard of in Holland and Weſt Frigeland. And not- 
withſtanding that his ſaid Excellence of Naſſawhad inſt cauſe inthis re- 
gard to conceiue finiſterly of him, yet aid he in no- fort alter his aſfeStion 
towards the ſaid Generall : and therefore ſens certaine truſtie perſoits to 
the Generall at Medenblick, to demaundof\himthe reaſon of his procee- 
dings. And conder ſtanding by them, that the ſaid Generall had a - 
ned ! ſome zale impreſsion and imaginarion on no ſure ground, his Excellen- 
cie did againe ſend ſome of the moſt eminent perſons of the countrey, men 
verie zealous tothe reformed Chriſtian ReligionF louers of their coun- 
trey.to bring him to ſome reaſon, andto perſuade him to doe whatſoeuer 
was needfull Ilfor the good of the countrey, and maintenance of thetrye re- 
formed Religion, together with the rights, priwuiledges, franchiſes and 
laudible cuſtomes of the ſaid Prouinces : and to diuert him from any {ini- 
[ter conceit of his Excellencies true meaning, who defired to perfett the 
worke begunin theſe countries by my Lord his father of happie memorie, 
and to proceed no otherwiſe with the Generall but in louing, inſt, and 
friendlie manner, promifing to forget all former vukindneſſes. And though 
the ſaid Generall,vpon the remonſtrance of theſe Commiſſioners, did not 
abſolutely condeſcend to that which his Excellencie required of him for 
| the [eruice of the country becauſe he ſaid that he had aauertiſed vhe Earle 
of Leyceſter thereof, whoſe anſwer he daily expetted, yer in regard hee 
| had by prouiſo both by word of mouth and writing, declared that he yas 

ſorie for denying entrance to his Excellencie of Naſau into Medenblick, 
onto whom and to the States of Holland and Weſt Frizeland,” he confeſt 
himſelfe to be much obliged ; and chat therefore he would not deliuer che 
towne of Medenblick to any ,yithout commaundement from his Excellen- 

cie and my Lords the States.But concerning the acceptance of his Commiſ< 
fron, and taking the oath which his Excellencte commaunded," hee therein 
craued delay fo atime. So that his Excellencie and my Lords the States 
wrot onto him, That they did relye pon his abbue mentioned Declara- 
tion, and were Willing for a time to deferre that which they had required 
of him, ſo that vpon mature deliberation he would make a more ample 
Decla-

| Declaration thereupon. He was moreouer requeſted to continue his loyall 
| ſeruice,and not to charge the tones and citizens of Medenblick with too 

| great garriſons, which would breed confuf,onin the (tate of the countrey. 

T'wo moneties after this the Generall made no farther Declaration, and 
| in the meane ſpace the truth of that came to light, which his Excellencie 

of Naſſau and my Lords the States had long before doubted; namely ,that 

the good of thoſe countries, by the apparent loſſe of the true ,Chriſtian,and 
Reformed Religion, together with the rights and franchiſes , were in 

great hazard, by a determination held to treat with the enemie. Where- 

upon his Excellencie and my Lords the States thought good, being welland 
amply informed of the ſaid apparent danger, to aduertiſe the ſayd Gone- 

rall thereof, by a man Verietruſtie, and zealous of true religion, and ye- 

rie inward with him, and to intreat him, That he would weigh the ſayd 
dangers, and at laſt reſolue upon that which they had ſo often craued of 
him for the good of the countrey, or elſe that he would come to the Hague 

to his Excellenie,to conferre with him concerning thefe affaires,to the end | 
the ſaid dangers might be preuented. 

The Generall, pon his Excellencies word and promiſe, being come to 
the Hague, was by him ſo louingly entertained and reſpefted, as if none | 
of all this had ever beene . And being fully inſtrutted concerning all mat- 
ters, and of his E xcellencies intentton,he continued his former Declarati- 
0n and promiſe, requiring for the reſt, that they would delay it for a while 
longer, promifing that he would make ſuit, ſo ſoone as the Earle of Leyce- 
» ſzer ſhould returne, to be diſcharged of the Commiſſion which he had gi- 
uen him. And thereupon his Excellencie of Naſſau and my Lords the 
States, gaue him free leaue to returne wiſhing him to haue a care for the 
good of the countrey, and not to ouerburthen the towne and citizens of 
Medenblick ; and that in ſo doing he ſhould be well aſſured of his Excel- 
| lencie and my Lords the States affeftion, as well to the common good of 
| Fhoſe countries, as particularly to himſelfe. The Earle of Leyceſter retur- 
ning afterwards into theſe countries, his Excellencie and my Lords the 
States did for many monethes expeft the true performance of the Gene- 
rals promiſe: but as nothiug enſued thereupon,but on the contrarie di- 
aers things [o handled,asthere was great likelihood that miſprifions,brea- 
 ches, anddiuifions, would enſue, and ſo by conſequent the ruine of thoſe 
countries, rather than the preſeruation of them . The States and his Ex- 
cellencie did at laſt requeſt the Councell of State and the Earle of Leyce- 
ſter(as he from whom be had receiued his Commiſſion) openly to declare 
What they were to expett of that which for an whole yeare had been held 
| aoubt- 
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doubtfull and -oncertaine. Whereupon the ſayd Councell declared, That 
the Commiſſion granted by the Earle of Leyceſter to the ſaid Generall,yas 
repugnant to the authoritie and Commiſſion of his Excellencie of” Naſſau, 
and contrarie to the -onion and cuſtomes of the countrey. Whereof they 
likewiſe hauing written to the Earle of Leyceſter, they thought good to | 
[end for the ſaid Generall,to conferre with him thereupon,and to that end | - 
gaue him all aſſurance. But the Generall making a ſlight excuſe to the | 
Councell, would not come himſelfe, but ſent William Moſtaert in his 'F 
ſtead : onto whom the [aid Councell declared,That they onderſtood that 
the Generalls Commiſſion was contrarie to his Excellencie of Naſaus au- 
thoritie, and that he was alreadie diſcharged thereof by his Excellencie 
the Earle of Leyceſters owne Declaration, dated the foure and twentieth | 
of Nouember : That the ſaid Generall was likewiſe bound to receiue his 
Commiſiionfrom his Excellencie of Naſſau, and to reſpett and obey hin. 
Whereupon the ſaid Moſtaert made a Declaration in the Generalls be- 
balfe, how that he doubted not but that the Generall would be well plea- 
ſed ſo to doe, prouided, that the Commiſſion might be made to his oyn con- 
tent. And as the Councell commaunded the ſaid Moſtaert to ſet downe in 
| writing ,vþon what points the Generall would haue his Commiſſion made, 
he delivered them as they are hereafter inſerted : wherein, as likewiſe by 
that which hath beene addedtoit, may be ſeene how -onreaſonable a mat- E 
ter it was. Jn the meane time the generall: States, the Councell of State, 
his Excellencie of Naſſau, as Gonernor and Captain Generall of Holland, | 
Zeland, and Weſt Frizeland, together with the Gouernours and Com- 
maunders of other chiefe Prouinces, for the aſſurance of the ſtate of the 
| countries,had giuen order for the munition of the frontire townes and 
forts: wherem,ro prevent all outward confufion.it was among other mat- 
ters thought fit, that the towne of” Medenblick ſhould be ordinarily man- 
ned with an hundred and fiftie ſouldiers, and no more ; And becauſe the 
Generall kept fine or fix hundred ſouldiers there, contrarie, or at leaſt 
| without the commaundement of his Excellencie and Councell of State ; 
and that the Councell of State had oftentimes commaunded him from the 4 
Earle of Leyceſter his Excellencie, to ſend the ſouldiers ouer Q& aboue the _— 
two hundred that were there, forth of the towne, for the countries ſer- 
wice, hee thereupon made an impertinent anſwer, how that he could not 
diſmiſe his ſouldiers,but that it behoued him toretaine them for the de- 
| fence of his one perſon. In this regard the ſaid generall States, the 
Councell of State, his Excellencic of Naſſau in qualitie aboue ſaid, toge- 
ther with the States of Holland and Weſt Frizeland, did onthe 28 and | 
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 290f Januarie laſt paſt, determine to write to the ſaid Generall, That | 
according to the ſaid order he ſhould keepe but an hunared and fiftie ſoul-

And the ſouldiers who fince their laſt pay had received more monethes 
means than the other Enl:gnes, and whoſe monethlie pay ſtillran on, ſaid, 
That they would not goe forth of the town till they had firſt receiued their 
full pay for ſeuentie two monethes ; of which ſeuentic rwo monethes they 
had alreadie receiued the two third parts, according to the generall reſo- 


dam,in preſence, & by the conſent of my Lord the Prince of Orange. The 
Burguers of Medenblick(whofor the good of the countrey had euer borne 


diſarmed,and enforced without delay to carrie their armes to the towne-

Holland : Words not onely tending to the diminution of the late Lord | 


lution made anno 1581, by the generall States, in the towne of Amſter- | 
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taines and Officers were conſtrained to giue weekely as much as their 
entertainment amounted to. This diſobedience, riot, diſorder, rebellion, 
and mutinie,in Medenblick, without any vrgent neceſſitie cauſed the gar- 
riſons of other townes and places(which were worſe paid ) to doe the like,

[o as the whole countrey was in averie dangerous eſtate. And after that 


his Excellencie of Naſſau and my Lords the States of Holland and Weſt 


| Frizeland, were aduertiſed that matters did euerie day grow worſe and 


worſe at. Medenblick (the ſaid Generall giuing them no adueriiſement 


| thereof ) his Excellencie and the States of Holland and Weſt Frizeland, 


who were moſt intereſſed therein, thought good to ſend, befide his Excel- 
lencie,certaine noble men,to the townes of thoſe countries, to prouide for 
the redreſſe of thoſe diſorders. His Excellence being come to the tone of 
Alckmaer,did by letters requeſt the ſaidſouldiers to ſend ſomeamong them 
to him, to treat of their affaires andend them. But at the ſametime,name- 
ly on the fixteenth of Februarie, anno 1588, the Generall,with the Cap- 
tains Chriſtal and Wolfswinckel, being in the ſaid towne (the better to 


deceiue the ſouldiers onder a fauourable pretence, for the maintenance of 


his particular defigne,and ro keepe them at his owne deuorion )made a ma- 
nifeſt complot,That none of them either in whole or part ſhould go forth 
of the tone, till ſuch time as not onely they,but likewiſe all the ſaid Gene- 


 ralls regiment,being partly in Guelderland, Frizeland, and Ouer-Yſſell, 
had receiued their full and entire paiment : whereof by letters they like- | 


Wiſe aduertiſed the Captaines that lay in Harderwije, Campen, and other 
rownes,Wwhich were figned and ſealed by the Generall, and the ſaid Cap- 
taines Chryſtall and Woltswinckell : and thoſe whom they had ſent 


| forth of Medenblick with the ſaid complot and treatie, were eniopned to | 


inauce other Captaines and ſouldiers to doe the like. For a ſecond colour 


the Generall perſuadedthe Captaines and ſouldiers,that they were f worne | 


fo the Yueene of England; which,without direft oſurpation on the State 
of the countrey, could not be true, ſeeing that her Maieſtie never would 
pretend any right to theſe countries ; for ſhe onely promiſed to aid theſe 
countries during the warre, with certaine forces of horſe and foot, pnder 
promiſe that the money lawfully by her disburſed,and knowne tothe Com- 


miſſioners , ſpould by the States be repaied onto her ; and thereupon the | 


fowne of Briell, and forts thereunto belonging, with the towne of Fl:ſ- 


fingue, and caſte of Rammekins, haue beene delinered ouer to her Maie- | 


ſtie as cautions, onely for her aſſurance ; which ſhe ſtill keepes for the 
States of the country, her Maieſtie pretending no right to the [aidtowns, 


other than for aſſurance, as plainely appeares by the contents of the trea- 
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tie made with her: wherein is expreſly conditioned, That the Gouernours, 
Captaines, Officers,and ſouldiers,Burguers,and inhabitants of the towns 
ſhould not only ſweare onto her Maieſtie,for aſſuraance of the reſtituti-

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| on of the money which ſhe was to disburſe, but likewiſe to the States, for 


conſeruation of their right in all other matters, which they had expreſly 
reſerued to themſelues, forth of the ſaid aſſurance. And as concerning her 
Maieſties promiſe for greater aid, befide the garriſons of the cautionarie | 
townes ( ſeeing that the ſame was onely promiſed by her Maieſtie for the 
ſeruice of the countrey ) it was expreſly conditioned in the laſt article of 
the ſaid Treatie, That both the Generall, Colonels , Captaines, Officers, 
and others, ſhould take the oath of fidelitie to the States alone,as they had 
done before any Treatie was made with her Maieſtie,reſeruing onely the 
homage which was due vnto her. And with this reſeruation the Colonels 
Morgan,Cheſter,Generall Norris, with other Engliſh Colonels Cap- 
taines, haue ſucceſſinely fince the beginning of the warreembracedthe ſer- 
uice of theſe countries : So that it is a 'verie ſtrange thing to ſee any man 
ſo raſh,as to dare to ſay contrarie to the ſaid Treatie, That himſelfe or ſoul- 
diers, being in the pay of the ſaid countries, are tyed by oath to her Maie- | 
tie. And touching the oath made to the Earle of Leyceſter, he was in no 
ſort [worne puto,as hauing authoritie and Commiſſion from her Maieſtie, 
ſeeing that himſelfe -opon the ſame Commiſſion was bound to ſweare vnto 
the States of the countrey as well as others : but it was done pon the 
Commiſſion and authoritie giuen( beſides the Treaty made with her Maie- | 
ſtie)by the States to the ſaid Lord Earle,as Gouernor generall.Theſe ryo 
pretences concerning the complot Q their entire paiment, and perſuading 
the ſouldiers that they were ſworne to her Maieſtie of England.,and ſo by 
conſequent ſhould receiue their full pay from her cauſed letters to be ſent 
back in the ſoldiers names of Medenblick,anſwering thoſe of his Excellen- 
cie;by which they craued to haue ſome Commiſioners ſent vnto the,to yn- 
derſtand the bufineſſe together with the ſoldiers intentions. Thereupon his 
Exxcellencie ſent the Lord of Famars,General of the Artillery,the Lord of 
Sweuexcel, Peter Kyes,Burgomaſter of Harlem,g& maſter Adrian An- 
thonie,BurgomaSter of Alckmaer ;who being come thither acquainted the 
ſoldiers with his Ex. & my Lordsthe States good meaning ,exhorting the 
to their dutie according to their oth, honor, bond,and requeſted them to 
ſubmit themſelues to reaſon, and to beruled by the power of the countrey. 
The ſoldiers anſwered them,That they would be wholly paid,not onely for 
themſelues,but for the ſaid Generals whole regiment : ſo that theſe Com- 
miſaoners iourny was in.vain.They wrot afterwards tothe ſoldiers, Thas

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' bis Excellencie and the States C ommiſſioners were reſolued to make them 


| ſome reaſonable offer, and that for the well ynderſtanding thereof, they 
| ſhould onder good aſſurance ,which was promiſed them, ſend Commiſsio- 


ners ro Hoorne : the which was denied, ſo as they did againe demand new 


.Commiſioners. Whereupon the States wrot backe, That they ought to re- 


Iye on his Exceilencie and the States Commiſſtoners, and that therefore 


they were to ſend theirs at the countries charge . Whereunto the ſouldiers 


anſwered, That they would ſendyrone,and that they had alreadie declared 
their intent ; demaunding moreouer, that his Excellencie would ſend 0- 


| ther C ommiſſioners to them, pnto whom they offered ſafecondutt. Which | 
bis Excellencie Q& the States Commiſſioners <onderſtanding, thought good. 


fo ſet downe ſome reaſonable offers in writing whereby they promiſed the 


ſouldiers to giue them their preſent pay, a moneths wages before hand: 


and promiſed them moreouer, that concerning the reſt that was behind, 
they ſhould be paid as much, and at the ſame time, as others that ſerucd 
the countrey,and ſhould be as well dealt with as the beſt. They did like- 
wiſe declare onto them, That it was not 1n the countries power to doe 
more, and that they ought to reſt contented ſeeing they had been beſt paid, 
and that they being for the moſt part borne in the country,they ought more 
#0 loue their honour and credit,than by demanding impoſdibilities, to ſeeke 
the ruine of the Prouinces ; with proteſtation, That if they would not con- 
deſcend to reaſon, his Excellencie and my Lords the fn would hold 
themſelues excuſed before God and the world,of the inconueniences which 


might enſue thereof. And to make them this offer, to ſhew them the equi- | 


tie of it ,and to perſuade the ſouldiers to reaſon, his Excellencie and the 
Commiſſioners ſent Maſter Nicholas Bruninc, Coiiſellor to his Excellen- 
cie, and Bartholdus Guillelmi Miniſter of the word of God in Hoorne, 
to Medenblick, who (norwithſtanding all their labour ) receiuedno other 
anſwer of them, but that they would be wholly paid. And as 1t was well 


perceiued by their anſwer, that the aboue mentioned mutinie was made for 
the reaſons heretofore alledged, and that their defire was pniuſt and im- | 
| poſible ; ſo as other ſouldiers which had done berter ſeruice ypon the ene- 
ariſon badlier paid and dealt with than 


they; would defire the like; which would not be effefted with fiftie times 


mie, and had beene without c 


an hundred thouſand Florins : That the ſaid ſouldiers had likewiſe vauns | 


| red, That they knew how to raiſe their pay vpon the countrey, and thax | 


they would haue it by force. Whereupon the Generall had alreadie -procee-| 
ded,and in effett fortified himſelfe again ft the countrey, tyrannizing 0- | 


| ver the uillages neere to Medenblicke: His Excellencic by the aduice of the |

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States foundit nece{arie, both for the preſeruation of the countrey, and 
to bring the Generall and ſouldiers to ſome reaſonable accord, and hinder 
their bad determination, to prouide for the befieging of the ſame towne, 
and therein to make vſe, befide the ſouldiers that were then readie, of 
certaine Burguers and harquebufiers forth of ſome toynes of North 
Holland, as from Alckmaer, Hoorne, Enckhuyſen, Edam, Monickendam, 
and Purmereynde, with certaine boores of the countrey. Before the fiege, 
the Lord Barbeſe, Counſellor of State tg his Excellencie, and one of the 
Commiſſioners, Was intreated once more to goe to Medenblick, to let the 
Generall and ſouldiers know the wrong they did to themſelues, and to trie 
if he could reduce them to their dutie : who told the Generall both in pub- 
| like and priuatly, That the Councell of State knew, that himſelfe as Ge- 
nerall could not make ſe of his Excellencie of Leyceſters Commiſion,and 
that he did wrong to that of Naſſau, in not obeying him according to his 
duetie : Likewiſe, that thoſe ſouldiers who were better dealt- with than 
any other, whomthey might hane ſent againſt the enemie ( yet ſuffered to 
line in garriſon where viftualls were good cheape ) did much forget them- 
ſelues, by doing things tending tothe countries ruine : intreating them to 
-onderſtand reaſon,and to defiſt from their bad and pernitions enterpriſe, 
with promiſe that all matters ſhold be forgotten,and themſelues verie ho- 
nourably dealt with. All this notwithſtanding, he could get none other 
| anſwer, either from the Generall or ſouldiers, than that which they had 
made to the former Commiſſioners. Within a while after the Generall be- 
haued himſelfe as an open enemic,burning and waſting the countrey at his 
pleaſure : in regard whereof no man ought to thinke it a ſtrange matter, 
if his Excellencie and the States make vſe of thoſe means which God hath 
giuen them, for furtherance of the good of theſe countries, againſt the diſ- 
obedience,rebellion, and vniuſt proceedings of thoſe which enterpriſe a- 
gainſt theſe Prouinces . Which they thought fit and neceſſarie to be publi- 
| [bed to the world,that euery man vnder ſtanding the condition of the af 
faires, and cauſes of the ſaid proceedings, may rightly indge thereof, and 
rmpute the inconuentences which may ariſe thereupon, to thoſe who by 
their great ingratitude to the houſe of Naſſau,haue been authors thereof ; 
eſpecially ſeeing the ſaid familie hath ſuffered and done ſo much for the pre- 
ſeruation of theſe countries,with ſo great expence of meanes and bloud, 
by whom the ſaid Generall, from low condition, was raiſed to ſuch highe- 
ſtate,and exceeding great wealth, who by his ingratitude to the countrey 
| andinhabitants thereof (which had louingly receined him, and inriched 
him with their means) had ſbewen ſo great obſtinacy Q& rebellion there- 
| | in 
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in continuing one whole yeare, Vttering proud and ſwelling fþeeches, to 
the preiudice of the houſe of Naſſaus Princelie reputarion,and againſt the 
ſtate of theſe countries, which he threatened with ruine and deſtruttion, 
making -oſe of the ſouldiers appointed to ſerue the countrey, for defence of 
his owne perſon, diſarming the good citizens of Medenblick, whom hee 
ought to haue defended, afflitting them with ſeruitude and intollerable 
burchens. The which Generall, ſpurred forward by his owne auarice and 
ambition, from one finne to another, ſhall by Gods aſriſtance be brought to 
ſbame and confufion ; ſo that all good ſouldiers which loue Gods word and 
their countrey,will deteſt the obſtinacie,rebellion,raſbne{ſe, and malicious 
proceedings of the ſaid Generall , and for that cauſe will againe take vp- 
on them the defence of their deere countrey,as in former time : and we ye- 
rily hope,that the ſouldiers of Medenblick being well informed, That Ge- 
 nerall Senoy by his proceedings hath none other intent, but onely to ſhew 
ynaer theſe rwo falſe pretences(namely of an oath made to her Maieſty,or 
to the Earle of  Leyceſter in her name, and that be would be a meanes to 
procure them the full paiment of all arrerages ) bis hatred and ill groun- 
ded quarels againſt the countrey and houſe of Naſſau (by which, from a 
poore eſtate, he was made rich ) will not conſent to any thing againſt their 
countrey and houſe of Naſſau,and willnot hazard, to their owne ſhame, 
and diſhonour of their friends, the loſſe of their honour and reputation, 
| nay of their own lines: Eſpecially ſeeing that by quitting Generall Senoys 
priuat and -oniuſt quarell,;they may be reconciled to their countrey and his 
Excellencie of Naſiau,and preſerne their lines goods, honour, reputation, 
and whatſoeuer he, which hath nothing but what he hath gotten by theſe 
countries, and the bouſe of Naſſau,doth deceitfully promiſe them.

ning rhe Boores in hoſtile manner to pay them their entertaine-_ 
ment : which to me truely wasa matter of great conſequence , 
and might eafily haue ruined all North-Holland, if my Lordsthe 
States had not in time preuenred it, who refolued by force to ma- 
ſter theſe mutines,giung ample power to his Excellencie to pur it

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in execution : who together with the Marſhall Villers, who was 
newly ſet at [ibertie from his impriſonment, brought certaitie com- 
' panies of ſouldiers, Burghers of neighbour towns, and ſome ſhips 
of warre before the Towne , who didn ſuch fort beliege and nere- 
ly preſle it, as thoſe within it, began to remember themſelues, and 
ſo to confider the preſent daunger , as they began in ſome ſort to 
change their minds. And perceiuing that the Earle of Leyceſter

| tothe generall States , whoſe authoritie by their reſolution did

Spaines reſolution and deſigne. 

The Duke of Parma, with many thouſands of men.; had cauſed 
great and deepechannelsto be digd in Flanders , as the channel 
called Iperlee,the betterto conuey certaine boats from Antuerpe, 
by Gant to Bruges,where he had prouided more than an hundred 
boates called Heudes, which he | ed with vituals and muniti- 


on,{uppoling to ſend them from Sluce to Sea,, orelſe through the | 


channell of Iperlee, into other Hauens of Flanders. 
He had likewiſe prepared ſeuentie flat bottomed veſſels in the 
little River at Waten, each of them beeing able to carrie thirtic 


horſe, with Bridges fit to ſhip them: he had likewiſe two hundred 


more of theſe Boates ( though not ſo big ) readie inthe Hauen of 


Newport. 

Head rigd two and thirtie ſhips of warre at Dunkirke, & wan- 
ting mariners, he drew diucrs from Hambourg, Breme, and Emb- 
den. 

He had twothouſand emprie veſlels readie at Grauelin, which in 
a ſhort ſpace might be ſoon faſtened together in maner of a bridge, 
withall prouiſion to make bridges, to choake vp hauens, and to 
ſound them ; and necre to the Hauen of Newport hee had 
prepared greatheapes of Fagots, and other ſubſtance to make Ga-

Pope Sixtus the fift, the better to ſtrengthen the ſayd Armie,and | 
weaken the Queene of Englands power,did for his part doe all he | 
could, imploying his ſpirituall armes (as they terme it) publiſhed

| gaue great pardons, which were printed and diſtributed abroad : 
He had likewiſe (as itis reported) giuen the Realme of England | 
to the King of Spaine with this Title, of Defender of rhe Christian 
faith , commaunding him to ſurpriſe ic, on condition, that if he. 
ſhould win it,he ſhould enioy it as a feodatarie to the See of Rome, 
and to this end, the Pope contributed a million of gold or tenne-}

And forthe better furtherance thereof the Pope ſent an Engliſh

| deceſlors ſentence of excommunication, depoſing and degrading

| The Spanyardthe better to couer and conceale his practiſes, or | 
elſe an; 1 uenture to make the world belecue that his defigne was

| exeatie of peace with the Queen at Bourbourg in Flanders. But the | 
Prouinces Towns and Forts neere to the Sea,gaue aduertiſements, | 
proteſted and ſought all meanesto hinder and breake off this trea- | 
| tie of peace, aduiſing the Engliſh rather to ſtand upon their Gard: 
Yet ſome in England ſtood faſt tor peace or truce,as moſt neceſla- 
rie |

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ric & profitable for the State of their countrie,as well tor their traf- 
| fique & nauigation, as to cut oftthe great expence of a long & te- 
dious war ; others by this meanes thoughtto diuert the fleet from 
| them & ſoo auoid the tempeſt, In a word, Parmahereby did lull | 
diuers Engliſhmen a ſleep,who were deſirous of peace in the Low 
countries; himſelfe thinking on nothing leſle than peace,ſtudying | 
how he might conquer England, which he had alreadie promiled | 
to himſelfe. Whereupon the:Englith & the ynired prounces,were 
in ſome ſort prepared tor defence,againlt rhe force of this fleer, bur | 
not according to the greatneſſe of the danger : for ii was given out | 
that this great Armada was onely to conuey the Spaniſh fleetto the | 
| Indies,and bring it ſafe home againe ; which was the rather belie- 
| ued, becaule the ſhips being fo great, ſome thought that the Spani- 
ards would not hazard them in the narrow ſeas,nere to England,

And to wake ſome oppoſition againſt the Spaniſh fleet , they 
ſent Captaine Cornelis Lonck of Roſendael with fue and rwentie or 
thurtie veſlels ro zoyne with the Lord Henrie Seymer, and to lye be- 
rwixt Calais and Antuerpe. But the ſhips were by Tempeſt and 
Northerlie windsenforced to quit the coaſt of Flanders,and to re- 
rurne into England, yet when the'tempeſt ceaſed, they returned, 
with 7uſtinus of Naſſau, who was there in perſon with George le 
More Vice-Admirall of Zeland, being in number fittie fiue yeſlels 
greatand ſmall, of 80 and two hundred and fiftie runne, excellent- 
ly well mand with ſouldiers amd mariners, beſide one thouſand 
two hundred old choyce muſquetiers drawne from all the Regi- 
ments,who were reſolute and skiſfull in Sea fight. This was dore 
to keepe Parmas flectfrom comming forth ot the Hauens , which 
wa$amatterof moſt importance; In the meane time,on the nine 
and twentieth day of May 1588 theaforeſaid mightic Nauie ſayled 
forth of the Hauen of Lisbone,vnder condud ofthe Duke of Me- 
dinazto the Groine in Galicia, which is the neareſt Hapen to Eng-: 
land, where it tooke1n more men and munition. By the way , a 
terapelt aroſe which ſcattered them.

liſh were voprepared, & had bad intelligence of the Spaniſh Na- 
vie,whereby they might haucſurpriſed them on the ſodaine:That 
the hauen was veric fit and commodious for the aduauncement of 
their deſign,8 that there they might haue made ſome trial of their 
valor,8 had ſome proofe of the ſtrength ofthe wa 4 fleet, &rhe 
peoples afteftion,and that by guing an alarmeto thoſe parts, the 
chiete ſtrength of the countrie wauld have bin drawnethither,and 
Parma therby haue had better meanes to haue come forth with his 
forces. But their inſtructions from their king and his Councel for- 
bad it, who expreſly commaded them notto enterpriſe any thing 
by the way, but onely to joyne with Parma, and together with his 
troopesand veſlels to make an attempt vypon Margate, which they 
thought might bee cafily done ; which would haue ſa amazed the 
Engliſh & Low-countrie fleet, as cach of them would haue with- 
drawne themſeluesto their own detence,to keep their countries 8 
| Hauens from inuaſion. 
It is reported that ſome ofthe chief of the Spaniſh commanders 
| which were skiltul inNauigation among whom were the ViceAd- 
miral D. Tuan Martin de Ricaldo,8 Diego Flores de Valdex & others, 


had proteſted that it would bee an hard matter to follow thoſe in- 
| ſtruQions, eſpecially in a Commiſſion with ſuch reſtrictions, al- 
ledging thatin ſuch enterpriſes, many matters were to be confi- 
dered, as the wind, time, and tyde to come forth of the Hauens 
of Flaunders into England , with the places, roads , and dcepe- 
nefſe thereof, which are ſubje&t rowind, & other hazards, 8& ther- 
| fore verie dangerous.But hey were firidtly tied to their comiſon, 
| which wasto come toan anker before Calais, wherethe prince of 
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Parma ſhould meet them with his flat bottomed boats and other | 
munition, which , vnder the couert and protection of the great 
Nauie, ſhould paſle on , and landtheir forces in ſome part of the 
downes. But,as ſome ofthe Spaniſh priſoners reported, their prin-

' The Engliſh likewiſeankored within Canon ſhot of them,whe- | 
ther the Lord Henrie Seymer broughthis fleet of twentie veſlels. - 

Whileſt the fleer lay there,the Duke of Medina ſent aduertize- 
mentto Parma, diuers Gentlemen went on ſhore to refreſhthe- 
ſelues, 8& among others,the Prince of Aſcoli, a braue young Lord, 
who (as ſome lay)was baſe ſonneto King Philip, who wentto land 
in a happic houre, becauſe the ſhip wherein he came from Spaine 
did within a while after periſh inIreland with all her men, 

The Duke of Parma hauing intelligencethat the fleet lay ypon 
the coaſt of England', made great haſt tomake one in perſon in 
that enterpriſe,reſigning the goucrnement generall of the Coun- 
trieto old Count Mansfelt : Himſclfe went on Pilgrimage into 
Haynault toour Ladie of Halles ,and.from thence returned to- 
wards Bruges, where hee arriued onthe feuenth of Auguſt. The 
next day, riding towards Dunkitke where his ſhip tarried for him, | 
he heard the report of the Canon betwixr the two fleets, and the 
ſame night comming to:Dixmuyde, he had inte[ligence of the ſuc- 
celle. LIE SAO | | 

On Tewſday the ninth of Auguſt about noone, he'came to Dun- | 
kirke,cuen when the flect was alreadic paſt, none of his Ships da- | 
ring to goeforth to giue them the leaſt hope of aide,becauſe they | 
were afraid otthethirtie tuve Hollanders that Jay in gard vnder the 
condu& ofthe Admirall:;Iuſtine of Naſſau, which were excellent- | 
ly prouided of good mariners,and beſide the ordinaric ſouldiers, 
with 1200 braue muſquetiers, and lay only there to keepe, Parmas 
{ flect from iſſuing out of the Hauen, which was a matter of greateſt | 
importance. As for thegreat ſhips, they feared them not, becauſe 
the Sea was too ſhallowinthoſe parts: Beſide,;all Parmas forces 
| were not readie nor imbarked, onely. 700 reuolted Engliſh ynder 
Sir William Sravleys commaund were ſhipt, andthought to getthe 
aduantage by landing firſt in England : His'other ſouldiers were 
malecontent and vnwilling , eſpecially the mariners who were. 
few in number , the prouiion likewiſe of Beere , Bread and vi- | 
&uals was not yet readie nor imbarked : The mariners were fo a- 
| fraidof the Hollandersasthey ran away dayly,fearing leaſt the ſol- | 
diers would entorce them to doe that which they knew could not

'® done. Then they wantagh Gallies from Spaine,which might haue 


beaten the Hollanders from the coaſts of Flaunders. 
The Spaniſh flect lying thus at anker betore Calice,the better to 
confult with the Duke of Parma concerning their enterpriſe, chey 


concluded to execute their deſigne on Friday the tweltch of Au- 
ouſt,the night Being darke. The Admiral of England with the chict 
| of his Councell determined to enforce them to weigh anker, and 


to be gone or elſero burne their fleet, whereupon, tliey appoin- 
ted eight of their vnſeruiceableſt veſſels ro bee filled with wild 
fire and other combuſtious matter , charging the ordnance in 
them vp tothe mouth with ſmall ſhort, nayles, and ſtone, which 
on Sunday, the ſeuenth of Auguſt , inthe afternoone, they ſent 
with the wind and tyde( afterthat the men that were in them had 
forſaken and fired them) dire&tly vpon the Spaniſh fleet, which 
fire did in the night ſo terrifie them (ſuppoſing them to be ſome 


| of thoſe internall ſhips full of powder and wild fire with the [n- 


geneer Frederic Tenibelli had made vle of ſome three yeares before 
at Antuerpe , againſt the Prince of Parmas bridge 'ouer the 
Scheld) as crying out, The fire of Antuerpe, the fire of An- 
ruerpe, they preſently cut their cables, and 1n confuſion did put 


to Sea. 

In this amazement, the Captaine of the great Gallcaſle fell 
foule of the cables of another thip and loſt ber rudder, and bee- 
ing notableto ſaile without it , was carried by the force of the 
Sea ypon the ſands juſt before Calice, whether it was purſued by 
certayne Engliſh Pinnaces, which plaid ypon her vvith their 
ordnance, but durſt not boord her ; which the Lord Admirall 
perceiving ſent his great Pinnace with two thutidred ſouldiers 
vader the commaund of Captaine Preſfon, who all of them to- 
gether boorded the Galleaſs: , Where the Generall D. Hugo de 
Moncada made braue defence for a while , hoping of ſome ſuc- 
cour from land ; butt laſt he was ſhot in the head and laine, 
and diuers other Spaniards with him, part of whom leapt into 
the Seathinking to eſcape by ſwimming, who were all drowned.

+7 nh againe into order, itwas again fiercely aflailed by the Engliſh, right 
| oueragainſt Graueling, where they voluntarily loſt their aduaun- 
tage of the wind,choling rather to let the wind driue them before 
Dunkirke,than to open themſcluesor changetheir order , reſol- 
uing onely on defence. 

Thoughthe Engliſh had gallant tall ſhips, yet but 22 or 23 of 
them were comparable to the Spaniſh,which were ninetie. But the 
Engliſh had the aduantage by being lighter 8 better of ſaile: ſo,as 
they came oftentimes within a pikes lengrh of them and diſchar- 
god their whole tyre of ordnance ypon them, and then their ſmal 

ot,continuing it the whole day.till their powder and ſhot began 
to faile;and then,they held it no diſcretion to boord the Spahiards 
who ſtill kept themſelues together incloſe order, the Engliſh bee- 
ing Latisfied, with chafing them from before Calice and Dankirke, 
and keeping them from joyning with the Duke of Parma. 

The Spaniards the fame day , received much hurt, loſing ma- 
ny men , and had divers of their ſhips ſhot through : They like- 
wiſe with their ordnance plaid fiercely vpon the Engliſh, but did 
The Preſſe, | them no great hurt, for they loſt few men, and neuer a Shippe or 

man of note ; and inall chat time, and in the whole journey , they 
loſt but an hundred men, and yet Sir Frauncis Drakes ſhip had 
| beene ſhot aboue fourtie times , and his Cabbin twice ſhot 
through : And towards the end of the fight , a Gentlemans bed 
whereupon hee reſted himſelfe, beeing wearie, was taken from 
vnder him by a great ſhot : And as the Earle of Northumber- 
land , and Sir Charles Blunt, afterwards Lord Mountioy , and 
Maſter Henrie Nowell ſat at meate, a demie Culuerins ſhot flew 
through the cabbin,and ouerthrew 2 men. The like accidents hap- 
pened in other ſhips which wold be tedious to recite,yer it appears 
that God did wonderfully afliſt the Engliſh : For as the Lord Ad- 
mirall wrote tothe Queene, there was no |ikelihood that the Eng- 
liſh ( in mans judgement) and according to the apparance of 
the circumſtances ſhould haue dared to approch the Spani- 
ards,but thar God had an admirable hand therein., varo whom

| * The ſame day,ſo many Spaniſh ſhips were ſhot through,as that 


night and the next day three ofthemſanke. Among others Captain 
Croſſe fought with and ſanka great Bifeah ſhip, forth of which ſome 
few eſcaped, who reported thr the chiete 1ntheſhip ſlew one ano- 
ther,becauſe one among the ſpake of yeelding;whothereupon was 
llaine; and his death preſently reuenged by his brother,and in the 
meanetime the ſhip ſunke ynder him! 

Two Gallionsof Portugal of ſeuen'oreight hundred tun a piece, 
were the fame night forſaken-by the fleet,viztheS. Philip, and S, 
Mathew,which had:verie:great leakes in them. In theS. Philip was 
D.Franciſco de Toledo;brother tothe Earle of Orgas,Campe mater, 
or Colonell of 32: enſ1gnes, with other Gentlemen , who fought to 
run aground onthe coaſts otFlaunders;their maſts being broken; 
but being not able to doe it,the chiefe of them eſcaped in a boatto 
Newport,and theſhip was taken by'theFluſhingers. 

In the S.Mathew was theCampe-tnaſterD. Dizpo, Colonell Ge- 


| neral likewiſe of. 32 enſignes;atid brother tothe Marqueſle of Tan- 


nares,with-many-ather Gentlemen ant Captainies. This ſhip was 
none of the-greateſt,but molt ftrong;for onely twentie ſhot of in- 
finit numbers that plaid vporther, did/pierce i [o the fight be- 
fore Gratteling it was ſhor, and receyued a leake , whereupon the 
Captaitie ſent word thereofrothe/Dukevf Medina, who ſent him 
a boat for himſelf & ſome ofthe chietto eſcape, which for hisown 
honor he''refuſed:;the fame night ſhetooke in ſuch abundance of 
water ,/as fiftie mendidcontinually/phe the pompe to keepe her 
from ſincking,and finding her ſelfe forſaken of her Admirall the

ders, and for fauing his'ownelife, craued the helpe of poore' Fi- 
ſhermen- Bur being; deſcried 'by foure or fue men of warre that 
lay vpoh the coaſt, they made towards him,hal ing lum vp,and wil- 
ling himto/yeeldy; which hee refuſing ,-they diſcharged all their 
ordnance vpon him, and ſlewaboue forty men, ſo as hee was en-

There the Duke of Medina (the General[ ) gaue commaunde-

himſelfe with twentie or five and twentie of the beſt ſhips proui- 
ded with all neceſlaries, ſayled more to Sea ward and fo arriued in 
Spaine ; but the others,to the number of tortie ſaile or more, with: 
the Vice-Admirall benttheir courſe towards Ireland, hoping there 
to take in water, and to refrefh themſelues. But the God of Ar- | 
mics who abateth the pride of great ones,& raiſeth yp the humble, | 
and hath all authoritie ouer his creatures, who commaundeth the 
Seas, windes and tempeſts , cauſed the Seato {well and a terrible 
tempelt to ariſe on the firſt of September, from the South-Weſt, 
which diſperſed them for the moſt part into ſundrie places of Ire- 
land,where many of them periſhed,and among others the Gallion' 
of Michaell of Oquendo,one of the great Galleaſſes,two great Ve-. 
netian Argozies,the Ratra, and the Balanrara , with divers others 
tothe number of 38 faile, and all their men. Some of them with a 
Weſterlic wind came againe into the Engliſh Seas; & ſome others 
into England,and other ſome were taken by the Rochellers. _ 

One great Galleaſle, the tempeſt carried into Fraunce to New- 
hauen,wherethey tound ſhips full of women who had fallowed 
| the fleet : There remained two likewiſe in Norwey,butthe men el- 
caped. To conclude,of one hundred foure and thirtieſaile that, | 
came from Spaine,ſomethree and fiftie of all ſorts rerurned home, 
to wit,of toure Galleaſſes, and as many Gallies , there returned of 
each, one ; ofninerie one great Gallions, eight and fiftie wereloft, 
and thittfe three returned ; of Pinnaces, ſeuenteene were loſt, and 
eighteene returned : So that in al},foureſcore and one Galleaſſes, 
Gallies, and other Ships great and ſmall periſhed. Two of thoſe 
Gallions that returned home,lying in the Hauen, were by caſual- 
| tie ſet on fire and burnt, and others ſince then met with the like | 
miſchiefe. "Th 

Of 30000 men, that were inthe fleet , the greateſt part of them | 
were ſlaineor drowned, and molt of thoſe that returned home di- | 
| ed,by reaſon of the mileries they had indured.

| TheDukeof Medina Sydonia being a braue Lord and well th 


perienced, vpon whom they had impoſed that burthen much a- 
gainſt his will, laid the faultypon his Pilots, and on want of the 
Duke of Parmas forces which were not readie. 

| He was ſuffered to goe home to his own houſe, butnotts come 
to Court, where 1t was thought he had much to doe to purge him 
ſelfe from the calumnious accuſation of his enemies . Many other 
noble men died ſoone after, as D. Tuan Martines de Ricaldo,D. Diego 


de Valdez, Michel Oquendo, D. Alonſo de Licua, D. Diego de Maldona- | 


do, D. Franciſco Bouadillo, D. Georgio Manriques,all ot the Councell 
of warre. Diuers were drowned, as among other , Thomas Perenot 


of Granuell of Cauteroy , nephew to Cardinall Granuell. D. Diego | 


| Pimente|Campe-maſter, and Colonell of thirtie two Enſignes re- 
mayned priſoner in Zeland, with diuers others, taken in the ſame 
ſhip. D. Pedro Valdez a man much reſpeted in his Countrie was 


priſoner in England, with D. Vaſco de Sylua,and D. Alonzo de Say- | 


as.Many Gentlemen were drowned in Ireland,and many flaine by 
the Iriſh. Sir Richard Bingham Goucrnour of Conach,had receiued 
two hundred ofthem to mercie, but ynderſtanding that a troope 
of 800 of them were landed and in armes, he thought it fit for his 
owne better ſafety to kill the 200, of whom ſome eſcaping, carried 
ridings to the 800 who were likewiſe going to craue mercie ( as 
they ſayd) but thereby deſpairing, they returned and made readje 
an old decayed, veſſell inwhich they putto Sea, where they were 
all drowned, and many Gentlemen with them, Yet, D. Alonſo de 
Luſon,Colonel of thirtie two enſignes of the Tertios of Naples,with 
D. Rodrigo de Laſſo, and two noble men of the houſe of Cordu- 
ba were from thence ſentinto England, who were deliuered to Sir 
Horace Paluicin, by them to ſet the Lord Oger of Teliginat libertie, 
who had beenetaken nere to Antuepe, and lay in priſon in the 
Caſtle of Tournay. In a word,therere was no noble houſe in Spain, 
| which in this fleet, loſt not,either,a ſon,brother, or kinſman, There 
were aboue 1200 ſouldiers and mariners, priſoners in ſundrie pla- 
ces in England,with zo Gentlemen and commaunders, whom the 
Queene releaſed for meane ranſome. 

Thoſe ſhips, which eſcaped from the Epgliſh and Hollanders, 
and from the Iriſh rockes and tempeſts of the Ocean, being tew 1a 
number, did after much labour, miſerie and daunger, returne in- 


| |to Spaine, leauing behind them ( as hath beene alreadie fayd)) fo

es 
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many ſhips of ſundrie ſorts, ſo many Lords of note, Gentlemen, 
braue ſouldiers, good mariners, and others, ſuch ſtore of ord- 
nance and warlike munition, money, plate, jewels and other 
| wealch, which if it ſhould be ſeuerally reckoned, would amount 
toan incredible ſumme of money. But by how much this fleet 
was great,ſtrong and potent, by ſo much more likewiſe was the 
vicorie great, and greater occaſions haue theſe two countries to 
be thankefull to that great and inuincible God.to honor and ſerue 
him all the dayes of their life, for preſeruing and defending them 
from ſo great daunger. In this regard,the Queene of England and 
my Lords the States of the ynited Prouinces, did, while the fleet 
houered vpon their coaſts appoint ſundrie dayes of prayer and fa- 
ſting, beſeeching God to turne away ſo great & imminent danger 
from them and their countrie,and notto looke ypon their finnes 
which had deſerued ſuch a puniſhment, burto aide and aſſiſt them 
for the glorie of his name, and for Iefus Chriſts ſake, ſecing it was 
his owne cauſe, whichthe Pope and King of Spaine ſought ro ex- 
terminat. And becauſe theſe praiers were made to Gods glorie, 
and in praiſe of his inuincible power,hetherefore heard them, and 
graunted their requeſts. 

And a good while after the fleet was gone, namely vpon the 19 
of Nouember che Queene in England, and my Lords the States in 
the Low-countries , appointed a ſolemne day for thankſgiuing, 
which was ſpent in preaching, praying,and hearing the word of 
God. 

The Queene of England,for ſo great a deliuerance,madea Chri- 
ſtian triumph in the citie of London, and went with all the Lords | 
and officers of her Kingdome in ſolemne manner ypon a trium- 
phant Charriot from her Palace to the Cathedrall Church of Saint 
Paule, where the Spaniſh enſignes and banners were hung vp. The 
citizens of London in their liueries ſtood on both ſides the ftreet 
as ſhe paſſed along. Her maicſtie and Lords, gaue thankes ynto 
God, and were preſent at a publike Sermon made in the Church- 
yard,tending onely to thanſgiuivg and ſo with great acclamatiors 
of people that beſought God to graunt hera long and proſpe- 
rous life to his honour and ruyne ot her enemies, ſhee returned in 
the ſame manner as the came. 

Inthis manner did this magnificent, great , and mightie Arma- 
da,termed, theinuincible, and ſuch an one as in many hundred of

After thatall Brabant (Berghen-op-Zoom excepred ) bythe 
duke of Parmas condu@ was reduced vnderthe'Spaniſh gouerne- 
| ment , the troopes of his Excellencie and my Lords the States 
made diuers;incurſionsinto the countrie,eſpecia]ly then when the 
Duke of Parma had aflembled all his forces at Dunkirke , 
thete waiting for the Spaniſh fleet, Thoſe of Brabant, Flanders, 
and other provinces vnder the kings obedicnce,teeing and ynder- 
ſtanding he defeat of the Spanzſh-Armada, and feeling tothe 
quickethe ſpoyle which .the ſouldiers of Berghen daily made , 
proteſted againſt the Duke of Parma, and made complain thar all 
the townes of Brabant obeyed the King (Berghen-op-Zoom ex- 
cepted) which was a verieneſt of theenes and receptacle of raſ- 
kals, from whence forces were daily ſent to ſurpriſe poore tra- 
uellers and merchants that:brought proutfion :thatthe fame miſ- 
chiefe did likewiſe often light vpon their Burghers , who were 
vadone by impriſonment and great ranſomes : yetthis mightin 
ſome ſort be tollerated , pronided , they might hue ſecurely in | 
their Townes ; but Beringh in the Countrie of Liege, Viluord, 
and Geldernack in Brabant could witneſle the contrarie , ha- 
uing beene taken and ſackt : That by reaſon of Berghen, all the 
Villages were vnder contribution, and thoſe;that refuſed to pay 
it were burnt, their houles ranſackt , cattell carried away, and 
themſelues made priſoners. Yer, if the Duke of Parma would | 
bring his victorious Campe. before Berghen, wherewith hee 
had woon ſo many Townes, the enemies joy conceiued by the

England which he had alreadie deuoured in conceipt , as appeares 
by the preparation which he caried with him to Dunkirke,ſcruing 
rather to be carried away in triumph mto England , than by torce 
to ſurpriſe ſo mightie a kingdome. He was likewiſe badly beloued 
in the court of Spaine, for not aſſiſting the fleer in neceſlitie. Now 
that he mightin ſome ſort wipe off this ſtaine which blotted his re 
putacion : he enterpriſed to reduce the rowne of Berghen vnder 
his commaund. From that time, diuers reports thereof were cur- 
rant, not onely in the Low-countries butalſo in England: whereof | 
her Majeſtie aduertſed my Lords the States by letters dated at 
Greenwich the ſeuen and twentieth of Auguſt 1588. Ar the begin- 
ving of September when there was no more hope of the fleets re- | 
rurne, and that the Puke of Parma was come backe from Flaun- 
ders into'Brabant, all men held it for cerraine that ſome attempr 
would be made ypon Berghen. | | 
Certaine horſemen of Bacx his companie,ſent forth for diſco- 
uerie, brought backe with them two priſoners, who confidently 
reported that there was nothing more certaine, zhan that Ber- 
ghen ſhould be beſieged. One of the priſoners was a Gentleman,

The Forts whereof we now ſpake,are vpon the hauen;which being

from S. James his gate,it extends 535 foot towards the North, and 
trom thence alled, iato the Scheld.In this turning ſtandsthe firſt, 
which is called the little Fort, becauſe it is lefler than any of the 
reſt, The other Fort licth 3320 foot from the head , and 1s called 
Valkenbourg, by the firſt Captaines name that ”_ it: fromthence

ye goe to the North Fort, diſtant from the Hou 
land nine hundred and fixtie foot. ; 

[n Southland nereto Valkenbourg ſtands the new Fort, diui- 
dedonely from Valkenbourg by the Dike, and this Fort hes open 
behiud. Bya conduit they can emptic the water of the Dike into 
the hauen,or keepe itin attheir pleaſure. From the naw Fort they 
haue made a new dike as farre as the towne , which is commonly 
called the new hauen, Right ouer againſt the leſler Fort, the ſluces 
of the hauen of Northland were opened to keepe the cnemie from 
acceſleto the North fort, The Lord Willoughby went into Holland | 
to my Lords the Statesto take orderfor al neceſlarie prouifions for 
the town:Bur before his departure,he conferred with the Magjſtrar, 
and appointed the towne to be diuided into cight quarters, and e- 
uerie quarter to be commanded byaſherife,to overſee the Burgh- 
ers and to looke that they laboured in the fortifying of thoſe parts 
ofthe towne that wereweakeſt, _ | 

The Burgomaſters forthat yeare were Frauncis Manteau , and 
Peter Suidlants: the Sherifes were , William Frawncis the old Bur- | 
oomalter, Cornelius John, Cornelius Denis , Marke Martin , Adrian 
Toh, Jobn Clarke, and Cornelius of Heuſden. The receivers were, 
Marin Nicholas the old Burgomaſter, 8& Nicholas de Ranſt. When 
the ſherifs vpon important buſineſle could not overſeethe work- 
men, then ſome of the chiefe Burghers of cuerie quarter ſupplicd | 
their places. 

Foure dayes after the Lord Willoughbies departuregthe Burghers | 
began ar S. James his gate,as ye go from the head to the new worke, 
he firſt atrench vpon the bank or cauſey which leads from the | 
ſame gate to the new haven. All along the hedge,which is planted | 
fromthe powder tower to the woodden gate , fortifications were 
likewiſe made in manner of trenches, they did alſo labor verie dili- | 
gently,in other places.On the high way from Wouwe,ſome of the 
enemies horſe were deſcried, wherupon, the ſentinel onthe watch | 
tower,rangthealarm bell. Sir Jyillian Drury the gouernour made | 


a fallie, 
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 cowne followed the gouernour, who with thoſe forces that failled 
with him purſued the enemie cuen to Wouwe : part of the horſe 
and foot, made a ſtand at the entring of the heath of Wouwe , and 
the Downes of Berghen. In the meane time the gouernour retur- 


as farre asthe Churchyard of Wouwe, where he skirmuſhed with 
many of the enemies, Diuers condemned this his attewpr, laying , 
that he had greatly endaungered himſelfe and the rowne , by his 
too greedie deſire of fight: For the enemie was ſu periour to him 
in ſtrength, and he had too farre engaged himſelte to returne with 


 afetieto the towne,if the enemie ſhould have aſlailed him. Retur- 


ning from this fallic,he cauſed the bridge at the Bulwarke of Hel- 
ſtedeto be broken down : for they chat had yndertaken the works, 
had made a bridge ouerthe dike, to fetch earth from the hill of 


Vary-Bogaertto make an end of their worke.

The water being low, certaine enſignes attempted to paſle 
ouer tothe Fort of Papen-mutſe : But the water was not ſo ſhallow 
as they 1magined,and the current was verie {trong,fo that diuers of 
them were drowned and flaine by our mens ſhor : ſome of them 
notwithſtanding paſſed over:, and being proteted by the banke, 
made fignesto their fellowes to come ouer, But all this beeing to 
no purpoſe, becauſe the reſt of them fled away, they were enforced 
totake the water where they were all drowned. And as thoſe 
which were in the water ſtriued to paſſe ouer , their fellowes who 
ſtood vpon thecauley on Brabant ſide, ſhot furiouſly ypon thoſe

When the enemie firſt offered to paſſe over, there were ſcarce for-

Cornelius John, the Townes 
ſherife, went to Zeland, and Adrian Guillaume, the Secretarie, into 
Holland. The two and twenticth of the ſaid moneth,by day break,

vncertaine: and that if they Roaldebabes to bevanquiſhed/by the | 
| enemie, it would greatly endaunger the Towne: and thatifthem-| 
ſelues ſhould overcome, the enemic might cafily beare thatloſle : 
thatthey had to doe with a mightieand vicorious enemie: that it 
was true that fallies are commonly thought prejudicious to the 
beſieged,but it was only inſuch places where the enemies were few | 
in number, and wherethe beſiege might in ſuch fort be ſhut in by 
the enemie, as he could not eaſily receive new ſupplies : but our 
numbers were great enough,and we might daily receiue freſh ſup- 
plies from the ynited Provinces , by meanes of the commodiouſ- 
| neſle of our haven. Captaine Paule Bacx made anſwere, Wehke- 
| wiſeare notignorant (quoth he) how it bchowes,y$to deale wiſe- 
ly therein : we know verie well that the enemic hath a mightie and 
victorious campe, and many men ; we likewiſe haue often made 
triall what ſouldiers they are. But if it ſhall not pleaſe the gouer- 
nour to grauut the demaunds of the Captaines of the horſe,for my 
part, let this mightie and viſtorious.enemnic make his approches, 
and at laſt(for I will vſe his owne words )come and draw vs by the 
eares gne by one forth ot the rowne into his campe. This ſpeech 
being not allowed of by many, he went his way witbout any fur- 
ther talke . Butthe gouernour called him backe, together with the 
| reſt that were there preſent, and faid g ſecing your requeſt tends to 
the good and preſeruation of the Towne,l will noJonger denie it. 
Then euerie man went and armed himſelfe , vo:drum was beaten 
nor trumpet ſounded, to call the troopes together, but each man 
gaue notice to his fellow, of the ſallie, and forthwith, at the houre 
appointed, they were all readie together, A Gentleman of Hol- 
land, whole name was Vechtenbreck., cornet to captaine Paule Bacs, 
was ſent forih to draiy the enemie intothe field betwixtthe camp & + 
towne, he was ſeconded by 14 or 15 harquebuziers, who went alto- 
gether towards the campe.Nere to the towne dikes there is a low 
way which ſtretcherh from Steenberghen gateas faras Helſt point, : 
and it1s ouerlooktby the hill of Varigobart, which ends nere to 
this point, and there makes avallie. The Lanciers went this way 
|ovards thefayd vallie, holding downetheir lances, keeping them ! 


from | 
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| fromthe enemies fight who was encamped on the Rijiſclberg,and 


Northgeeſt.The Harquebuziers of Marcelis Bacx kept themlelues 
cloſe rothe Lanciers, Captaine Paule Bacx , and his brother, led the 
vantgard,being tollowed by the lord Willoughbies cornet,& captain 
Parker. The enemic having deſcried this {mall troope, comming 
with Ychtenbroeck, ſent certaine musketiers to encounter them. In 
the field where YVehtenbroeck and his ſoldiers lay, there were many 
hedges which diuided one field from another ; theſe did the fayd 
musketiers make good ; and whileſt they skirmiſhed with Ychren- 
broeck, our men which were behindVaribogart hil perceiued it,8, 
being verie glad of fo fairean occaſion, rod a full galop vpon the 
enemie,ſound their trumpets, and with their ſwords and lances e - 
uery man did his beſt. The musketiers were beaten from their ſhel- 
ter, and were enforcedto quittheirarmes, and to craue that they 
might be taken priſoners : many of them were ſlaine,and many ta- 


| ken, tor they were ſo encompaſled by our men, asthey could nor 


eſcape. The enemie taking pitie on his people, ſentthree cornets 
of horſe to reſcue them , who were ſoone put to rout by the two 
brethren Bacxthat led the vantgard, and enforced to retire to Rij(- 
ſelberg, from whence they faw their musketiers ſlain ad taken pri- 
 ſoners. During the fight certain priſoners were ſent into the rowne, 
among whom wasa young gentleman, Nephew to that Groesbeke 
who informer time bad beene biſhop of Liege , ſurnamed Am/te- 
rode, and was Lieutenant generall to a Regiment of Almans , who 
had receiueda great wound in the face. Our men determined to 
returne backe to the towne ſo ſoone as they ſhould haue executed 


{ ſome notable enterpriſe ypon the enemie,notmeaning to tarrie till 


the whole force of the campe ſhold fail ypon them, being too weak 
to reſiſt ; and to ſpeake truely,they had woon honour enough and 
might free]y haue returned with their priſoners in triumph: which 
they had:done but for _ Parkerscouragious reſolution, who 
could not be atisfied withthe flight of the enemies horſe, which at 


{ cheir eaſe beheld the vſage ot their owne men z1o as charging them 


| in a placewhere they had great aduantage, he repulſed them once 
or twice ; but as himfelfe was likewiſe conſtrained to retreat to the 
hil, where the enemie ſtood;to drive them thence,where the whole 
campe was by this time in armes, and the enemies caualleric recey- 


| uing both new aid,and courage, making a fierce charge vpon him, 


A 


| he and histroope werein danger cither to haue bin oppreſſed with 
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multitude , or to haue beene taken priſoners: thrice did theene-| 
mie lay hold on Parker ,and thrice did he free himſelfe from them, | 
and brauely defended himſelfe with his ſword. The brethren Bacx, | 
and captaine Poolie,perceiuing the daunger wherein captaine Par- 
ker was , and being ſpurd forward by a deſire ot honour, galoped| 
into the thickeſt throng of the enemies, making more account of 
the preſeruation of ſo braue a ſouldier, than of any gaine, bootic, | 
or priſoners : ſo that ſeuentie priſoners who had been taken at the} 
beginning of the fight , and were not yet carried into the towne , 
were in all haſt ſlayne, yet ſome eſcaped. The arriuall of our men 
opened Parker a large way to eſcape from the enemie:whileſt they 
were buſiedin fight, the Lord Willoughby and the Generall Jil- 
ford came from Holland, who withour entring into any houſe ſal- 
lied forth with great numbers of foot to reskewthe horſe, who at- 
| ter they had brauely executed their enterpriſe, returned towards | 
 thetowne in good order,being purſued by the cnemics who were 
extreamely grieued that Parker eſcaped from them. Parker had re- 
| ceiued certaine nuwsker ſhot on his armour, bur was not hurt, be- 
cauſe it was of proofe. Where the hear of the fight had been, great | 
heapes of dead men and horſe lay. Of our horſemen ſome foure or 
| five were {laine, but many were hurt, and the loſle of horſe was | 
| great. Itis reported that two hundred of the enemic were ſlayne.. 
This was done on the fiue 8& twentieth of September after dinner, 
| Whileſt the horſemen fought with the enemne , the maſons broke 
downe a cettaine wall of the remainder of the Abbie, becauſe the 
enemieſhould not make vie of it againſt the towne. Preſently af- 
ter this fight the enemie ſhortned and tooke in his campe , which 
he had at firſt much amplified and enlarged, & torſooke the high 
Northgeeſt, {trongly fortifying and entrenching himſelfe both to 
the South and Northward of the rowne to defend himſelfe from 
our fallies: for he expected no ſuch dealing , and never thought 
that there had bin ſo great courage and valor in thofe of the town. | 
Towards cucning the Droſlart, Burgomaſters & ſherifs aſſem- 
| bled themſelues, with whom joynedthe captaines, Vere , Scot , Ba- 
ſkeruile,8 Salisburie to conſult togerher what was neceſlarie for the 
preſeruation of thetown. And euer after, they obſerued this or- 
der,that the gouernour andchiefe of the Councell of war, did once | 
a day meetatthe ſtate houſe,to conferre of matters concerning the 
preſent eſtate of the town, which was a matter yerie commendable, 
; Hed eſpe- | 
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eſpecially in a town beſieged. For by this means all difficulties were 
at firſt eaſily remoued that did ariſe at ſuch atime betwixt the ſoul- 


— 


diers and Burghers, when any thing is done by miſchaunce on one 


part or other tothe prejudice of either. | 

Ever ſince then, the Magiſtrat , to ſhew his diligence, did daily 
meettwice,namely, at eight of the clocke inthe morning, and two 
of the clocke after noone. 

The lord Willoughby requeſted the magiſtrat that the Burghers 
might arme,& keep Corps du gardin the ſtreets; andthe matter was 
brought ſo far forward,as captaines & officers were choſen: bur by 
reaſon diuers excaſed theſelues through want of armor , which the 
mutinous French had taken from them in former time, nothing 
enſued thereof. 


Onthe 28 of this moneth,Sir Tho Morgan,who had bin gouernor 


of the town,returned from England. TheQueen and my lords the 


ſtates had ſent him to be gouecrnor in Sir William Druries place. The 
ſtates had a while before , ſenr Lancelot Þariſhs commuſlarie of the 


| muſters,enjoining him to tel the Councel ot war & magiſtrats,that 


it had pleaſed her Ma.to write ynto them of late, aslikewile to the 
lord Willoughby,that 1: was her exprefle wib8 pleaſure that Morgan 
ſhold be gouernor ;and to this end they likewiſe ſent her Ma:Jet- 
ters by the ſaid Lancelot: And in thisreſpe& they wold herein doe 
nothing contrary to her Ma. command. The contents of whoſe let- 
ters was, that hauing intelligence how the Duke of Parma had at- 
tempted to beliege Berghen-op-Zoomzin that regard ſhe thought 
it fitto giue the gouernement of the town to Sir Thom. Morgan,the 
better to aſſure it againſt the enemies power, and that her'pleafure 
was to haue him forthwith inſtalled in Druries ſtead, who had lately 
bin recomended to her by the ſtates,not that ſhe many ſort doubr- 
ed of Druries loyaltie and valour,but Morgans long experience in 
war,together with the peoples loue towards him ; had cauſed that 
alteration, The cauſe why the Queene ſpake thus ofthe peoples 
loue towards Morgan, andthe recommending of him to my lords 
the ſtates,was, becauſe my lord Willoughby didnotgreatly affe& Moy- 
gan.Sir Thom.percciuing this ; & that he could not build ypori Jil 


loughbies fauor forthe gouernemenr of Berghen , & that there were | 


diuersthar ſued forit, found means to get the fauor ofthe magiſtrats 
and Barghers,by whoſe means he obtained lettersof recommenda- 
tion to her Ma. both fromthe ſtates, and comminalty of Berghen,

The Lord Willoughby in the meane time had by ſundrie practiſes 
eſtabliſhed Drurie 1n the gouernement ; but becauſe it was\done 
without the States conſent, they therefore wrote ynto the Queene, 
that no oppoſition might be made againſt her highnefle com- 
maund. After Morgans arriuall, fundrie quarrels aroſe, not one- 
ly, betwixt the two Gouernours, but among the Captaines and 
ſouldiers. 

 TheEnglifh held morewith Druriethan Morgan,the Low-coun- 
trie men and Scots tooke Morgans part : Willoughby tauoured Dru- 
rie againſt Morgan ; and theretore he gaue the gouernementof the 
rowne to Morgan, bur made Drurie captaine of the Forts, ſaying he 
did ſo,becauſc her Majeſtic ſpake onely ofthe towne and not ot the 
Forts. Morgan on the contrarie maintained itto be a verie abſurd 
matter,becauſe the towne and forts depended one vpon an other, 
and neuecr had different goucrnours. 

Count Solms and Generall Villers came opportunely from Ze- 
land whileſt the gouernors conteſted about the gouernement, and 
] exhorted them to peace and concord. Yet,for all that,Drurie com- 
maunded the Forts of the Hauen,and Morgan the Towne. Thoſe of | 
Druries faction were likewiſe placed inthe Forts. Drurie came net 
often into the towne, and ſpake ſeldome to Morgan , but there was 
ſtill ſome quarrell or other ; he did alſo highly complaine of the 
Magiſtrats and my Lordsthe States: who were much diſpleaſed 
wich this diſcord,eſpecially becauſe their authoritic and command 
wasdirely contemned:cucry man feared that ſome inconuenience 
would enſue. 

The nine and twentieth of this moneth,the impoſition vpon wine 
8 beere was letto ferme , which-was payed during the ſiege as in 
time before. The next day,}//illoughbymadean other fallic ypon the 
North ſide ofthe Campe , and though he vſed the ſame order and 
meanes as at the firſt ſallie, yet he did no great matter; for the ene- 
mie behaued himſelfe more wiſely , 66 would no more be ſur- 
priſed from behind the hill of Varibogart as at firſt : the foot- | 
men kept within the trenches of their Campe, or behind the bu- 
ſhes not farre off, and did no more aſlaile our men as before. Our 
footmen ſtood in battaile vvichin muſquert ſhot of the Towne, 
yerthe Cauallery incountred one an other, and the fight was ſharp 
on both ſides, our men gaue a braue charge, and the enemie 
made gallant reſiſtance ; each did their beſt. Poolies horſe who 
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vvas Cornet tothe Lord Willoughby,was flayne vnder him , and was

T he heroicke atts of-his Excellencie 


vpon the high way toward Calmrhout great numbers of Carts 
and wagons werediſcerned,which the horſe could hardly draw , 
fo as they came but flowly-on to the towne-ward . The Burghers 
and 'ſouldiers thought them to bethe other canons which the Spa» 
niard talked of ; ſoas the Burghers' began to tortifie betwixethe 
gateof Wouwe and thar'of the: Nuns, that the rampier mwighr be 
tree from the enemies ſmal ſhot. They likewiſe brake [195 thewals 
of 'Wouwe gate which were too high, that they might do no hurr 
when the enemie ſhould phy ypon'them witlyhis canon .. A way 
| was likewiſe made athwart the gardens atithe foot of the rampi- 
ers,that the cauallerie might lie ſafe,ifthe enemie ſhould batter the 
towne. But itwas farre fromthe encmics meaning to makeany bat- 
terie ;for thoſe carts and waggons had. brought no ordnance , but 
onely boats,hauing ſome other defigne, as the euent declared. The 
morrow after, which was the feyenth of October, fiftie twoen- 
ſignes:of foot came on the North fide of the eampe, commaunded 
by Count Egmore, theſe companiesencamped onthe lower part of 
the Northgeeſt. : 2 34 
Thereisa cauſic on Northland nere to Benmoer,called Eeſter- 
| dike, becauſe certaine trees called Eefters had beene planted there. 
This caufic looſeth it name nereto Dryanneland. It beginneth at 
the tiether cend-of the Northgeeft , and extends it ſelte rowards 
Northlands caulie as far asthe Sea, and divides firſt the land from 
| Benmocr,and nexc, the countrie of Dryanneland from North- 
land;in that manner making three wayes, as farre as the Sea-dike. 
My Lords the States had alreadic ofa long time pierced the ſayd 
cauſie of Dryanneland, hoping tharthe water would enter into it, | 
by the Geux Gullet or hole,and that entring into: Northland vere 
to-Batiebas, and fo together throughthe Gullet of Dryannelands 
 cauſie,the water would makea great breach; and theteby take all 
meanes fromthe'enemie to come ypon Northlands caufie. The c- 
nemic was often feene ypon that of Dryanneland , making good 
obſcruations of all things: Our men preſently fuſpe&ed the rruch 
of the matter 3 how thatrhey intended to makea* bridge: over that 
Gullet, thereby to come ypon Northland cauſis,whick dobe, they 
might:then keepe our veſlels forthof the havencMuch fpecch was | 
made df this cauſic : lome were of opinion to eval and makeit e- 
uen; others faid it was neceflarie to builda fore there where the 
caufies did meet;and for theeffeting thereok; had'conferencewith 
aoQ Count 
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| terpriſe ypon the lfle of Tholen. Vpon that caulic he planted his

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Count Solms.Now becauſe the firſt wold haue bin too great & coſt- 
iy a labor wichout any profit ar all(for it the cauſie had bin leue}led 
and made plain it would haue ſtood the enemie in better ſtead than 


betore) and that the ſecond was not without danger,becaule the e- 


nemie was ſo nere that place , neither the one nor other was 
done. The next night after, the enenuie himſelte ſeazed on that cau- 
ſie, placing two greatſhallopsin the Gullet, with which he paſſed 
ouer his fouldiers,and within a while after,he made a bridge there. 
Ar the ſame time hikewiſe, hee ſeazed on the cauſte of Matteberg, 


wherof we haue heretofore ſpoken in mentioning the enemies en- 
canon,and thereby tooke all meanes from thoſe of Tholen of go- 


In the gulletot Tholen,the caufie was likewiſe pierced through 
in z places,& there they had alſo builr a fort;called the Gueux hole. 

Oppolic to the guller of Tholen,lay certaine boats of war,which 
the enemies canon enforced to retreat. Right ouer againſt Barlabas, 
lay the Admiral of Zeland with an other man of war.So ſoone as it 
was day,the vice-Admiral,George More,diſcharged two or three ca- 
nons : after ſome ſhot made thele two ſhips were enforced to retire 
to Romerſwael, being ſhot through in divers places, not without. 
loſſe of ſome ſouldiers and mariners. As our boats went forth of 
the Hauen,ſfome cowards Holland , others ro Zeland , they were 
likewiſe ſaluted by theenemies canon. The firſt that went forth,nat- 
withſtanding it receiued certaine ſhot, went forward on her jour- 
ney,the two laſt rerurned backe; one of which was ſhot through,in 
which a Burghers wife with her child in her lap was flaine, and two | 
other women hurt, Theſe, fearing the enemie, were flying into 


ſo terrified;as they thought their onely preſeruation to conſiſt in 
getting forth of the towne. This feare was nor leflened , when the 
people ſaw the verie captains ſend away their wiues, children, and 
goouds. Some of thoſe,who teceiued no pay , nor were vnder aty 
command, liuing only by boric, i all impious and yolupruous 
pleaſures, did in troopes forfake the rowne,aud ſpared for no coſt, 
ſo they might be gone. | fi 


Toward the euening, a boat came from Holland,whereat the e- | 
nemic made ſundrie ſhot, yet but one ſoldier was flaine,who ſtood | 


atthe Helme. 
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he horſemen'made complaint that they wanted hey & prouen- 
der for theic horſe, bur that want was ſoone ſupplied from Hol- 
land. 

About the ſame time , the ſouldiers of Geertrudenberg tooke 
certaine ſhips laden with Deltts beere, cheeſe, butter, herring, and 
oyle, which they brought into our hauen, Theſe boats were |1- 
cenced by my Lordsthe States to goe to Antuerpe and Breda.The 
merchants were impriſoned at Geertrudenberg , and the ſouldiers 
hung vp their pafleport vpon the gallowes. Our men would$hauc 
imitate them,and tooke certaine boats ; but my Lores the States, 
commanded them to deſiſt. The goods were reſtored to the Mer- 
chants, by the States commandement , preſently after the enemies 
departure;and they ſent ſupplies of horſe and foct tothoſe of Tho- 
len,which were landen at Venuſdam, oppoſit to Romerlw.e]. 

theenemie doing his beſt to take the Hauen from thole of the 
Towne, the towneſ-men in like manner did their vitermolſt to 
keepe it, and made ſundie new workes, the firſt ypon the North 
caulie ſome ſixe hundred foot from the North Fort, called the 


| Prieſts cap, extending it ſelfe towards the Towne. On the Ha- 


uens banke,nere to Helft, they made a trench. The fort called Sta- 
uaſt, was begun the foureteenth of Otober : ypon the Northland 
caufÞ is a place called Barlabas, onethouſand one hundred & fiue 
foot from the North forc,where the cauſe was pierced through in 
two ſeuerall places. Theſe two holes hindred the enemie from 
bringivg his canon to batter the North fort. Our men fearing

tharthe enemie in the end would doe that there, which hee had 


done at the cauſic of Dryanneland, did themſelues make good the | 
| place, & built afort there, which the people called Stauaſt, becauſe 


they were to ſtay there to free the Hauen trom the enemie : and for 


the ſooner building of it, they tooke away the Burghers fagots, c- | 


ſpecially from bakers and potters. 

And becauſe the ſandie bank of Romerſwael ſtretched as farre 
as our Hauen, and that it was verie daungerous for ſuch boats as 
would artthat place enter into it, becauſe they were to hold on 
their courſe too nere the enemies Canon: ; to preuent this , the 


| ſhippers or ſaylers tooke an other way behind Romerſwacl , and 
ſo by the South entred the hauen, where was leſſe danger : For be- | 


twixt the ſandie banke; & the cauſie where the enemic had planted 


| his canon,the Scheld runs, ſo as the boats could not auoid the ene- 
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mies canon,which lay within 2000 foot of the fort of Stauaſt,by rea- 
ſon whereof, they could bring their canon no nearer rhehauens 
mouth; for notwithſtanding he diſcharged his ordnance vpon the 
boats which entred the Hauen, yet could he neuerrouch any of 
them ; which was a manifeſt worke of God. 

Neretothe gulletof Tholen,lies a drownd land called Broclooſe, 
the which confines vpon the cauſie called Steendijke. T here Cid the 
States of Zeland make a new hauen,verienere to the caulte of Tho- 
len oppoſit to Molſgat(a Fort ſo named)ontheriver of Eendrechr. 


By this meanes the Iſle was fortified, and a commodious paſlage | 


found to goe to Tholen: for the Gullet ofTholen was verie dange- 
rous becauſe of the enemies canon, who ſince that time had ſmall 
vie for his ordnance. | 
Eight horſemen of Bacx his companie, embarked themſelues on 
the 13 of October togo towards Liilo, landing ina certaine place, 


| where they tooke their way as though they had come from Ant- 


uerpe; by which deuile they tooke z of the enemies captaines with 


their baggage, who came from Antuerpe towards the campe, and 


with their bootie returned to their boat, To 
The ſtrife berwixt Morgan and Drurie was not yet ended. Vpon 


the 14 of October,at night, prince Mavrice & General Villers came | 


to Berghen. The Lord J/illoughby had threatned to imprifon Mor-

remayned there till the end of the ſiege Ir was reported that the e- 
nemie had an intent to ſeaze onthe remainder of the cauſie of 
Southland by paſſing through the drownd lands ata low water, 
thereby to keepe boats from entrivg the hauen at thar place. And 
nereto Burghyliet, the footſteps of thoſe who had beene ſent by 
night to view the place,were diſcerned. | 
Gabions and three piece of ordnance were planted vpon the head, 
the greateſt of which carried a bullerof 44 pound, and the other 
two of {1xteene pound. The canons in cuerie Fort did likewiſe play 
vpon the enemie, when any boat arriued. The cauſe whereon 
the enemie lay was by the continuall raine and ſouldiers treading 
become ſo deepe and ſlipperie,as they could hardly ſtand yponir.

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| They had neither plankes nor ſtraw, and the ſouldiers were enfor- 
| cedto ftand in the rainein the trenches without any ſhelter vp to 
the knees in water. There was daily great tempeſts of wind and 
raine,and itſcemed though the enemiebefieged Berghen.thar they | 
| themſelues were belieged by raine, wind , and ſundrie other gr1c- 
uous diſcommoadities. Thoſe of the towne began to leuellthe cau- 
fie of Southland, but perceiving their labour to be yainethey gaue 
ouer that reſolution. At the cauſies end was a verie broad dike; all 
men thought it fit there to build a Fort, becauſe that nere to the 
faid dike there was a great piece of ground which was commonly 
drie,ſo asthe ſame dike might ſerue to defend the Fort againſt the 
enemie ; the Sche[d likewiſe 15 not yerie broad in that place,by rea- | 
ſon of the great dike oppoſit to Southland , where in former time 
the toll houſe of Zeland ſtood. There, divers men of warre lay at 
anker ; but ifthe'enemic with his Shalops had brought his ord- 
nance tothe Southland cauſie, he might eaſily haue driven them | 
thence, as hee had done before Barlabas, and the Gullet of Tho- 
len. 
George More Vice-Admirall of Zeland,hauing viewed the place, | 
ſaid as much:they onely wanted workemen.)Villoughby would haue 
had the Burghers to make the Fort; but they tired with labour and 
trauaile,and afraid ofthe enemie,who lay not farre from thence on | 
the firme land, refuſed co doe it, ſaying that he did them wrong 
to cauſe themto labour ſo farre from the towne,and in daunger of 
| the enemie : For this dike was diſtant three thouſand one hundred 
and thirtie foot from Valckenbourg , and Valckenbourg foure 
thouſand foot from the towne , which together , amount to ſeuen 
thouſand one hundred and thirtie foot. 

The Droſlart,Burgomaſters, avd the two preachers, nawely 74- 
| cob Baſelis the elder, and Jacob Baſelis the yonger, did lo farrepre- 
naile with the Burghers, by remembring them of their duetie due 
| to their country,as they voluntarily offered their labor for ending | 
of the work, cuerie man promiſing to be readie at the ſound of the | 
drumme. The atternoone, Sermon ended, for it was ypon Sunday, 
the drumme beganto ſound, 

The Burgomaſter Sudland with certain of the Magiſtrats , & Jacob | 
Baſelis the younger, withthe elders of the Church, eucrie man a 
ſhouel in his hand did, in the euening meet atthe place where the | 
fort was to be built, and were in a maner followed by all the Bur- | 
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gHErs A cornet of horſe was ſent forth to defend them from the 
cnemie , if he ſhould haue come downe trom Burghylier. But 


| becauſe the plot of the worke was not yet made, and thoſe which 


ſhould haue made it different in opinion , nothing was done that 
n1ght., | 

Thelralians that lay in campe nereto S. Geertrudes, ſeeing fo 
many men aſſembled ypon the Southland caufieright ouer againſt 
them, went forth to ſec what it meaned : they ſet Sentinels euerie 
where and were all of them yp in armes. The next day being the 7 
of Otober,they diligently began the worke. 

The cighteenth of October, our men made an other ſaſlie on 
Steenberghens fide : but the enemie kept himſelfe within his tren- 
ches and would not come forth , whereupon they returned to the 
rowne,On the twentieth of Oober,at night,the enemieccunning- 
ly thought to haue ſurprized the North Fort ; the manner where- 
ofI will ſet downe at large. We haue heretofore mentioned, how 
that our horſemen , ſome two or. three dayes before the ſiege, had 
taken two Spaniards priſoners. Theſe were commirted to the kee- 


.| ping of an Engliſh victualler called Redhead,of whom Grimſton en- 


ligne to Baskervile bought his prouiſion : by this meanes, both of 
them fell acquainted with the priſoners, who did at laſt earneſtly 
ſolicit them to doe ſome notable ſeruice to the king of Spaine, 
This didthey diſcouer to the Lord }/iloughby, and craued his ad- 
uice how they ſhould proceed with the Spaniſh priſoners. }Villough- 


| byinjoyned them to treat with them abour yeelding vp the North 


Fort to the Duke of Parma, After ſundrie conferences and con{ul- 
tations with the priſoners, they did in the end agreeto deliuer yp 
the Forr, which was an eaſic matter for the enfigne to do, who was 
oftentimes captaine of the watch of the Fort when Baskerviles com- 
panie hadthe gard of it : This thus concluded, the enfigne and vi- 
ualler feigned themſe]ues fugitives, and caried the priſoners let- 
tersto the Duke of Parma, vnto whom they had many times writ- 


ten about that buſineſle. | 


On the 20 of Oftober, when it was darke , they went to the 
duke(who to this end,did the ſame night lodge atthe low North- 
gceſt) telling him thatall things were in readineſle tor the ſurren- 
der of the Fort: It is reported,that he ſtood in ſome doubt of them, 
and that therefore he made ſundrie demands concerning the fort , 
as who commaunded in it,how many fouldiers it had,and by what 
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meanes they would deliuer it voto him ; That he did beſide, rake 
cheir oath that they ſhould deale faithfully with him therein, cau- 
ſing them to receiue the Sacrament of the Alrar ( as the Papiſts 
terme it.) Being aſſured of their loyaltie, he gaue to each of them aj 
chaine of gold, promiſing them a good ſumme of money the deed 
being once done. Then hee made choyce of a certaine number of} 
his beſt ſouldiers,to goe and. receiue the Fort in his name,and cau-| 
ſed Grimſtons and the viuallers hands to be bound behind them | 
with match , 2nd gaue two ponyards to two ſouldiers commaun- | 


dingthem to kill them, if they perceiued the leaſt ſuſpition by the |

The Lord }//illoughby in the meanetime manned the Fort with | 
valtant ſoldiers,and on each fide of the cauſies placed certain num- | 
bers of musketiers , &1n the gate whereat the enemie was to enter, 
he cauſed an yron port-callis to be hung vp by roopes, which cut, 
the port-cullis would fall downe and ſtop the paſlage.

reach the higheſt pallizado , & thoſe within the fort ſaluted them 
with harquebuze ſhot. _ | 
i The enexue The enemie being thus beguiled,threw away their armes &fled: | 
_ thoſethat were in ambuſh on the cauſie,did with great noice break 
forth,& charged the fiying enemie,making great ſlaughter among | 
them. In the meane time the ride came in, ſo as divers of the ene- 
mies,thinking to eſcape;fell into the dikes of Northland and were 
drowned. Three hundred of them were ſlayne,and as many woun- 
ded,as was aſterwards knowne by certaine priſoners. | 
The chiefe priſoners were D. Juan de Mendoza, a man of good | 
yearesq 
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| the Spaniſh fleet periſhed onthe Scottiſh and Iriſh coaſt , ſo as ve- 
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yeares, who afterwards dicd in the Hoſpitall of his wounds : and | 
another D. Tuan de Mendoza,a yong man, Gregorio Vites, Chriſtofe- | 
ro de Porres,Godefredo Gordone,Triſtano Lignicable , and Alonzo [d- 
iaques, all Dons (as the Spanyard termes them) and men of noble 
houſes. 

The next day no enfjgnes were ſeen wauing in borh the camps, 
which was a ſigne that the enemie lamented the loſle of his men : 
the two Spaniſh priſoners by ſentence of the Councell of war were 
hanged, tor that beivg priſoners, they had follicited the enfigne & 
victualler to commit treaſon. 

Much good enſued to vs hereby : For by this meanes we wers 
wholly freed tro feare oftreacherie, becauſe the enemie beivg thus 
deceiued,wold neuer gjue credit to any other,though they meant 
neuer fo faithfully : and yet Grim$toy and the victualler were con- 
demned by all men for renouncing their Religion and for perju- 
rie, ſo astheir owne Nation did greatly tax them. And itis credi- 
bly reported,that a certaine great man of England did in this ma- 
ner recommended them to her Majeſtie , vnto whom they wen” 
to crave recompence for their ſeruice; Madame (quorh he) chereare 
diuers forcible reaſons why theſe men ſhould be honourably rewarded.for 
if thoſe who enely expoſe their bodies doe deſerue, what doe they which 
haue aduentwured both bodie and ſoule? _

Thoſe of the towne had true intelligence, thatthe remainder of 


ric few of them returned into Spaine- For which,vpon the one and 
twentieth of October, the people by tolling ofa Bell were called 
tro Church to give thankes vnto God, & Sermons were made both 
morning and euening. At nightall the ordnance inthe town and 
forts were diſcharged, and the fouldiers 'vpon the rampiers thun- 
dred forth many volleys of ſmall ſhot , ſo that nothing could bee

the mariners diligence it was brought into the towne. Euerie day} 
there were skirmiſhes,and euerie houre ſome new matter or other 
WAS performed inthe plaine betwixt the trownand enemies camp :| 
 Butthe Burghers being tired with continuall labour , complained} 
ſaying that they could doe no more; whereupon, gouernor Mor-| 
gan aduiſed the magiſtrats to mpole ſome tax vpon euery Burgher, 
and with the money hire labourers to end the worke. The Burgo. | 
maſter Manteaz aflembled the great Councell , and propounded | 
to them the gouernours demaund. This great Councell is compo- | 
ſed of the new Councell, viz. of the Magiſtrats then in authoritie, 
and of the old,namely, of ſuch as haue beene Burgomaſters , She- 
rites,receiuers,and counſellers choſen out of euery companie,who 
haue a place 11 this great Councell. The Gouernours demand was 
 allowed,and the Burghers were diſcharged from their Jabour,and 
the worke which was imperfe&,was within a while finiſhed, 
| Therewas great want of planks,(o as they were enforced to teare 
vp diuers new floares to ſeruc forthe workes, which,after the fiege; | 
the towne paid for. Bur this wantytogether with that of other nece[- 
 faries being nor fully ſupplied , the Burghomaſter Sud{and was on 
the ſixe and twentieth of October ſent into Holland, not onely to | 
my Lords the States, but to the magiſtrats of the town of Dort,who 
| during the ſiege, ſhewed themiſelaes verie affetionat to the good | 
of the towne. Certaine Scots lay in a Burghers houſe called Tohy | 
Dyalle,who among other chings fir-ro burne, pluckt vp a piece of 
| t1mber called a ſummer which ſupported the whole frame, where- 
upon the whole houſe fell downe vpon them,and {lew z of them: 
thereupon,proclamation was made on paine of lifezthat no ſouldi- 
erſhould breake vp any timber in any hou rhe ne oY 
On the Rampiers of thecowne and forts, pitch barrels full of 
chips and ſtraw were placed,to give lightif the enemie ſhould in 
the night make any attempt vpon the towne. The ſeuen and'twen- } 
tieth of Oober the great bell was rung topubliſhthe Faire or free | 
Mart,not in hope that many people would cometo it, but becauſe 
| the towne is bound foto doe tor feare of looſing the priuiledge of 
| the Mart. Duringehis time, which continued fixe weekes,all tugi- | 
tives may boldly comethither (traitors, theeues.and baniſhed men | 
excepted :) and no mans called in queſtion for debt,but onely 4s

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chat which he ſhall fall ivto du ring the Mart, The day following, 


his Excellencie came into the towne, by his preſence to encourage 
the ſouldiers and Burghers to view the fortifications, and to take 
| order for all neceſſaries belonging to the ſiege. The ſame day, the 
impoſition heretofore mentioned was much raiſed , which did in 
[no ſort pleaſe the Burghers : who ynderſtanding that my Lords 
the States were come into the Iſle of Tholen, ſent the Burgo- 
| maſter Manteau , and William Frauncis the o]d Burgomalter to 
them ; theſe at tenne of clocke art night went in the companie of 
his Excellencies ſeruantsto Venuſdam, and preuailed fo farre with 
| my Lords the States as they promiſed to give them three thou- 
{and florins towards the fortification of Berghen, and they recey- 


berg, Thoſe of the Iſland perceiuing ir, did without any noyce 
ſer fire on the enemies campe. The time was. not long ere the c- 
nemie would be enforced with great diſgrace and [ofle to retire : 
 Fordeſpairing to take the towne he could expett no lefle, but to 
haue his campe ruined by little and little, with contiauall fallies, 
canon ſhot from the towne, raine, foule weather, and ſickneſſe 
which enſued : whereupon, on the thirticth of October, hee for- 
ſooke the Northland caufie.. Thoſe of the Gueux Gullet were the

| The Burghers and ſo uldiers,men and women, young and old, 
| went forth of thegares , and ſtroue who ſhould run firſt into the 
| enemies campe, viſiting whatſocuer they found there , and with 
admiration beheld the greatnefle of the campes circuit , the 
| workemanſhip thereof, and cuerie man got his bootic : for the e- 
| nemic had left behind him, ſhouels, picke-axes » Wagons, tunnes, 
muskets, harquebules, pikes, armour, and al| ſorts of other proui- 
ſions. The ſouldiers and poore towneſmeen founF\yood enough 
ro burneall winter : for the props & 'boords oftheir lodging were 
onely ale burnt onthe out fide. - 

The wholetowne greatly rejoyced for this ſuddaine and ynlookt 
for departureof the enemie . And becaule it is the duertie of all 
good Chriſtians toattributethe honor of all benefits ro him from 
whom they receiue them, the ſixteenth of Nouember , publique 
| thankes was giuen'vnto God for ſo greata deliverance, prayers 
| were likewiſe madefor the proſperitic'ofthe Church and Towne. 

That done, the maegiſtrats Chak good to'proclaime from the 
rowne-houſe, mech of Nouember ſhould yearely be 
kept holic-day,becauſe the enemic on that day retired . Ar night 
bonefires were made. Nothing could be heard but the reporr of | 
canonsand ſmall ſhot, ſoundsof drummes,trumpets and bels,and 
joyfull acclamations. In euerieſtreet, and on the Rampiers, pitch 
| barrels were burnt,and no place was free from fireworkes caſt yp 
into the ayre. | ths |

matter almoſt incredible, and yet verie true, which braue and reſo- | 


lute ſouldiers ſhould neuer forget,but {till ſtrive to imitate. 

The Garriſons of Heuſden and Geertrudenberg did the like 
with eight hundred men both horſe and foor, eucrie horſeman ta- 
king vp a footman bebind him, and in that manner went to Til- 
bourg nere to Boisleduc where part of the Duke of Parmas forces 
iay,whom they diſlodged, and ſlew many of them, the reſt fled to a 
Church,whom our men durſt no longer purſue, tearing the Garri- 
ſons nereadjoyning,and ſo with their bootie returned home. 

About the ſame time, threeſcore and tenne ſouldiers, that lay in 
Zeland, went ouer into Flaunders,& there defeated the conuoy of 
Coutray ſtrengthened witha troope of twentie horſe, beliderhe 
foot,together with thirtie merchants on horſebacke, and hauing 
gooten a rich bootie, returned hometo their garriſons.

| 4 avar we come tothe taking of Breda, ir ſhall nor be imperti- 
nent briefely to ſet downethe ſituation thereof. Breda next to 


the foure chiefe cities of Brabant , is among others one of the | 


principal|.,, having the ſame franchiſes as the townes of Tilemont, 
Louyain, and Niuelle. It ftands in the land of Kempen, eightmiles 
from Antuerpe,ſixe from Boifleduc or Sertoghenbusk , fixe from 
Berghen-op=Zoom, and two from Geertrudenbersg, in a plaine a- 


with trees,and the countrie wooqdie:there are ſome woods, as V1- 
peu,the New wood, and the wood of Lies, through which two 
ſmall rivers runne , which emptie themfelues into the Dikes of | 
Haeghdyck,and runne yndera water Mill into the rowne. Oveof | 
theſe two riuers will beare boats beyond Ginneken ,and towards 

Hoochftrate it is called the Aa,within, 8 below Breda,the Mercke.

We find in auntient Regiſters that the Danes poſſeſt and dwelt in | 
a certaine Fort or Caſtle, which by permiſlion of the Lord of the 
 Countrie of Breda, they builded in the Crowes wood, where He- | 
rons doe now breed. Henrie, Lord of Breda, aflifted by the Lord 
of Weeſmael] and the Marſhall of Brabant, vpon ſome controuer- | 
fie tooke that caſtle and wholly raced it in Anno 1124. 

There are in it diuers good]y houſes belonging to Gentlemen,a 
verie beautitull Church, onthe North ſide whereof the Counts of 
Naſlau haue built a goodly Chappell , wherein is a ftately monu- 
ment of Renatus of Chalon : and in a vault ynderneath it che 
Tombes of the auntient Lords of Breda, of Count Enpetbrechr , 
| Count Heyric,and of the aboue mentioned Renarrs. 

The towne of Breda is of a reaſonable bigneſle, and beautitull 
ſtructure, yet in former timeithath been much diſhgured by fire, 
for in anno 1534 on the 23 of Iulie, a thouſand houſes were burnt 
downe to the ground. And becauſe it was the chicteabode of thoſe 
of the houſe of Naſſau, they haue beaurified it with many goodly 
buildings, as eſpecially, Count Henrie of Naſſau , who was a braue | 
and valiant Lord; he cauſed the towne to be fortified with large 
Rampiers,and in anno 1534 bothin the Caſtle and round about 
the towne he cauſed fiue great bulwarkes to be made, which de- 
fended one another, together with verie deepe dikes. 

During theſe warres , foure rauclins more haue beene made, 
and before euerie gate, an halfe moone, ſo as this trowne, among 
thoſe of the low or plaine Countricis held one ofthe ſtrongeſt in 
all the Netherlands. In former time, after the racing of the aboue 
mentioned Caſtle, the Lords of Breda oppoſit thereunto , rere ro 
the Market place, at this day called the Herons neſt, began to 
builda Palace and Caſtle where Count Henrie of Naſſau afterwards 
| (ſuffering part of the old building to ſtand ſtil) cauſed a new court | . 
and ſtately Palace to be built, moated round about , and without 
that, a veric ſumptuous edifice with a verie lordlie gallerie,ſuppor- 
ted by pillers of blew ſtone, with a gilded frontiſpice : within the 
Court are many goodlic Chambers, a large and ſtately Hall buil- 
ded on Pillars, with an artificiall winding ftaires of blew ſtone; | 
which cunning workemen hold for a maſter-piece': in the Hall 
theres likewiſe a Chappell. There isa veric goodlie Armorie ſto- 
red with all forts of Armour, and much ordnance, andamong o- | 
thers, divers old caſt pieces, which a king of Hungaric had in time |

Breda is the chiefeſt Towne of the Countrie, and among other 


which 15 common and yndiuided, whereunto, the towne of Stcen- 
berghen, and the ſixteene Villages of the Countrie of Breda,with 
thoſe of Eyckeren, Mercxem, Schoten , Lochour and Ooftmael| 
make their appeales. And beſide the ſayd Court, there is a feat of 
luſtice belonging to a Sherife, before whom vpon the firſt ſum- 
mons the Burghers and inhabitants are to appeare, together with 
thoſe of Tettering, Molongracht, Sandberg, Vythuyte, and the 
Haegh-ſtrate. None may appeale from the ſentence giuen in either 
of theſe Courts to any other Court of juſtice. They have held this 
priuiſedge 1n our time, For in the date of the Emperor Charles the 
5 the ſaid emperor only in ſtcad of this priuiledge,granted to thoſe 
of Breda the {ame priuiledge as other chief rowns had,viz.that ſen- 
tences giuen at Breda, might be reformed, but not appealed from. 
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The heroicke atts of his Excellencie 


How,and when,thoſe of the houſe of Naſſau obtained the lord{hip 
of Breda,doth hereafter follow. 

The aboue mentioned Lord, John of Polanen, died in the yeare 
1377, & left a ſon named Tohn,Lord of Lecke and Breda, who left a 
daughter named Joan married to Engelbrecht Count of Naſlau,in aft 
1 414 he died,& lefta ſon called Tohn,Count of Naflau, Dietz, and 
Vianden who was Lord of Breda,& died inthe yere 1475, leauing 
by his wife Marie Counteſle of Loon,heire to Heinsberg, & to a 3 
part of the Duchie of Iuliers,Engelbrechr 8 Tohn, brethren, who d1- 
uided the lands left the by their parents,ſo as the e]deſt ſon Count 
Engelbrecht had for his partall the lands which were in the Low- 
countries on this ſide the Rhyne,viz, the countie of Vianden, the 
Lordfhips of $.Vijts,of Dudeldorp,and Mijllen, with all the lands 
in Brabant, Holjand,& in the country of Liege,wherein were com- 
prehended the Countrie and Tewne of Breda: and Earle John had 
tor his ſhare all the countriesand Lordſhips beyond the Rhyn, the 
countries of Naſſau and Dietz ; and by his wife,Catſenelleboguen, 
which was adiudged hisin anno 1548. Thisdwifion was made in 
this condition,that the male children ſhould be heires to both of 
them, the better to vphold the houſe of Naſflau from whence they | 
were deſcended. 

In this maner the town and countrie of Breda was peaceably go- 
uerned by their Lords the Counts of Naſlau-for the ſpace of 184 
yeres flouriſhing in traffick yntill the 11 of Aprill 1567, when the 
Prince of Orange was enforced, by the Duke of Aluas commivg,in 
great ſorrowand perplexitie to abandon his ſubje&s of Breda , 8 
to retire into Germanie, and after his departure, the revenues of 
Breda, being ſeazed onby the duke d'Alua,the faid country 8& town 
was brought vnder the wretched goucrnement of the Spaniards, 
and afflicted with ſundrie garriſons, till that in anno 1577 the town 
of Breda returned againe vnder the gouernement of his lawful] 
Lord,and fo continued for the ſpace, of 4 yeares, and being after- 
wards taken by the prince of Parma 1581,he kept ittil the yere 1590, 

We will now ſer downe after what maner, by Gods aſliftance, it | 
was freed from the Spaniſh yoke. The prince of Parma 8 al the for- 
ces,being inthe yere 1590 buſied in the French wars, wherby his y- 
nited Prouinces had ſome reſt , my Lords the States laid hold on 
this occafion,and by valerous dexteritie tooke the towne and caſtle 
of Breda in manner following, y

\ Count Philip of Naſlau gouernor at that time of Worcum, and 
Louvelteyn, had by Prince Mawrice his aduice, conferred with a 
certaine Gentleman of Cambray, called Charles Heraugweres , Cap- 


of Breda, telling hum that diuers mariners vaſlals to the country of 
Breda and houſe of Naſlau, for loue & afte&tion tortheir lord had 
offered their ſeruice herein,they being accuſtomed to carie turfe & 
wood into the caſtle,& vnder that color fit ro make ſome attempt. 

This was propounded to Herauguieres, who hauing well conſi- 
dered all daungers, did, towardsthe later end of Februarie, goe to 
the Hague to Prince Maurice, where they reſolued, witha certain 
fellow called Adrian of Berghen (that was woont to carie turtes in- 
to the caſtle) ro vndertake the matter. Hereupon,Heraugmeres was 


| ſent to the Lord John Oldenbarueveldt, Aduocat of Holland, who 


conferred with him not onely concerning mony and things nece{- 
farie for the enterpriſe, but how to prouidefor and keep & town, 
being once taken. Heraugweres gaue order to theſhipper to make 
readic his boat, which was deep & flat & lay inaDorp called Leure, 
a mile from Breda, that he'might conuey 70 men into her. Round 
about and on the ypper part of the boat, rewes of Turte like bricke 
were orderly placed of a good height. 

Being thus prepared, they reſolued to executethe enterpriſe on 
the 25 of Februarie, but the froſt hindred them certaine dates, not 
withour great daunger of being diſcouered. 

For the execution of this enterpriſe , Herauguieres had choſen 
fixteenc of Count Philips ſouldiers vnder the commaund of Cap- 
taine John Logier, of Monſ. de Famas ſouldiers that Jay at Hcuſ- 
den commaunded by Captaine Tohn Fernet, {ixteene , twoand 
twentie ſouldiers of Mon. de Liers, which lay atKlundert com- 
maunded by his Lieutenant Mathey Helt.,and 24 of his own com- 
pu commanded by Gerard Preys ,all yong men bold and reſo- 

ute,Herauguieres thought to haue imbarked himſelfe and men the 


deſpaire he would haue burnt the boat for feare of being diſcoue- 
red. But at laſt withdrawing himſelte, he returned the next night 
hauing aduertifed Prince Maurice thereof , who with his ſouldiers 
in boats lay at Klundert. On Monday , the 26 of Februarie , at 
night , they entred the. Boat and remayned in it till Thurſday - 


Morning, not becing able to goe backward or forward by reaſon

fame night, buthe could not meer with theſhipper, whereupon in | 


rain of a foot companie,about an enterpriſe vpon the calt]e & town |

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of the froſt and a contrary wind,enduring extreame cold, and wan- 
ting victuais,not being prouided for any long time,ſo as they were 
entorced, in the night, to leaue the boat and to retire to Nordam. 
Herauguieres was enforced to endure many -murmuring ſpeeches 
of his ſouldiers, but by faire words and his owne example he ap- 


| peaſed them, propounding daunger and ſhame; profit and honor 


ro them, and thereby cauſed them to reſolue to yndergoe all daun- 
ger with him. ef % 

Hauing well refreſht themſelues one whole day in the Fort of 
Nordam, on Thurſday, the firſt of March,at night, they returned 
to the boar, ſtaying within a — of a mile of Breda, and in this 
manner continued from Friday till Saturday Morning at tenne of 
theclocke, before the Herons wood nere to the Caſtle, where the 
boat went on ground , fo as they were enforced to rarrie till an 
high water. During their abode there, the boat tooke in a leake, 
through which the water entred in ſuch abundanceas the fouldiers 
ſtood vp to the knees in it, which had like ro haue killed them all : 
being come into the encloſure of the Caſtle ( the which ſo ſoone 
as the boat entred was ſhut afterthem)the leake miraculouſly ſtopt 
of it lelte. 

Whileſt they lay there , a Corporall came to ſearch the boat , 


where finding nothing he went his way, and by Gods ſpecial pro- 


nidence,the ſouldiers coughed not,and yet many of them were fo 


hoarſe as they could hardly refrainefrom it. Among others,Licu- 
tenant Mathew Helt was ſo tormented with the cough , as fearing 
thereby leaſt the enterpriſe would be diſcovered; he drew forth 
his ponyard intending to haue ſlaine himſelfe. 

The third of March, in the afternoone,at high water,the caſtles 
fluce was opened, fo as the boat entred, and becauſe the yce hin- 
dred and ſtopt it , the Italian ſouldiers did helpe to draw it, 
as the Troyavs did the Greckes woodden horſe. Beeing thus 
entred , the Serjeant Major , about eucning , commaunded 
that tartes ſhould be diſtribured ro the Courts of gard , which 
was done, ſoas in a ſhort ſpace ſo great a quantitie of them was 


| carried away, asthe decke began to lie bare ; this did greatly a- 


flict chem in the boat. But the ſhipper, being a craftie fellow, per- 


| ceiuing that all the Corps du gard were furniſhed, and pretending 


wearinefle, gaue money to his mate to'goe and drinke with the 
porters, notmeaning to ynlade any moretill the next day ; and in

deed, the Serjeant Major had commaunded him ( hauing ſome 
ſuſpition that his Excellencie was about ſome enterpriſe) to go lie 
| inthe towne: whereupon, he went forth and aduertiſed Prince 
Maurice thereof. Some cunning ſpies had madethe gouernor Lan- 
ſarvecia beleeue that Prince Maurice determined to make an at- 
tempt vpon Geertrudenberg, and thereupon,he went thither with 
corne and other prouiſions. Night being come, the watch ſet, and 
albchings quier, the orher ſhipper to drowne the noyce which the | 
ſouldicrs made inthe boar, did often pliethe pumpe as chough ir 
had receiued a great leake by reaſon of the yce,thus beguiling them 
till cowards midnight. Jil 

Now the time being come, namely,abouteleuen ofthe clocke | 4fer whatma- 
at night, Heraugweres in Gods name exhorted his ſouldiers ro be- Lathe Cole 
gin their enterpriſe, commaunding the [hipper {il ro plie the | 
pumpe whuleſt he vnthipe his men, whom. he diuided iuro two 
troopes, the one vnder the conduct of Capraines Lambert and Fre- 
ct, commaunding them to march to the South- Welt part of the 
Hauen, and himſelfe with the reſt went along by the ſtore- houſe 
towards the Gard that were at the gate which openeth into the 
Towne. Marching in this manner before his people , he merwith 
an Italian ſouldier , voto whoſedemaunds he gaue nofie aunſwer, 
but tooke him by the throar, withng him to hold his peace , de- 
maunding of him how ſtrongithe Garriſon was, who told him 
that there wete three hundred and fiftie men in all, but he percei- 
uing his deceit, told: him that he knew verie well that there were 
bur fiftie men in it, and though there ſhould be many moe, it now 
behouedthem to fight, and ſo marched towards the Sentinel, 
who askt, Qui wala,but Heraugmeres making no anſwer ſtruck him 
throughthe body with an half pike, wherupon the alarm was giuen 
for thoſe of the gard and round began to make reſiſtance and to | 
defend themſe]ues in the Corps dugard,only an enfigne came forth 
and aflayled Herauguieres whom he hurt in the arme , yer was by 
him beaten downe tothe ground: he commaunded his ſoldiers to 
ſhoot at the gate and windowes, fo, as they that were within beg- 
gedtheir liues, which in ſo important and dangerous a ſeaſon was | 
denied. 47 , 

The alarme by this time was come to Paylo Antonio Lanſavecia | rhe (efitei 
Lieurenantto his father ; the enemie was beaten into the middle | *** 
part of the Caſtle, which was ſtrongly garded, from whence they 


falli- | 
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ſo as they were enforced to reenter : Ferner was likewiſe hurt. 

| Th'alarme was likewiſe giuen in the towne , and ſome began to 
ſet fire on the Caſtle gate, notwithſtanding that Herauguieres play- 
ed ypon them with his ſhot. The place being made good, he went 
with his ſoldiers to another Corps du gard, nere to the Caſtles great 

lat-forme, where ſixtcene ſouldiers more made ſome reſiſtance, 
who were all ſlaine. . 

This done,and a fignall given , Count Hohenlogwo houres af- 
ter, came to the Caſtle with his Excellencies yangard , but becauſe 
the ytrermoſt gate ofthe Caſtle could not be opened by reaſon of 
the yce, his ſuoldiers entred nereto the Sluce by breaking down a 
palliſado. Hohenlo being entred, young Lanſanecia made an accord 
with him to go his way himſelf & {oldiers with their lives, Within 
a While after, Prince Mazrice and his ſouldiers both horſe and foot 
arriued, and with him the Earles Philip of Naſſau and Solms, Sir 
Fraucis Veer who commandedthe Engliſh,he Admiral Inſtinus of 
Naſlau,the Lords of Famas, Verdoes, and other Captaines. 

And as Count Hohenlo had exhorted the Burghers to returne to 
the obedience of their auncient Lord, and Prince Maurice had gi- 
uen order to enter the towne attworgates, they ſent a drumme,who 
craued leaue that ſome of the Burgomaſters might come and par- 
ley,who in leflethan an houres ſpace made an accord that the Bur- 
ghers ſhould redeemethemſe]ues from ſpoile, by paying two mo- 
neths wages to the ſouldiers, the ſumme amounting to 97074 flo- 


rins. In this manner, their armes being throwne downe, Prince | 


Manrice ſent the Lord Vander-Noot , Captaine of his gard, to ſeaze 
vpon the State-honlſe and other places. 

- Theſame nightthat the firſt alarme was giuen in the Caſtle, the 
Marquis of Guaſto, his horſe companie,and five other enſignes of

ma reuenged, by reproaching the Spaniards,ſome of whom he im- |

Guitra, Iulio Gratiauo , Guaſtos Lieutenant, whoſe name was Tur- 
lantino,and the corporall ,whohad ſo ſlenderly ſearcht the boar. 4 |

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The towne and caſtle of Breda were miraculouſly taken , with- 
outany great lofſe of bloud, one onely man being loſt , who by 
reaſon of the darkeneſle, fell into the water and was drowned : of | 
the garriſon in the caſtle, fortie were ſlaine. 

For this vicorie,all the ynited prouinces and townes,gaue pub- 
lique thankes vnto God in their Churches,made bonefires, and in 


memorie thereof, coyned pieces of gold, filuer, and copper, with

Prince Maurice, by the conſent of my Lords the States, gaue the | |

Charles, the office of Serjeant Major, and to other particular Cap- 
tains andſoldiers, ſome of the ſayd pieces, or med 1s in pure gold, 
with ſums of money, with promiſe of aduaauncement according to

The towne was forthwith prouided for, according to the Lord

likewiſe tooke Seuenberghen and other towns where he vſcd great 
crueltie. At Terheyden which is a village betwixt Seuenberghen

great Fort to be built witha bridge ouer the riuer, thereby to keep 
victuals from Breda,and lay there encamped till the worke was en- 
ded,thinking thereby to oppreſle Breda. | 

In May following he beſiged thefort of Nordam,which my lords 
the States hold, nere to Seuenberghen,ſeated nere the water,com- 
maunded by Captaine Mathew Helt who was in the Turte boat ar 
the taking ot Breda: And the thirteenth and fouretcenth of May | 


ſhot ypon it,and gauea furious aſlault. They did likewile at ful Sea 
bripg a great barke before the Fort, mand with good musketiers to 
anoy the defendants, they had bridges I1kewtſe wheron to martch 
tothe aſſault. They twice aſſaulted it, and were ſtill repulſed with 
the loſſe of two ltalian Captaines, the one, named Horacio Fontano 
of Modena, and the other , Giouan Franciſco Pageno a Neapolitan, 
with diuers others of name and marke. Six or teauen hundred of 
the enemie died there, for by often ſhooting they fired rhe barke, 
and as many as were in her were burnt, whereupon they were en- 
forced to retire, to the.great commendation of Captaine Mathew 
Helt,who thereby purchaſed much honour. 

The voited Provinces in the meanetime had ſent a ſmall Armic 
into the field vnder the conduct of Prince Mawrice and Count Ho> 
henlo,with which in May they went to a place called Ouer-Betuwe, 
or High- Betuwe,encamping right ouer againſt Nimmegue,where 
they built a ſtrong Fort on the banke of the Riuer Waell, the bet- 
rerto auoy the Towne: they did it likewiſeto diuert Count Manſ- 
felt from Nordam, and to draw him torth of Brabant. But Man/- 
felt not thinking himſelfe ſtong enough , came nere to Nimme- 
guen, and hauingfintelligence that Prince Maurice his forces be- 
canto make a Fort on the further fide of the Waell nere to the 
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the ſayd Count Mansfelr battered it with ſeuen canon, made 1200 | 


State-houlſe, he marched towards them with his canon , beating 
them thence, and ouerthrew the worke new begun; an afterwards, 
the better to prouide hisarmie of victuals, he went and encamped 
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onthe Maſein the Land of Cuyck : So as Prince Maurice tarried 
| there all the Summer to finiſh his Fort,in view 8 danger ofthe ca- 
non of Nimmeguen, which with the help of Count Mansfelr plaid 
furiouſlyypon the towne. | 
Notwithſtanding all theſe difficulcies, the Fort was made de- | tbe #0: + 
| fenſfiue towards the later end of lulic, and was called Knodſen- ymon yg 
| bourg or Maces- bourg , in diſdaine of thoſe of Nimmeguen , | 
called, Knodſendrages , which is as much to ſay as Mace-bea- | 
rers ; becauſe the Burghers when any ſedition is among them, car- | 
| ried a Mace before them. in the ftrees. The Fort was turniſhed 
| with all ſorts of munition , ordnance and vidtuals for ſfixe mo- | 
neths, and mand with flue hundred men, ynder the command of 
| Captaine Gerardthe younger. 
By this meanes they fortified themſclues afterward in the 
Betuwe , extending their bounds as farre as VWaell , inten- 
ding to force Nimmeguen. Prince Maurice placed Garrifons vp- 
on the River. Waell, from Bommell as ftarre 3s the Tol-houſe 
or Schenkſskonce, lodging them by quarters to hinder the ene- 
mies paſlage, by the helpe ot certaine boats of warre : For Mans- | 
felt did daily fortifie himlelfe in the Land of Cuyck, and ſee-| | 
| med deſirous to crofle the Waell , beeing thereunto earneſtly 
| ſolicited by thoſe of Nimmeguen, who were much annoyed by | 
the fayd Fort , beeing vawilling co ſubj:& themiſelues to a 
ſtrong Garriſon, which the Duke of Parma would haue gi- | 
uen them. | 
| The States did likewiſe cauſe a new ſtrong caufie to be made | 
| oucrthwart the lower Be:uwe, from the Rhyne as farre as Waell | 
beneath Nimmeguen, and chiefely by the direction of the Ampt- | 
man or Magiltrat of Thyel|, called Diderich Vijch , who was at | 
| the moſt charge , notwithſtanding that my Lords the States of | 
Holland contributed many thouſand florins, thereby to preſerue | | 
the lower Bertuwe, as farre as beyond Dort againft the inundation | 
of the Rhyne when it {welleth ab ue the bankes. In recompence 
of thele exploits, thoſe of Gue|derland fas much of it as belongs | 
tothe vnited Prouinces ) gaue to his Excellencie Prince Mar- 
rice the gouernement of the ſaid countrie and townes.

Frer that Count Charles of Mansfelt, with great loſſe was en- 
forced to abandon the Fort of Nordam : his Excellence, a- 


bout the end of September, came into the field with a ſufh-- 


cient Arnie ; and onthe 27 of the ſaid moneth tooke the houſe or 
caſtle of Hemert, the forts of Elſhout & Creueczur nere to a place 
called Engelen,atter ſome ſmall batterie and reſiſtance. 

That done,he went from thence into Bommeleerweert, and on 
the 3 of Otober tooke .he houſe or caſtle of Heel,reducing it vn- 
der the States obedience:from thence he made haſt to the new forr 
of Ter-heyden,which Count Mansfelt had made to bridle thoſe of 
Breda ; which, notwithſtanding the ſtrength thereof, was by the 
canon entorced to yeeld on the 11 of October. Onthe26 of the 
ſaid moneth, he went from thence towards Steenberghen, which 
being badly prouided of all neceſfaries,cndured but » ſhot & then 
yeelded, 200 ſouldiers departing thence on copoſition : 300 men 
wereſent to raiſe the ſiege, but Prince Maurice fs cauallerie ſtopt 
their paſſage, and enforced themto retireto Wouwe caſtle, which 
was therebv much ſtrengthened, but his Excellencie inthe meane 
time tooke the fort of Roſendall. 

After theſe ſodain exploits done,in a monerhs ſpace prince Mau- 
rice embarked 3000 foot,& an 100 horſe, and went into Flanders , 
intending ſome gl riſe vpon Dunkirke , which hee thoughtto 
haue taken 1n the yig 


Flanders,but a contrarie wind putting the backe twice, the attempt 
| was ſuſpe&ed,then afterwards difcouered & hindred: yet, landing, 
Metkerke ſhewed Count Solms & Sir Francis Veer , the place where 
they thoughtto haue aſſaulted the rowy,which,whileſt they heed- 


fully viewed.all 3 ofthem were hurt :this hapned on the 1 of No- | 


| uember : whereupon, they returned with a great bootie ofcatte] 
| and other things. 


| The garriſon of Oſtend, ſome weeke before, had ſurpriſed the 


| rowne of Oldenbourg,mand with 4oo ſouldiers,which they burnt 
and fackr, but they could not getthe Cloiſter Tower : many other 
pettie exploits were done the ſame yere,which for breuity I omit. 


The enterpriſe had bin wel c6- | 
ſidered by colonel Nicholas Merkerke,ſonne to Adolph, prefident of |

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The fiege and taking of the Towne and Fort of Zutphen, 
done in May 1590. 


Efore we come to ſet downe the ſiege and taking of the towne | 
Jot Zutphen, which is one of the chiefe townes of the Duchie 
of Guelderland, and yet a countie a part, ſeared nere the river 
Yſſell, a mile and a halfe from Doesbours, foure miles from Arn- 
ham,and fix from Nimmeguen : we will brietely ſpeake of the ta- 
king of the Caſtles of Turnholt and Weſterloo,which were woon 
alittle before, as a preparatiueto the fayd ſiege : As alſo the equi- 
page of boats,and other warlike prouiſions neceſlarie for a ſiege. 
The ſecond of Aprili, the Garriſon of Breda with others tooke 
the Caſtle of Turnholt, therein, making vſe of a vidtualler who 
was wont to bring beere thither : He, as his cart ſtood vpon the 
bridge, did thruſt the Sentinel into the water, and flew another, 8 
in the meane time , the ſouldiers which were hidden in an old 
burnt houſe, ſtept forth, killing the reft of the gard, and fo tooke 
the Caſtle. In the beginning of May, they likewiſe tooke the 
Caſtle of Weſterloo notwithſtanding it was vnder contribution. 
The young Lord of Merode made his aboad there , who beeing 
one day gone on hunting, they layed hold on that occation, and 
by that meanes did eafily become maſters thereof,finding it fit and 
commodious to reduce the reſt of Brabant ynder contribution, 
and there to buſie their enemies whileſt themſe]ues ſhould be em- 
ployed elſewhere. Arthe beginning of Auguſt, they did cut off a 
rich Conuoy going trom Bruſſels to Namur. 
The States of the vnited Prouinces hauing now built their go- 
uernement on a ftrong and ſure toundation , and fo reckoned 


their contributions, impoſitions and reuenues, as they could 
for certaine moneths in the yeare encreafe the number of their 
ſouldiers,defray the charges, and ſend them to the field prouided 
of all neceſlaries, and were thereby able to aſlaile the enemies , 
and.to make an offenſiue warre : So as all the Summer they made 
their prouiſtons of Canon , great numbers of Boats , Gabions , 
Bridges , Powder , Bullets, Tents and other ſuch like neceſſa-

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To attend vpon the canon they made choice of skilfull mari- 
ners,finding thoſe men fit to ſhip & vnthip the ordnance, to plant 
and tranſport it, and ypon neceſiitic and want of horſe to draw it 
with their hancls through marſhes and ouer caufeis; and likewiſe 
to ſerue ſometimes in ſtead of gunners. 

The States did likwiſe ſend with their gouernor Generall prince 
Maurice as chiefe commaunder of the armie, certaine of the Coun- 
cell of Stateto afliſt him in all affaires, as the Venctians make vſe 
of thoſe whom they call Prouidatori: He had likewiſe a skilfull 
Councell of warre with all manner of officers requiſit in an ar- 
mic. Their ſouldiers were voluntaries, well paied, skilfull , and 
readie, and though they were but few, yet for Nom time they made 
vic of their old torces,not railing new, thereby ro give no calle of 
ſuſpitis ; but they were verte caretul to have their companies ful 8& 
compleat,and did earneſtly intreat the Queene of England, That 
 herayd (according to the tenor of their contract ) might nor bee 
wanting, which was commaunded by, Sir Frauncis Veer,a gentle- 
man of a noble houſe, a gallant ſouldier,and moxe fauoured of the 
Low-countries than all other ſtrangers whatſoeuer, 

Prince Maurice thus prepared, madeſhew as if he intended to 
| befiege Sertoghenbusk or Geertrudenberg, ſending many ſouldi- 
ersto Breda, and diuers boats ypon the Maſe : which cauſed the 
Duke of Parmato giue the more creditto it, becauſe (as hath been 
ſayd) that the States had alreadie taken the Caſtles of Turneholc 
' and Welterloo,as places of retreat, with diuers other ſignes;which | 
| made him hkewiſe to fortifie the garriſon of Geertrudeuberg, and | 
commaunded thoſe of Sertoghenbusk to tortifie their towne, but 
they refuſingto receiue a garriſon, he fortified ſome waies nere ad- | 


| Joyning. 
E- Prince Mavricd io the neanc time had ſecretly ſent certain ſou]- | 
| diers, vnder the conduct of Sir Francis Veer, towards Doesbourg, 
| commaunding himto begin the enterpriſe,and himſelf went ſpee- 
 dily to Verecht, 2nd from thence to Rhene and Arnham,and there 
croſſing the Veluwe, towards Zutphen. 

IM On the three and twentieth of May, nine ſouldiers were ſent on 
Zuphen taken | the further ſide of Yſlell towards the Fort of Zutphen , foure of 
_ them clad like Boores, and the other five like countrie women | 
tefeit Borere | yyith' butter, cheeſe and eggs. Theſe, atthe opening of the. Ports | 
| ſtood before the Fort nere which a ſufficient number of fouldiers | 
Were 
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were hidden ; $o ſoone asthe gate was opened, the g 
of the fouldiers who had watched that night came torth,and crof- 
ſed the water to goe to the rowne : Theſe counterfeit Boores lea- 
ned vpon their {taues, and they which were diſguiſed [ike women 
fat vpon the ground, eftering their commodities to the gard, who 
beheld them without any ſuſpicion, till one of the women drew 
forth a Piſtoll and ſhot one of them, which done thele counterfeits 
threw off their diſguiſe.sſlailed the enemie, and ſeazed on the gate: 
The fouldiers that werehid hauing heard the report of the Piſtoll, 
ran ſpeedily to the reſcue of their tellowes , forced the gard and 
gate, and ſo tooke the Fort, taking twelue ſouldiers priſoners that 
remained behind : this was done on the 24 of Mav in the Mor- 
DINg. ; 

The Fort thus ſurpriſed, his Fxcellencie did not faile the next day 


to enuiron and befiege the towne of Zutphen . On the ſixe and 


twentieth of the ſaid maneth Count William of Naſſau came thi- 


ther, and the ſeuen and twentieth they were bulicd ji ſhutting in | 
the towne, intrenchipg themſelves and making a bridge ouer the | 


Yſlell. The eight and twentieth of May , ceighteene/great canon 


were planted in three ſeveral] places, with fach ſpeed and dexte- 


ritic as is almoſt incredible, all theſe were diſcharged thrice,which | 
amounted to foure and fittie ſhot, Then they ſent to ſummon | 


the Towne ; the Burghers 1n their anſwer craued time to conſulr, 


which was denied, ſo as they ſent ewo Captaines to crave three | 
dayes reſpit to haue an aunſwer from Verdugo the rownes gouer- | 
nour, this was likewiſe denied, aud no tune of conſultation given | 
them : whereupon, the ſame day beeing the 30 of May,they made | 
an accord,viz.thatthe garriſon thould:depart the ſame night with | 
their enſignes, armes, and baggage, together with all Ecclebafticall | 
perſons, and ſuch Burghers as were willing to; be gone had free | 


libertie ſo to doe : Thoſe which would tarrie, whether they were 
Clergie men or others , ſhould exzey the ſame benefit asthe other 
inhabitants of the vnited Provinces did. A Conuoy was giuen 
them as farre as Deuenter,with certain.-horſe & wagon, which their 
Lieutenant Colonelobligzd himſeltero ſend backe. Young Count 
Philip of Ouerſteyn was ſlainethereat the beginn 1w8,2she appro- 
ched too,nere the gate to-take a priſoner. Thoſe of the towne were: 
dragging away his bodie, but it was.taken from them-by force,and 
honourably buried in Arnhamaccording to his degree, He was a

braue and gallant young Lord. This {trong towne was taken on a 
| ſodaine, vnprouided of ſtrong garriſon, there being in all but ſixe 
hundred meu in it, the circuit whereof is verie large : For they 


thought themſelues nor able to defend ſo great a breach as ſo ma- 


ny canons would haue made; they did |ikewiſe want powder and 
victuals. Prince Maurice preſently entred it, at the verie ſame time 
as Count Solms broughtthe companies of Zeland to him. 

So ſhort atime was ſpent in taking the Towne and Fort, as the 
news thereof was ſooner heard, than that of the ſiege. 
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The fiege and taking of the Towne of Deuenter, rogether With 
ſtndrie Forts and Caſtles in the Land of Groenin- 
guen, in Anno 1591. 


Ke ſoone as his Excellencic had taken the towne of Zutphen, 
ſtored it with all neceſfaries, and giuen order forthe gouerne- 

ment thereof, he made haſt to purſue his victorie, laying hold 
on ſo faire an occaſion, ſo as the verie ſame night, he ſentto begirt 
the towne of Deuenter, ſeated two miles from Zutphen, and foure 
from Zwoll, on the right fide of the river Yſlell. The Canon ac- 
cording to the yſuall celeritie was likewiſe ſhipt, and carried to 
Deuenter ; the whole armie preſently tollowed. His Excellencie 
madetwo bridges ouer the Yſlell , and on both ſides of the river 
planted eight and twentic canons ; and hauing made ſome ſhot, he 
ſentto ſummon the towne ; but they within would not heare tel] 
of yeelding : ſo as on the ninth of Tune the batterie began, which 
ina fhort ſpace, had beaten downe a great quarter of the wall 
neretothe Key. This wall was double, and on the inſide thereof 
was athicke carthen Ramplier. It being thus beaten downe, certain 
Hat bottomed boats were ſent into the Hauen , on which a Bridge 
was made to goe to the aſſanlt, for which, the Engliſh, Scots, and 
Dutch, were in readineſle, euveric Nation vnder his commaund, 
ſtriving who ſhould march firſt . All things beeing readie , the 
Bridge proued too ſhort, ſo as they could not continue the aſflaulr: 
Some that went forward gauea furious afſaulr to the breach, on 
which, Captaine Lamberts enfigne firſt leaped, and was there ſhor, | 


Cap- 
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Captaine Metkerks enſigye did the like, and perceiuing that he was 
not followed, leaped backe with his colors in Is lefc hand and 
{word in the right, and eſcaped with bis owne enf:gne, and that of 
the other who was ſhot. | 

ln the towne, were ſeuen companies to defend the breach, on 
whom the canon often plaied,and did great hurt: The gouernour 
Count Harman of Berghe, loft an eye , and Captaine Muller ſtan- 
ding nere him had his head ſhot off. Colonel Nicholas Metkerke , 
ſonneto the preſident of Flanders,a braue and valiant gentleman, 
was ſhot vpon the breach: he was much lamented,tor the next day 
after the towne was taken be died, together with ayother captaine. 

There |1kewiſe happened a matter worthie of note,oiz.a fingle 


combat betwixt two braue ſouldiers,one of them was Lewrs of 


Cathulle, Lord of Ryhoue, borne 1n Gant, and the other a Gallant 
Albaneſe horſeman, who comming forth of the rowne , made a 
brave, and , like Goliah, dared any man to fight, askivg it none 
durſt breake a launce with him . His Excellencie commaunded 
that no man ſhould aunſwer him ; but the Lord of * yhoue being 
not a ble-to endure his braues, entreated the Genera]l to giue him 
no leaue to abate his pride, who preſently ran vpon him, & doing 
great matter with their launces, they proceeded to other weapons. 
The Albanete vnknown to Ryhoue had a piſtol, who with his tword 
charged the Albaneſe,and did almoſt cut his band off that held the 
Piſtoll, which he ler tall ro the ground, 8& was by Ryhoue raken pri- 


ſoner. The Albaneſe, confeſling himſclte vanquiſhed, did pur 


his chaine of gold vpon Ryhouens necke, and was afterwards ſer ar | 


libertie by his Excellencie, and ſent backe to the Gouernour , ha- 
uing receiueda juſt guerdon for his pride and ouerweening, 
Nothing being done that day,the morrow after, the bridges were 
made longer, and preparation made for the aſſault. Thoſe of the 
town,thereupon,craued a parley of the Lord of Famas, Maſter of 
the Ordnance, who, asking them itthey meant truely,graunted jr: 
whereupon, they ſent forth two Captaines, the one a Spaniard, 
andthe other a Walon, and on our ſide, the Coptaines Vander- 
Noot and Lenimp, were appointed ro capitulate. The tenth of 
LIune,they agreed to deliuer vp the towne, atter the ſame manner 


and on {uch conditions as thoſe of Zutphen, and the ſoldiers,both-: 


horſe and foot, departed with their armes and baggage.Itis repor- 
ted that Count Harman, notwithſtanding his hurt, would not con- 
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 Prouinces, taken 1n a ſhort ſpace with a ſmall armie, wherein the | 


ſentto yeeld,but hauing loſt many men, and wanting munition,he 


ſuftered himlelte to be perſuaded by the buſhop,eſpecially when he | 


had inte]l;gence that Count Hoheylo leuied torces in Germanie . 
Prince Maurice gaue kind entertainement to his couſin, laluted him 
and cauſed him to be Jayed in his owne couch and carried towards 
Groenninguen, for they were brother and ſiſters children. 

In this manner were the two ſtrong townes , the chiete of two 


wiſedome of the commanders, & mightie prouiſion of ordnance, 
with the ſouldiers willingneſle, did greatly preuaile. The bodice of 


Rowland Yorke, who had betrayed Zutphen, was digged vp, and | 


hung in the coftin vpon the gallowes. 

His Excellencic hauing taken Deuenter, 8 made it ſure, did on 
the ſixteenth of June goewith his armic towards Frize-land , with 
an hundred and fittie boats, tugether withthe ordnance. They paf- 
ſedalong betore Enchuyſen and Harlingue : And vnderſtanding 
that Verdugo with forces waited for him at Steenwyc, hee went 
throughthe Land of Groenninguen, where firſt he encamped,but 


meeting with ſundri edifficulties there, he raiſed his campe and | 
marched towards Deltfzizll, which 1s a skonſe ſeated at the mouth | 
' of a River which comes trom Groenninguen, & runnes through a 


place called Dam into the River Amiſle, and there makes a good 


Hauen. In this place the canon was planted, and after ſome {mall | 


batterie, the Skonſe was ſummoned to yeeld, they within it when 
they ſaw the preparations, did on the tweltth of Iulie yeeld : fiue | 
braſen canon were found there, and fixe pieces ot Iron ; two hun- | 
dred and thirtie men went their way, with toure-hundred women | 
and children. 4 

Thoſe of Frize-Land fortified and enlarged this Skonſe, & had | 
an intent to haue made it a towne of great extent,and to haue gi-| 
uen it large priuiledges,therby to draw the Burghers from Groen- | 
ninguen : this, for divers confiderations, was not efteted. From 
Deltzill Skonſe, the armie went to a Fort called Opflach,ſeated on | 
a Riuer called New 2jll,the which was I1kewiſe beſieged and ſum } 
moned to yeefd: bur notwithſtanding that they within it were 
loath to heareteli of any compoſition, they were enforced to de- 
part with white rods in their hand, being one hundred and fiftic 
men ſtrong. 

From thence the campe turned towards Imitill,a Fort ſtanding | 


betwixt | 
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betwixt Zudhorne 8& Mid-wold on the new-dike, within a mile of | 
| Groenninguen: this fort was battered with 12 canon,and yeelded. 
There were 250 ſouldiers in it,of whom, 30 came from Delt zi1l. 
They lettall their armes behind the, which were giuen to the Eng- 
| liſh, After that,they 11kewiſe took the Fort ot Littelbert,which yect- 
| ded fo ſoone as they within it ſaw the canon planted, -

V Hileſt his Excellencie obtained all theſe great vicories, |

and to letthe world ſeethat he meant to recouer his loſt [hreps ;_| as

{tricht,& Ruremond to make an offenſive warre,and there had in- 
| telligece of the loſle of Deuenter. He had ]kewile taken great pains 
ro appeaſe the Spaniſh Mutiners in Dieſt and elſewhere that he 
| mighttakethem along with him,bur they continued obſtinat. He 
did beſide lenie what forces he could,fendivg the Prince of Aſcoli 
into France to ſtrengthen it more by words than deeds. He ſought 
moreouer to ſecure the towns of Venlo,Nimmeguen Geldres and | 
| | 

other places,and ſo croſſed the Rhyn,making a bridgeat Rees,bor- | 
| rowing boats of thoſe of Welſe] to tranſport his ſoldiers'from Nuys, | 
| Berck,and otherplaces,the moſt ofwhomcricd gyt for mony. The 
| forces which were leuicd inthe country of Liege came to him,ſoas 
| he had 5000 foot 8 2500 horſe,with ſtore of ordn:ice & munition. 
| With theſe forces, on the thirteenth ot Tulic, he went ro Nimme- 
| guen, where he made a bridge ouer the Wael},& inthe night went 
| into the Betuwe, with 3000 foot, and 400 horſe, with ſome-Qrd+

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| ſelues,and ſent certain horſe to view the enemies countenance,who

were taken priſoners. The companie of Antonio Padilla the Spa- 


nance, where he began to batter Knodſenbourg : he cauled the | 
Lord of Barlaymont with his regiment to encampe towards the'| 
Eaſt, and Count Ofauian of Mansfelt tro the Weſtward, the Ca- 
uallerie was quartered in a village, called Lent. La Mot made his 
fortifications,and planted nine canon, with which,on the 22 of In- 
lie, he made 280 ſhot, he cauſed the horſemen to bring tagots with 
them,to fill the dikes the better to march to the aſſault. Thoſe with=- 
inthe fort made braue refiftance,8& with their canon did beat backe 
the enemic,with loſle of certain hundreds of them, among whom 
werediuers Spaniſh Captaines. There Count Oftauian,ot Manstelt, | 
was likewiſe Fain, with Frederico Caraffa, the Neapolitan, Achilles 
Treſſino of Vincenza. For the beſieged were well prouided of ord- 
nance,and all maner of munition. La Mot afterward,made a Mine 
and battered, but the beſieged made a counter-batrerie, and brake | 
three ot the enemies canon. 
Prince Maurice in the meane time being come nere to Steenwick, | 
and having intelligence of the ſiege of Knodſenbourg, reſolued to 
goe thither, [eauing Count Jillian of Naſlau in Frize-land,8& com- 
ming to Arnham, he preſently made a bridge ouerthe Rhyne,and 
cauſed 4 cornets of Lanciers,z of Carabins,and two thouſand muſ- 
ketiers and pikes, to paſſe into Betuwe ; who entrenched them- 


were putto rout ; ſoas his Excellencicon the foure and twentieth 
ot Iulic,laid an ambuſh of one thouſand musketiers and pikes, to- | 
gerher with 500 horſe,and fo ſoone as it was day, Prince Maurice, 
Count Solms.,Sir Francis Veer , and certaine horſe went to Parmas 
trenches,where on a ſodain 10 cornets of horſe charged furiouſly 
vpon them ; Our men, according to their inſtructions, fled, and 
drew them into his Excellencies ambuſcado,who on euerie {ide af- 
ſailed them, and flew 60 on the place, taking 150 priſoners, Theſe 
comparues following were at Nis charge : That of the Duke of 
Parma , commaunded by Pietro Franciſco Nicelli, Captaine of his 
5 Aotranc Corner was taken : That of D. Alonzo D Aualos ba- 

ard brother tg the Marqueſſe of Guaſto, who with his Cornet 
was taken priſoner : The companic of Hierowimo Caraffa, and 
his Lieutenant Count Decio Manfredi, together with his Cornet 


niard , hurt and taken priſoner , and dyed at Arnham ; All | 
theſe yyere Spaniſh and Italian Launciers : The companie of 
Biafio | 
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Biatio Capazuca, brother to Coſma,the prince of Parmas Secreta- 
rie, with Antonio Smigalia,Spaniards,to the number of f1xe cornets, 
of which diuers noble men were {lain, and one hundred 2nd fittie 
horſe taken,with three cornets which were caried ro Arnham , and 
foure cornets eſcaped. 

On the duke of Parmas cornet the image of Chriſt was imbro- 
dered, with chis inſcription, Hit fortium diuider ſpolia, and on the 0- 


ther fide was the image of the Virgin Marie, with her young ſonne |

Parmas lelfe ſaw this ouerthrow from his Court in Nimmegaen 
(calledValckenhot)hauing intelligence Jikewiſe that ouer all Ho]- 
land mariners were readie to comeand beſiege him with great 
numbers of boats, and that prince Maurice did what he might to 


maunded his armie and ordnanceto be tranſported out of the Be- 
tuwe , and madeatrench cuento the riuer, garding it with a fort; 
and fo, vnder the defence thereof and of the cities ordnance; he ca- 
lily croſled the river with his armie,artillerieand baggage: He ex- 
cuſed his departure, by letters which he ſaid to haue received from 
the king of Spaine, who commaunded him to returne into Fraunce 
to aydthe League, andto raiſethe ſiege of that tamous Merchant 
towne of Roan ; and yet,he remained in the Low-countries 5 mo; 
neths after. To make Parmas departure more troubleſome, thoſe 
of Knodſenbourg made a fallic,and together with the mariners did 
ſo aſſaile him, as his eſcape was not without great lofle. 

The boats of Holland arrived the next day, buttoo late to doe 
any more hurt to Parma : For on the fixe and twentieth of Iulic 
he went forth of Nimmeguen, where thoſe of Knodſenbourg 
in their Boats made a ſhew as it they intended to affault the 
Towne. | 
Thus Parma left Nimmeguen 8rtooke his leave ofthe Burghers, 
makipg wany faire promiſes,how thathis camp ſhalg remain ther- 
abour,and that the would preſerue the city as the apple of his eye, 


telling them that rhey needed no ſtrong garriſon , & that the mi- 


ſerable ought'nor to be burthened with greater miſerie : Some of 
the Burghers fayd their power was too weake , others refuſed 
to take 1n more ayde yet hee lett them ſome ſmall proviſion:

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The Towne of Hulſt is befieged, and taken on the 19 of 
Nouember is Anno 1591. 


__—_ the Duke of Parmas departure, Prince Maurice left Gar- 
riſons inthe Places nere adjoyning,and being not yet ſatisfied 
- withall his viRories,bur deſirous of the countries good, and 
his owne honour, Ite was lothto looſe any taire occaſion , but by 
2 the aduiſe of his Councell , made a new attempt vpon the 
| Towne of Huiſt in the Land of Waes in Flaunders. Great pre- 
parations were made in Zeland, where they ſhipt ordnance, pow- 
der,ladders,bridges,and all other neceſlaries for a ſiege. 

Theſe did Prince Maurice ſend ſpeedily by water,togerher with 
4000 foot, and by Brabant ſeuen Cornetsof horſe ; himſelte with 
other forces went vp the Riuer of Sche[d, and landed in Flanders, 
YT _ | where withoutdelay on the 19 of September he beſieged Hulſt, 
FE | the chieterownein the land of Waes, the Duke of Parma ſuſpe- 

ing no ſuch matter, Fu” 
| The oneand twentieth of the ſaid moneth , the canon was plan- 
ted, andall the Forts nere adjoyning were taken , the horſe made 
incurſions to the gates of Gaunt and Veer. By the way they en- 
| countred certaine fouldiers and Boores, who had barricadoed 
themſe]ues in a Church, and would by no meanes yeeld,whereup- 
on they fired the Church and burnt them all. And fearing leaſt 
; thoſe of Antuerpe would ſend forces to ſurpriſe them, they in- 
trenched the way. and opened the ſluce of Calloo , drowning the 
Countrie round abour: | 
| | The garriſon of Hulſt (from whence the gouernoura while 
before was gone with a Conuoy ) perceiving the Canon to bee 
planted, the vtter Rauelin to be battered, themſelues roo weake 
| to relilt ſo greata power, and deſpairivg of any ayde, fe[| ro com- | 
_ | poſition, andtwo bundred and fixtie men,did, on the foureand 
| twentieth of September depart forth of the Towne with their 
Armes and baggage. A Spaniſh captaine,who ſapplied the gouer- 
| nors place, whoſe name was Jeronimo Stribanjy, was by the Duke of 
| Parmas commaund beheaded, cither becauſc he had ſo ſoone yeel- 
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ded vp the towne, or elſe, for that his ou which ſhold haue 
beene two hundred ſfirong, was found to be but ſ1xtie. The Bur- 
ghers capitulated to be delr with in the ſame maner as other rowns 
in Holland,conforming themſclues accordingly.All Eccleſiaſtical 
perſons departed likewiſe. 

Count Solms, Colonel of the Regiments of Zeland , was made 
gouernour both of the rowne and countrie with tull and ample 
commaund, and was well prouided ot men and other neceſlaries. 
The ordinarie impoſitions on merchand1ze both inward and out- 
ward in the ſame towne, or which from thence was by land tranſ- 
ported to other places,were, for fiue moneths ſpace , letto farme 
tor eleuen thouſand and eight hundred florins, and they hoped 
in time to draw great contribution from'the Villages round a- 
bour. 

But Mondragon, with Steeland, baylie of the Land of Waes, de- 
termined pretently ro fortific ſome great Villages nere to Hullt, 
to ſtop our mens incurſions, as the Dorp called S. Ianten- Steen, 
the Dorp of Steken, and S. Iames Skonſe. The Spaniard inthe 
meane time ſhewed himſelfe before Hulſt , yet he atrempred no- 
thing. 

That of Bruges, and other townes in Flanders,craued that they 
might be vnder contribution to thoſe of Zeland , becauſe that the 
Zelanders garriſons made great incurſions ypon them;rhe like did 
thoſe of Oltend, Axel|, Hulſt, the Fort of Ternheuſe. They like- 
wiſe made meanes to trade in the towne by paying cuſtomes, as 
they did in Antuerpe and the State of Gaunt: Bur .the Duke of 
Parma wold not ſuffer it,notwithſtanding that the Zejanders con- 
tinued their incurſions, who in [une wenttowards Gaunt, where 
they did beat three hundred Spaniards and Walons, and tooke 
ninetie priſoners. The ſame-moneth they made an other road 


with greater forces , but nere to Newport they found reſt- 


ſtance ; ſo asin ſtead of getting bootie they were beatei and reti- 


red towards the Sea fhore., ynder the detence of the Eluſhiogers | 


men of warre,and loſt ſome 3o or fortie men. 


The news of Prince Maynrice entrance into Flanders was brought 
to Antuerpe at the ſame time that Parma lay there, whom the | 


towne did feaſt and giue preſents to. Monaragon, Captaine of the 
Caſtle, did preſently aſſembleall his forces, and made vle of the

T_Tls Excellencie of Naſſau, beeing animated and encouraged 
- 4by his former victories, and loath to omit any meanesto van- | 
quiſh his enemies, whom, it ſeemed, God deliuered into his 
hands ; perceiuing likewiſe that Mondragon went abour to ftop his 
further paſſage into Flaunders,and hauing norice that many things 
werein readineſle for his attempt on Nimmeguen, he reſojued to 
quit the land of Waes, notwithitanding that many profitable and 
hopetull enterpriſes offered themſelues in ſundrie places & Forts 
of Flanders ; whereupon thoſe of Zeland did earneſtly ſolicit 
him, for the better extention of their bounds. The canon being a- 
gaine ſpeedily embarked,foureteene {mall boats by roo much haſt 
were ſunke,which they were enforced to quit, ſo as the Spaniards 
at a low water burnt them. | | 
Prince Mayrice with his men and ordnance leauing Flaunders, j 
was kindly welcomed and entertayned in Zeland, from whence 
he preſently made haſt to goe to befiege Nimmeguaen, hauing in- | 
telligence that Verdugo made incurſion into the land of Iuliers and 
was too weake to raiſe the fiege of Nimmeguen , part of his 
forces becihg gone into Fraunce, and the other halfe called away 
by Monaragon for the reliefe of Flaunders ;' Hee had likewiſe 
ſound aduertizement of the State of the Towne, by Hugo the 
Secretaric, who had a long time beene priſoner there. Theſe things 
haſtened his Excellencieto beſiege that town before winter,where |

Thoſe of Nimmeguen hereby terrified, ſent to Verdugo for ayd : 
there were three ſtrong companies of foot inthe towne, but verie 
few horſe commaunded by Henrie Kieboom, alias Neuſe, who had 
betrayed and fold Geertrudenberg to the Duke of Parma, who fo 
ſoone as motion was made of parley, did on a ſodaine leaue the 
rowne, and paſſed through the campe to the Zelanders quarter. 
The Towneſmen perceiuing the canon pong did mure vp the 
gate of Hoendenporrt and intrenched the yoyd place betwixt the | 
river and caſtle, diuiding it trom the towne by a rampier which 
they made,in which men , women, and children Jaboured, to the 
end that if thatplace weretaken, the town might yet hold out, o- 
mitting nothing which valiant men might performe. The 
canon planted, and the towne ſuramoned to yeeld, they auniwe- 
red, That Prince Maurice was a young louer, and that Nimme- 
ouenwasa Virgin to whom he made loue, which he could not fo 
caſily win, and therefore it behouecd him to take more paines. Bur, 
when they were hopeleſle of ayd thetowne being much annoyed 
: by the canon, eſpecially from Knodſenbourg fort, whence many 
thouſand ſhot had beene made vpon it, the Burghers ranto the | 
State-houſe, .complaining that the king had forſaken them , tor 
whom they had a long time ſpent their goods, bloud , and hazar- 
ded their lines ; that they bad too often ſent to Parma, who ſtill 
had other matters in hand; ſo as at laſt they reſolued to capitulate, 
and on good termes to compound : and Prince Maurice ſending 
once againe to [etthem know that hope of ſuccour was vaine, and f 
| that his cangn was readie to play vponthem : they ſenttheir com- 
miſlioners to the campe on the twentierh of October , requiring 
to haue the excerciſe of both religions: That the Magjſtrat mighr 
continue inthe ſame ſtate he then ſtood, that an caſte garriſon 
might be giuen them, with diuers other requeſts, whichthey could 
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not obtaine : And therefore, the next day, they ſent the Burgoma= 
ſter Flemming with ample power to __ by whoſe meanes 
they obtayned many of their demaunds, as the diſpoſing of the 
Church goods, powerto giue regall offices, and other matters ; 
but, concerning religion, they were of force to conforme them- 
ſelues like to other Countries and townes of the ynited Prouin- 
| ces; They ſhould likewiſe recciue fixe enfignes of footmen,, and 
| two Cornets of horſe, and the Magiſtratſhould be altered at the 
diſcretion of his Excellencie and my Lords the States. In this man- 
ner, the ſouldiers depatted to the towne of Graue, Five and twen- 
tie braſen caſt pieces were found in the Towne, and twelue of I- 
ron. 

Thus was the towne of Nimmeguen yeelded on the two and 
twentieth of Otobcr, and was annexed to the ynited Prouinces, 
Count Philip of Naſlau, ſonne co Count John, was made gouer- | 
nour, and Gerard, the younger, gouernour of Knodſenbourg,was 
appointed his Lieutenant. This done , his Excellencie ſent his 
troopes to garriſon, hauing in a ſhort ſpace, andn lefle than fue 
moneths , woon the Fort and Towne of Zutphen, the Towne of 
Deuenter in the Prouince of Ouer-Yſell, the Fort of Delt-z1j1I, 
and many others in Frize-land ; He enforced the Duke of Parma 
| ro raile his ſiege from before Knodſenbourg , and defeated his 

Cauallerie ; He did afterwards take the Towne of Hullſt, in the 
view of Mondragon and thoſe of Antuerpe ; And now in winter , 
Nimmeguen, the chiefe Towne of Guelderland, making the Wa- 
el] her trontier, He had another enterpriſe ypon Geertruden- 
berg in December , and departing ſecretly from the Hague: 
with onethouſand ſixe hundred men, they mounted the wall by 
Scalado, but they were repulſed with loile of two Captaines. A 
certain place called Alpen was likewiſe ſurprized by the garriſon 
of Nimmeguen the ſame yere 1591. ty +

Is Excellencie of Naſſau, having woon the towne and fort of 
Nimmeguen,reducing them vnder the States obedience, after 
that he had reſted all winter,did again march into the field,& 

departed from the Hague,on the 10 of May 1592, accompanied 
with the Earles Hohenloand Solms : his Councell of war, were, the 
Lord of Barchon, as Marſhall of the campe ; Count Philip of Na(- 
| ſau, Generall of the horſe ; the Lord of Famas, maſter otthe ord- 
nance ; Captaine Crateſonier, Serjeant Major; with other comman- 
ders and Colonels,as Sir Frauncis Veer, Floris of Brederode, Mor- 
ney, Dorp, Groenervelt, and other Captains of great experience. The 
| Lord of Gryſe was Prouidator general|. There were beſide, cer- 
| taine counſellors of State,and commiſſiones of the prouinces whe- 
ther the armie was to march,all ſeruing for direction and ordering 
of al neceſlaries belonging to the ordoance,ammunition,treaſure, 
and victuals,withtheir dependants. | 

The arnue conlilted of 6000 foot and 2000 horſe, with which 
his Excellencie departed towards Steenwijzck with all his proui- 
ſ10ns, where he encamped on the 28 of May. Steenwijck is a towne 
in the prouince of Quer- Yſlell, ſtanding vpon a ſmall river called 
Blockziell,which nere to Meppell a mile from Steenwijck, empti- 
eth it (elſe into Zuiderlea :it isa paſſage into Frizeland,ſeruing for 
| defenceto a greatextent of ground,beingyverie ſtrong in rampiers; 
| it was verie well manned,for there were 16 enſignes of foot,8 cer-

experienced Captaine, his name was Antonio de Quocquelle : there 

' | were-diuers other Lords and Earles in it, as Count Lodwick yon- 

| ger brother ro Count Bergyen,the Lord of Waterdyke , with o- 

men of note. The towne was well prouided, and wanted nothing 

but powder, whereof a great quantitie was ſent forth of Germa- 

nie, which paſſing through the Countrie of Munſter, was ſeazed | 
on by the ipbabitants, in recompence ofa certaine bootie which 

the Duke of Parmas ſouldiers had taked from them, 
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Before we come to the ſiege of Steenwyck , we will ſpeake of a 
| certaine enterpriſe which was intended vnder colour of this ſiege : 
The Spaniards and thoſe of Steenwijck thought to haue {urprized 
the rowne of Enchuyſen,by meanes of a certain mariner that dyelr | 
there,who was lately come from Spaine,where he had ſpoken with 
| che king, and had receiued a good ſumme of money, both of his 
Majeſtic, and Duke of Parma, as well for his owne ſeruice which 
he was to doe, asto win other Captaines and ſouldiers ro em-| 
brace the enterpriſe. But this Burgher bewrayed all to my Lords | 
the States and to his Excellencie, of whom he received ſuch in- 
ſtructions, as he perſuaded the Spaniards, that the belt way was, 
to attempt the Hauen, and to that end they ſhould ſend a thou- | 
ſand men from Sreenwyck, which was not farre off, which ſhould 
be ſhipt in a night, in the beginning of May, whom he without a- 
ny ſuſpition would condu&t, hauing alreadie woon the captaines 
and chietfe of the cwwne , who wrote vpon their credits all things | 
were ſure. And the better to colour it, and to blind thoſe of Steen- 
wick, this Burgher offered to remaine as hoſtage among them , | 
and to vndergoe all manner of puniſhment, if he ſhoald dealc o- | 
therwile than faithfully with them, or if matters ſucceeded not well | 
according to his dire&tion. Andin the meane ſpace,Prince Maurice 
ſhould be atthe ſame time in Enchuyſen to ſurpriſe the ſurpriſers, | 
which might cafily be done, becauſe that the Hauen is drie at | 
low water ; and hauing taken them all priſoners, he ſhould pre- 
{ently ſend his armie before Steenwijck, to beſiege it , and threa- 
ten'them, that vnleſſe they would preſently deliuer this Burgher, | 
he would hang vp all his priſoners: but ſomewhat croſt this buſt- | 
neſle , fo as the enterpriſe went not forward : yet Prince Maurice | 
went on with hisarmic to befiege Steenwijck. 

From the thirteenth of May, till the ninth of Iune, his Excel- | 
| lencie was buſted in making of trenches, and finding out ſolid and | 
faſt ground whereon to plant his canon : he made a Cauallier of 19 | 
foot high, on which he layd three pieces, wherewith to beat down | 
their defences, and lay them open; fortie five pieces being planted, 
on the thirteenth of Tune the towne was battered ; yetat that time 
they did no great matter: for they could hardly batter the curtains, | 
notwithſtanding they diſcarged many thouſand ſhot. They ſhot 
wild fire into the towne,which at firſt did terrifie them, but it was 
ſoone quenched.

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His Excellencie,perceiuing that the canon was to ſmal purpoſe, 
and that thoſe in the towne did not greatly regard it, relolued to | 
ſhoot no more, but made two mynes towards the Counter-ſcarp , 
| which likewiſe did no great matter; they diggedtil|rhey came yn- 
der the Counter-ſcarp which he woon from them, and 1n a certain | 
placeatthe toot of the pallifado, diſcouered how they within Ja- 
boured in the dikes, ſo as to giue an aſlau]t wold bebur loſt Jabor, 
vneſle thoſe within were beaten from thence : and therefore they | 
brought certain pieces into ſundrie places in the dike,to beat down | 
| the fortification at the foot of the pallizado ; & being protected by 
their canon they came into the dike, where they ſhadowed them: | 
| ſelues ſo well,asthe towneſmen could nothurt them : fo as by that | 
means they poſleſtthe foot of the rampier of the principal Bulwark 
| onthe Eaſt fide, wherethey digged 23 foot vnder the ground ere 
| they came to make any chambers : they ſpent 10 daies mthis work, | 
during which time,the belieged made 2 falltes ; in the farſt they | 
rooke an enſigne, & defeated certaine Engliſhmen ; inthe 2 they 
| ſlew captaine Olchof,who inthe former ſiege had bin iv the towne 
| & defeded it,with certain others of note,& part of thoſe which had 
the gard in that place. Our me cold neuer take any of the belieged, 
priſoners. On the 23 of [une the be{igers batered one ot the rowns 
rauelins;when thoſe within perceiued the battery,they forſooke it, 

From the 24 till the 27 of Iune, our men were buſted in making a 
| woodden tower on wheeles, which in Dutch is called Lizmitang,in 
Engliſh,diſcouer Pot,it was nuepted by captain John Corpus of Bre- | 
da. This Tower was {quareand made of Mates faſtened together | 
by yron vices; there were nine floares 1n it one aboue another,each 
| of them twelue foot high ;they might at any time be taken downe | 
and had curtaines of canuas towards the enemie . This new tower 
beeing brought nere the Towne@Rampiers, and musketiers placed | 
in 5g 4 Jie not onely beat the beſieged from the Rampiers , but | 
ſhotthoſe thatwent vp and downe in the ſtreets:The rowneſmen, | 
with two canons, and helpe of the wind, did in two dayes bear |

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Churches were for the moſt part beaten downe, ſo as the people

Peter Dorp, A(ſeurs and Buck, were ſent as Hoſtages. They craued 
todepart with their armour , cnſignes and baggage , which was 
granted on condition thatthey ſhould preſemly croſlethe Rhyn , 
and for ſixe moneths ſpace, ſerue no more in thoſe quarters,which 
they refuſing,the parley was broken off. | 

The ſame night, Verdugo, gouernour for king Þhilp, ſent three 
hundred ſouldiers to the towne, each of them with a bag of pow- 


{ der of fifteene or ſixteene pound weight, ſeuentic of whom en- 


tred,the reſt were defeated,and taken priſoners. 

The firſt of Tulie, his Excellcncic gaue a falſe afſaulr, having 
made foure hundred ſhot to note the behauiour of countenance of 
the beſieged, who on eueric ſide were readie for defence. The ſe- 
cond of Tulie, by night, he brought all his men ſecretly into the 
trenches, intendiog in the morning to gjue fireto the Mynes , and 
to make agenerall aſſault. Euerie Captaine with his men ſtood in 


his place appointed. Thethird of Iulie, in the morning, after that | 


the canon had played for toute howres,the beſieged perceiuing all 


things readie for the aſſault, came to the rampiers, and then the 


Mynes were fired ; one of them did in ſuch fort ouerthrow the 


rampier, asa breach was made for tenne men to-enter in front, be- 


ing 1n that place where Count William ot Naſſau ſtood with the | 


companies of Frize-land to giue the firſt aſſault: and at the trum- 
pets ſound, the Engliſh were to giuetheſecond. 

The other Myne towards the South-Weſt, brake forth without, 
and buried many Hollanders alive, who ſtood there readie for the 
aſſaulc: all this while, his Excellencie had giuen no ſignall . Burt 
Count William perceiuivg the towneſmento be terrified , aflaul- 


ted and tooke the Bulwarke which had beene ouerthrowne on the | 


Eaſt-ſide, and commaunded and Jiſcouered the whole towne. 


Oathe other fide towards the South they likewiſe tooke a gate | 


with great loſle to the beſieged, who perceiuing themſelues diſco- 
uered on cuerie ſide, did the ſame night ſend a drumme to pafley ; 
but Prince Maurice for the time would not heare him : yetthe next 
day, the aboue mentioned Captaines had audience, bur all their 


demaunds were denied; inthe end, they were content to imbrace | 


whatſocuer his Excellencic would graunt ; for the canon by this 
time commaundedall places in the Towne, and all the houſes and 
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| kept in cellers. Prince Maurice graunted to the gouernor Antonio 
Qweguelle,md ro the Lord Waterdike, captaines and officers of the 
gartifon of Stenwizck, 8 likewiſe to the Clergie & Burghers,theſe 
| conditions following,dated beforeStenwizck the 4 of lulie 1592. 
| Thatthey ſhould depart forth of the ſaid rowne, the gouernor , 
| capraines,officers and fouldiers,having firſt ſworne and promiſed 
notto beare armes for the king of Spaine on this fide the Rhyne, 
tor the ſpace of fixe moneths. 

That they ſhould depart with their baggage, wiues and armes ,

| ſcrued there, ſhould nor enjoy the benefic ot his accord. 

That all priſoners ſhould be deliuered and ſer at libertie, paying

Thar all Burghers and officers belonging to king Philip , might | 
without moleſtation depart thence. 

That an hundred wagons ſhouſd be graunted them, accordin 
cotheir requeſt to carie them to Coeuord,on condition they wol

Thatthe Surgeons and hurt people might remaine in the town 
till they were healed, and then depart whether they pleaſed. 

- His Excellencie graunted them two commilſhoners to condut 
them beyond the Rhyne , vpor- caution of the Gouernour and 
Capraines. 

After this accord , the ſouldiers went their way on the fift of 
 Tulie. Prince Maurice beſide all this, in. regard they were valiant 
ſouldiers, did of his princelie curteſic graunt the Gonernour his 
horſe ; the like did he to Captaine Wael, and to all his men to eue- | 
rie one a horſe, and to the ſoldiers their ſwords. Thoſe which went 
away were five hundred and threeſcore footmen, moſt Walons,all 
healthful and well diſpoſed,and two hundred that were hurt, with | 
ſomeſixtie or ſeuentie horſe. There were ſlaine in the towne ſome 
three hundred and fiftie, & among others Count Lodwick of Ber- 
| ghen, a young Lord of ſome eighteene or nineteene yeares old, | 
together with the Caprtaines Blundel,Heſſel.and others. nd 

On Prince Mavrice fide,flue or ſixe hundred were flayne & ma-

The Councell of State of the vnited Provinces, hauing intelli- 
| gence that the Duke of Parma made preparations to enter Frize- 
land,leuicd a regiment of ſupplies vnder the commaund of Colo- 
nel Srolberg,who paſſed Multer, nere to a place called Heerenberg 
inthe preſence of Count Hohenlo: For Count Philip of Naſſau was 
ſent into Fraunce with three thouſand men ; and the Queene of 
England had likewiſe called away her forces to ſend them into 
Fraunce, and were alreadie departed from the armie, and goneas 
farre as Swoll : but ypon intelligence of the Duke of Parmas com- 
ming they were countermaunded.

Verdugo thus put to rout, did the next day makegreat prouiti- 
ongof fagors, tro make a way through the Marſhes ; and the coun- 
trie wayes beeing many and verie narrow, he made ſhew as it hee 
would haue intrenched the pallages, and by that meanes cut off vi- 
Ruals from his Excellencies camp: But at laſt,thole of Coevorcrden 
perceiuing their ſuccour to taile,began to parley; and in the meane 
tune , Verdugo did againe ſhew himfſelte in battaile, and came to 
view his Excellencies trenches and fortifications, who came from 
receiuing and welcoming the Engliſh to his Campe.

racher willing to pay ſmall contribution tor their fafetie, than to 
 haue their goods burnt and ſpoyled. Fa 

Mansfelt then by the aduice of Fuentes, publiſhed a declaration, . 

dated the 5 of Ianuarie 1593, That no man ſhould afterthat,pay a- 
ny ranſoms or contributions to the enemie, nor procure any paſ- 
port from him on paine of death : but that euerie man ſhould pre- 
pareto hinder the encmics incurſions,to arme and fortifie againſt 
him, and by the larme bell to aſſemble themiſelues to kill and take 
their enemies priſoners and to hang them vp : whereupongdiuers 
ſouldiers on either fide were hanged. 


this, publiſh a declaration dated on the ſeuen and twentieth of Fe- 
bruarie, wherein they ſhewed how their enemies the Spaniards 
| being ſtraumgers,ſought nothing but the ruine and deſtruction 
of the Countrie,together with the peoples bloud and goods : en- 
treating and exhorting all men to looke well vnto themſe]ues , 
their Countrie,wiues and children, to reſiſt ſuch Spaniſh crueltie , 


ing, after which time, they would keepe no more Quarter, bat ac- 
countthem al for mortal enemies, intending to cauſe the Authors 
and counſellors of this rigorous Decree, to repent their raſhneſſe : 
| and ikewiſeall townes and villages,which following the tenure of 
| Mansfelts letters, ſhould arme,tortifie, and make defence againſt 
them, together with all thoſe which ſhould refuleto pay ſuch rea- 
ſonable contribution as they were rated at. By this meanes after- 
wards, all theſe things were on cither ſide permitted. 

Count Mansfelt, in thetime of winter, in anno 1593,aflembled 
his forces ynder the condu of his ſonne Charles, vpon the fronti- 
ers of Fraunce nere to Guyſe, ſending them into Fraunce there to 


and to deliberatthereupon, giuing them reſpit till Aprill follow- |

callowesto fight to the laſt man, andto be rather ſlayne fighing ,

The generall States of the ynited Prouinces,did likewiſe acainſt

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employ them, In the meane time, my Lords the States of the yni- 
ted Prouinces, ſent Count Philip of Naſſau into i-uxembourg, 
with foure thouſand horſe and toot, hoping to take ſome townes 
there, as S. Vit,and others ; which he effected not,but cauſed all the 
garriſons to be drawne forth of Brabant. For ſo ſoone as the news 
of his being there came to Bruxels,all the horſe and foot, both Spa- 
niards and lcalians, were taken forth of rhe townes of Liere , Ma- 
| lines and other places, and were ſent in great haſt to che Countrie 
of Luxembourg, condutted by Count Barlaymont. Count Philip 
hauing notice thereof, retired, and inthe meane time burnt many 
villagesin the Countrie, and likewiſe lewed great exations in the 
countrie of Limbourg, bringing many places ynder contribution, 
facking thetown of Hanujjtin Brabant,and hauing got muchmo- 
ney, horſe, anda great bootic, they returned to their Quarter. 

[In the meane time, the States of the ynited Prouinces refolued 
to beſiege the town of Geertrudenberg,a dependant on Holland,

 Douge. This towne,in ani 1589, was by certaine traitors ſold to the 
Duke of Parma for 15 moneths pay (notwithſtanding all honeſt 
and reaſonable offers made ynto them) whereupon, they were all

States, had of a long time on ſundrie pretences kept viduals from 


thence, by way of licence, and in Februarie, did cut off a Conuoy 


ofall neceſſarie prouifions that was going thither : and hauing in- 
relligence that the gouernour was gone forth to meet the Conuoy, 
andrhat rwo did ſtrive aboutthe gouernement, they thought this 


occaſion might greatly profitthem, and thereupon gaue commiſ-

and on the nine andtwenticth of March he begirt the towne both

| Count Hohenlo encamped towards the Eaſt, in a Village called 
Raemſdonc beyond the river Douge,rowards Ooſterhoude, with 
the regiments of the Lords of Brederode, Lokres, and others, cue- 
rie regiment preſently tortitying his Quarter. 

The Spaniards had a Fort abroad , within musket ſhot of the 
rown,vpon the cauſey ot Steelhof,w hich ſecured the Fn to the 
| town : Count Hohenlo did preſently intrench before it, & brought 
| the channel ofthe ringer into thoſe trenches, and with great danger 

of his lite,tooke the free acceſſe of the fort to the towne from the e- 
nemie, and planted the canon inan Iſland oppolit to the conuoy 


| and fort. Whereupon,the captain and garriſon (perceiving them- 
 ſeluesto be cut off from the towne) yeelded the fort on the fixt of | 


Aprill, and for their labours were impriſoned by the Marqueſle of 
Varembon, 

|  TheFort being woon, his Excellencie made two bridges ouer 
the riuer,the one on boats, yeric ſtrong and broad , and the other 
vpon maſts, that the two campes might helpe one another, which 
by reaſon of the marſhes, lay a good mile from each other. On 
both ſides the bridges before the towne, he placed ſhips of war to 
 keepe continuall watch. Forthe river was as a dike, defending a 
great part ofthe camps trenches, there being diuers water mils and 
ſluces ro keepe the dikes of their trenches continually full of wa- 


| workes. 

On the waters ſide they encloſed the town with an halfe moone 
| made with boats of warre, lying at anker, made faſt by cables, and 
ſupported by ſmall boats, wherein watch was kept. Withoutthe 
ſaid halfe moone ſhips of warre went too and fro, keeping good 
gard. Within it, certaine ſmall boats ſtood ſentinel beneath the

Count Mansfelt and others ; his Excellencie gaue him his life, and 
ſent him backe to the enemies, to tell them how he was intren- 
ched. 

- Withoutthe halfe moone, towards the Weſt and Eaſt of the 
towne, the boats that brought vifuals lay, and were ſhrowded

| His Excellencies campe on land, was enuironed with high ram- 
piers and deepe ditches wirhout; with foure'great and-ftrong Bul- 
 warkes,0n each of which lay two canon. Such was Count Hohen- 
los campe , extending 1t ſelte two miles 1n circun, and fortified 


out the campe,many ſtakes were pitched inthe ground,and ineach 
of them an Iron pike called Turkith ambaſladors,to nere to one a- 
nother, as a man could hardly put his knee berwixt.The chiet high 
waies were fortified with ſtrong forts and raue/insftored with ord- 
nance,ſo as an hundred canons were planted there,vpon the waies 
caltraps were laid,and de epe pits made ftutrtull of powder. 
Being thus atrenched abroad againſthe ence; they likewife

| Sogreat good order 8& diſcipline was likewiſe obſerued among 

| the ſoldiers & mariners, as not only the boores which were in the | 
| campe, were freed from all outrage and violence, but they allueed | 
their neighbours of thecountrie, to bring their corn; cartel and | 
goods to the campe as a place otfafctie and refuge ; and by reafort | 


began to fortifiethemſclues againſt the rowneſmen, bringing their | 


rampiers. The befieged;beſide their rampiers and catalleries, bad | 


though the boores wrought in-cuetie place for pay, yet moſt of | 


with wenches, bulwarks, ſtrong 'rauelins and broad dikes. With- | 


oreat workes and fortifications, the States | 
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of this ſtrict diſcipline, they wereas free as in any well gouerned | 
rowne, bringing their geeſe, hennes, eggs, butter, cheeſe, milke; | 
and fleſh to the Marker, without any feare or trouble,tothe great 
wonder of all men : yeathe yerie- owners of the Lands nere adjoy- 
ning, did in divers places plough, and til] their grounds; whereby 
all things were cheaper than in any towne round about, whereas 
victuals inthe enemies campe were fixe times dearer. Many came 
from all parts to behold bis royall campe, which was fo well or- | 
dered as cuerie one admired it. The Princeſle of Orange came thi- | 
| ther, with the Ladie Loysa, daughter to the Prince of Orange,who 
was going into Germanie.to her: husband the Elecor Palatine of 
the Rhyne, with many other great Ladies. Diuers things were as 
remarkable in this fiege,as in any other that hath beene theſe hun- 
| dred yeares. 
' Thoſe ofthe towne made brane defence and valiantly behaued 
themſelues, they were well prouided of all neceſlaries, and made 
ſundrie fallies . But the: canon at laſt played on cuerie fide, and 
counterbatteries were made vpon their canon, [5 as the wayes and 
rauelins were intrenched and beaten downe. Some hope and pro- 
miſe of relicfe was ſent them by many cunning meanes. Among 
others, the Lord of Waterdijke; on the ſeuenteenth of Aprill, ſent 
letters vnto them from Sertoghenbusk by a pigeon which tel down 
in Prince Maurice his campe, containing, that forces were readie 
to raiſe the ſiege, which they would without all doubr performe, 
and therefore they ſhould doe well to heighthen the platforme of 
Ramidouck, and from thence giue fignals by fire according to 
the inſtrudtions ſent them. His Excellencie by the ſame pigeon ſent 
another letter to deceiue them. 
Count Hohenlo vpon a time cauſed the neareſt ordnance tobe 
ſecretly turned ypon the townes tower, from whence they vlually 
viewed the campe, andthe beſieged hourely expecting ſuccours, | 
he made a falſe alarme among his own ſoldiers as though aid had 
beene come, whereupon the gouernour and other commaunders_ 
ran preſently vp to the tower to ſee whatthe matter was, on which | 
on a ſodaine Count Hohenlo at once diſcharged all his ordnance, | 
wherewith the gouernour and others were flaine, which did much 
weaken them. _ | 197% | 
Mansfelt, Fuentes, and other of the king of Spains commanders, |

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| Brabantzcalled home Charles of Mansfelt from F raunce, muſtered | 
all cheir regiments and ſent them towards Turnhout, vnder the 
condudt of the Marqueſle of Varrabon, which were often aflajled 
by Prince Matrice his cauallerie, which forthe moſt part lay forth | 
of the campe in the neighbour towns of Breda, Heuſden,and Ber- | 
ghen-op-Zoom. Among others, the lord of Riſoyre, Maxcelis | 
Bacs, and captaine Egmont, did, on the eighth of Iune , with one 
hundred and ninetie horſe, nere to Turnhout, encounter 400. 
horſe, comming from the campe; and were going towards Antu- 
| erpe to conuoy Varrabon and Barlaymont , whom they charged 
| and defeated,chacing them to the caſtle of Turnhout, whether the 
| Marqueſle and count Barlaymont elcaped ; they brought three- 
ſcore horſe,and three captaines priſoners to Breda. 6A 
About the 6 of May, Mansfelt and all his captaines came into the 
feld,with his troopes of Lorrainers which came from the warres of 
Straesbourg,together with Suifſes, Almans, Italians and Spaniards, 
who wold not willingly march without the companie of old Mon- 
dragon,that durſt not leaue his caſtle of Antuerpe. Mansfelt inthis 
manerbeing 30000 ſtrong,came with 18canon,many boats & other 
pony and encamped nereto his Excellencies quarter,in a vil- 
age called Hout, where he began to build a Fort on the cauſey of 
Steelhoot : wherupon,diuers (kirmiſhes were made:bur perceiuing 
that placeto betoo ſtrong,he raiſed his camp towards thelater end

to annoy the princes campe,he departed likewiſe from thencewith | 
| his campe towards a village called Waesbeec nere to count Hohen- |

During Count Mangfelts aboad there, one thouſand two hun- 
dred foot, and twelue cornets of horſe came to encreaſc h.s forces, 


which Count Fuentes ſent him, together with toure great canon, | 
fourc and twentie firkins of money,and all ſorts of ammunition tor | 


the campe. 

The day before the towne was taken , Count Hohenlo and Sir 
Frauncis Veer , made a braue skirmiſh, wherein (beſide thoſe that 
were ſlaine) they tooke fortie ſoldiers priſoners,& 3 Inn 
in view of the rowne, which daily 38". many ſignals by fire, and 
was wholly diſcouraged,ſo as the towne was taken in this manner 
following,in the view of Count Mansfelt and his mightie armie. 

On the 24 of Iune, inthe morning, as the Captaines Haen of 
Tournay, Beuerie, and Calfe, went vp to the gard to relicue thoſe 
inthe trenches vnder the rownes North rauelin, they reſolued a- 
mong themſelues to mount vpon the rauelin to ſee what was done 
there,and cauſed a wodden bridge to be made ouerthedike oppo- 
{it tothe bulwarkes point. Haen and Beuerietooke two musketiers, 


two targuetiers, and two halberdiers with them, being in all eight | 
| perſons, and ſo went vp verie ſecretly, 


Being mounted, and the Sentinel giuing th'alarme, theſe Cap- 
taines called for more ſouldiers to afliſt them ; whileſt they tought 
with thoſe of the gard, one of their targuetiers was ſlaine, and 
the moſt of their ſouldiers mounted : they fought hand to hand a 
longtime, lo as 16 ofthe beſtegers were laine, & of the beſieged 9, 
who were enforced to quit the rauelin 8 to retire into the towne:8: 
becauſe the towns goucrnor was ſlain at the ſame time whoſe name 
was captain Tigean,& had bin the third gouernor, they were much 
danted,8ſent to crave aparley,which was hardly granted,becauſc 
the ſouldiers more and more gotypon the rauehn. At laſt they ſent 


Prince Maurice,count Hohenlo & thoſe of the Councel ofwar were 


buſied in skirmifh with Mansfelt,8 fo ſoon as they heard thisnews, | 


they ſcarce belecued it,thinking the captaines had made a skirmiſh 


by chance,hauing no commiſſion ſotodo.

Verdugo, the enemie might inuade Frizeland, he marched with his 
forces towards the Lecke, and knowing thar the forces of Sloch- 
teren, Wintſchoten and Wedde, with other ſmall Skonſes in the 
yaert or paſlage, could not long hold out agaivſt the canion, hee 
ſent them word on paine of death not to yeeldthe ſayd places, till 


the canon were planted againſt them : this he did to win time, and 


| to be the better able to finiſh his chiefe fort ypon the Bourtagne, 


which he had veg ; to maſter. and opprefle thoſe of Grounin- 
guen, and he had alrcadie broughtit ſo torward, as by the fituati- 
| on thereof no canon could be brought to batter it : The rampiers 


broad, full of water and verie deepe: It had five bulwarks, two of 
them faced the enemie, the ſtorchouſe was built, and the ſouldiers 


cabins made, and it was prouided of all neceſlaries for two mo- 


neths, and beſide, they might fetch whatſocuer they needed from 
the countrie of Weſtphalia, in deſpite of the enemie. There' lay 
five cuſignes of footin it, commaunded by the Gouernor Gerard 
the yorger, and ifthis fort could:be kept, they made no doubt bur 
intiwe to rake the towne of Groninguen. Therefore Count.}/ill:- 
am, perceiuing Yerdugoto be maſterof the field, and thar he: ex- 
pected greater forces ynder the conduttot Count Hermay of Ber- 
ing for moreayd ynder the comaund of Sir Frauncis Veer and 0- 
thers,and his Excellencic had promiſed him if need were,to come 
himſeltethither with an armie. | 

The Grouninguers requeſted Yerdygoto dinide his forces into 


_ | two troopes, and to befiege Reyden, and Bellingwoderzile,there- 


by to cut off vituals from the fort of Bourtange, and to that end 
they were readie to ſend him ſixe double canon : Buthe allowed 
not thereof, fearing leaſt Count William comming to Slochteren 
Skonſe.would cut off his paflage betwixt that! and Grouninguen, 
and hinder the comming of his canon : and though he ſhould be- 
ſiegethole towns, he was indoubt to be daily affailed by him;And 
becauſe Verdugo in that place could not make yſe of his orſeinen, 
he reſolued to gocand beliege the: Fort of Bourtange, where in

were of the hight of a pike, the Dike was at leaſt foureſcore toot | 


iy durſt in no ſort ſtirabroad,but ſtood on his defence,loo- | 
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raiſe his ſiege, cauſing a report to be made thathe ment to beſiege 
Coevoerden, and ſo marched on Groeninguens ſide, from thence 
craftily taking his way in October towards Count Williams campe, 
to allailehim on the ſodaine and vnlookr for, which he might cali- 
ly haue done, had not a ſouldier ſtolen forth of a liwle Skonlſe by 
which Yerdugopaſlcd, and giuen th'alarme, by which meanes the 
campearriued, which the ſame day began to tortifie and intrench, 
and had almoſt made it defenſible: the enemie couldi:comeno nea- 
rer it than within musket ſhot, and onely made ſome skirmiſh 
which continued fixe or ſeuen houres till night, in which time 
Verdugo ſought to draw them forth into the field ; but Count Wit- 
liam would not come forth of his fortifications, ſo as Verdugo was 
enforced to retire towards Grocninguen with great loſe, by rea» 
ſon of his long skirmiſhes. Count J/ill;am loft one Captaine and 
many brave ſouldiers, the Scottiſh colonel Balfour was 4 in the 
foot with diuers others. 
 Perdugoperceiuing his attempts on Count Will iams campe to be 
vaine,and that winter would driue him forth of the field, and fin- 
ding but ſmall ſtore of yictualsin the countrie, becauſe that the 
boores of the Ommelands and countrie of Drent were retired into 
the forts and townes,he marched rowards Cocyoerden : and ſeeing. 
that the countrie on one ſide of the towne was high, he cauſed a 
way to be made within canon ſhot of it, with hurdles and fagots , 
coueringthem with grauell taken from ynder the mudd in the 
marſhes, and on this way he cauſed two or three forts to be builtas 
farre as the Droſlarts houſe, and that of Steenwiyck , and by that 
meanes did ſhut vp the towne paſſages from thoſe of Coevoerden, 
inthat maner behieging them. But theſe forts being wer and mud- 
die, many ſouldiers died in them that winter to the number of 
two thouſand. Verdugo, with the remainder of his forces, went to- 
wards Oldenzell, where moſt of his.ſouldiers afflicted with po- 
uertic and fickneſle ran from him both horſe and foot. Of 2000 
Lorraines, onely foure hundred were left ; ſeuen enſfignes of Wa- 
lons were brought to ſo ſmall a number, asthey durit not for ve- 
rie ſhame vnfold their colours. Yerdygo went'ta Lingen to meet 
with a new regiment of foot , leuied by the young Duke of 
Saxonie, whoſe Lieutenant Colonel was by the garri 
cum and others, taken priſoner, and an hundred of his m 
the reſt fled. Inthe meane time, Verdugo and Count Hermas ſent 
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conſolatorie letters to the Groeninguers, which were intercepted, 
whereby they iptreated them to take courage, tor they were going 
into Brabant to craue more ayd of Erneſt us.

Count William thus freed from his enemie, ſent part of+his for- 


| ſage of Vryſe againſt the enemie, and himſelfe with three thou- 
ſand men embarked at Zoltcampe, and went towards Bellingwol- 
 derzill,to recouer the Fort of Wedde,which theyrooke,and who] - 


mean time made readie a conuoy to ſendto Verdugos forces before 


horſe, and his enterpriſe being diſcouered, hee tooke bur fiftie wa- 
gons. w+ 5500 | 


Coevocrden by reaſon of Verduges forts hauing beene oppreſ- 
ſed by 3oo foot, and foure hundred horſe; the 'ynited Prouinces, 


; Count Euecrard of Solms,coufin german to wo Manrice,together 
| wich certaine horſe ; the Queene of England likewiſe permitted 
them to raiſe a regiment of Engliſhin her realme, who were com- 


maunded by Sir Frauncis Veer. Verdugo and Count Herman were 
buſted at Bruxels, crauing more ayd-of Erneſtus. The Grounin- 
guers ſent a preſentof faluer plate, and rwentie goodly horſe to 
count Erneſt of Mansfelt,which were taken by the States ſouldiers. 
That done, his Excellencie with his whole Cauallerie, and two 
and fiftie enfignes of foot went towards Arnham, there to receiue 
| his couſen count Euerard of Solms., the regiment of Almans, and 
certainehorſe, but their arriuall was delayed by reafon ofthe high 
waters and bad wayes, ſo as they were enforced to come by boat. 
Verdugo had likewiſe:donehijs beſt to aſlaile. them nere to Lippe at 
a narrow paſlage : He went from.Coevoerden with eleuen cornets 
of horſe,and certaine foot companies, but he came too late,becauſe 
they were alreadie gone.

| A Fer that his Excellencie by G6ds help had raiſed the ſiege of Co- 
eyoerden, & wel prouided ic of al neceſlaries atter Verdugos de- 
parture : he was vowilling to let ſlip or looſe any occaſion which | 
might ſerue tor the good and profit of theftate of thoſe countries: 
| and therfore marched with his armie into the land of Groninguen, 
| whether part of Verdugos forces were retired,ſhewing himſelfe be- 
| fore the towne, And, on the zo of May,heenuironed it,and ſent to 
ſummon itto yeeld: the towneſmen made a curteous anſwer, That. 
their towne was too ſtrong to yeeld ſo ſoone : whereupon, he cau- 
ſed all his warlike prourfions (which were in a maner numberleſle) 
to be voſhipt and landed.

wereall ſlaine (ſome 8 or 9 excepted.) It wasa verie ſtrong place, 
20 of our men-were flaine there,and threeſcore hurt. 

On the 28 of May,his Excellencie ſummoned thoſe of the fort of 
Slochteren,who refuſed to yecld,yet they fled away by night,as did 
thoſe of the fort of Hagenbrug,8 other Skonſes. Before the taking | 
of theſe forts rhere was {carcitie inthe camp,theſeskonſes encloſing 
all the paſſages, bur afterwards all things were verie cheapethere, 
by reaſon ot a channel] they made, by which all prouifions were 
brought to the great campe by boar. | 

His Excellencic had with him more than ſixtie pieces of ordnance 
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begin a farre off, becauſe the towneſmen madea fierce counterbat- | 


great barrels ot powder and other neceſlaries, ſo as tew townes in 
the Netherlands were ſo well prouided. The towne is verie popu- | 
[ous,and the Burghers trained vp in armes, of great antiquinie, and | 
haue along time lived in freedome : there was no garriſon in it,but | 
the meaner ſort of the inhabitants ſerued in ſtead of ſouldiers, and | 
receiued pay fromthe king of Spayne.

Prince Maurice with his ordnance did no great harmto therown, |

Hereupon,Groeninguen ycel[ded thenext day, being the 23 of 
Iulie,which did notgreatly pleaſe his Excellencies ſouldiers, who 
hoped to haue taken it by torce,and to haue ſacked it;but the other 
| Prouincesthought good to preſerue and vniteit to the reſt, decla- 
| ringthatthey managed war as well for their neighbours profic as 
their owne libertic. The companies of Count William of Naſſau,of 
Iohn de Niell, Charles de Vijngaerden, of Steenhuyſe,Cobbe,and Ap- 
pell,cntred into it : the [ike did his Excellencieand'Count William, 
who viſtted the rampiers, which they found to bee verie ſtrong, 
Tenne thouſand canon ſhot were made vponthetowne, which in 
powder & bullets colt 100000 florins. Ot our men 400 were ſlain, 
| beſides thoſe that were hurt : of the beſieged, 300 were flaine, and

trownes, ſending certaine regiments and 8 cornetsof horſe,beyond 
the Rhyne,whom count Philip of Naſſau 1n yaine purſucd. Prince 
Maurice returned to the Hague ; all rownes Fomes which he paſ- 
{cd,congratulared and honoured him with triumphs and preſents. 
The ſouldiers were ſent to garriſon, goo horſe exceptedythat made | 
incurſions into the countries of Luxembourg and Flanders.

Lthough it may ſeeme impertinentro ſet down(among the ma- 

ny gallant victories which the Authour of all goodnefle hath 

by his Excellencies conduct graunted to theſe countries)the admi- 
rable, ſtrange,and tedious voyages tothe Northward, Way-gate , 
and Noua Zemla, asalſo towards the Eaſt-Indies yet for diuers 
reaſons tollowing , I cannot forget or paſſe them ouer in ſilence. 
Firſt, aibeit the Northerne voyage hath not much profited theſe 
countries, yet thoſe to the Eaſterne Indies, haue on the contrarie 
beene verie commodious: So as my lords the generall States haue 
much annoyed the king ot Spaine in thoſe parts, who thinkes thar 
theſe countries doe alone belong vnto him ; and haue thereby 
much diminiſhed his power and reuenews, and freed the Nether- 
lands from more grieuous and tedious warre. Secondly,l thought | 
good here to inſert them.,that when the Reader ſhal look vpon the 
victories which theſe vaited prouinces haue obtained againſtthe

Whereupon , the fame 
voyage was againe attempted the third time by the Magiſtrats of 
the towne of Amſterdam {becauſe the States of the vnited Prouin- 
ces were no longer willingto proſecute that diſcouerie at the coun- 
tries coſt, but promiſed to giue a good ſumme of money to him 
that ſhould find out the ſame paſſage) who,at the beginning of the 
yeare 1596, manned forchtwo ſhips, and agreed with the mariners 
on two conditions, viz. what to haue, if they performed not the 
voyage, and what recompence they ſhould haue if they found out 
the way to China : promiſing them great reward it they could dil- 
couer the paſlage. They tooke as few married men as could be, 
becauſe they would not have them to returne home by their loue 
to their wiucs and children, before they had proſecuted the jour- 


TheMaſter, and Committee for trade in one of the ſhips, was

Onthe 16 of May 1596, they went from the Vlie,but by aNorth-

The other, wherein William Barentſoon and Heemskerke were,fai- 
led towards Noua Zemla , where they rounded the coaſts tothe 
Northward,cill they came to an Ifland called the Iſle of Orange,in 
the height of 77 degrees : trom whence they went Sourh- 
ward, where they tound much yce, fo as they could difcouer the 
land no farther : and on the laſt of Auguſt went with their ſhip to

land, where it was ſoone frozen,ſo as they were entorced toremain 


there, where they reſojued ro build an houſe with timber which 
they found on the Sea ſhore, into which they carried their vitu- 


als and merchandize, and there continued all winter, where they 


were extreamely tormented with cold and {vow : the like whereof 
was neuer heard. The inner walls of this houſe where theſe thir- 
teene or foureteene men lay, was frozen an handtull thicke onely 


with their breaths,notwithſtanding they kept a continvall fire day 


and night. 

They were likewiſe much moleſted with white beares,which de- 
uoured ſome of their men : there were ſtore of white foxes, which 
they tooke aud dideat. All winter long they ſaw no day nor ſunne 
till che toure and twentieth of Ianuaric 1596, when it appeared a 
little, bur on the ſeuen and twentieth of the {aid moneth, they ſaw 
the ſunne 1n his full circumference. 

The 22 of Tune , theſe men departed thence with two great 
boats which they had prouided , and lett rheir ſhip ſticking 
fill in the yce. They left a writcen fcrowle in the houte,put vp into 
the bandelier ofa musket, which they hung vp in the chimney , 
wherein was written, how they came thither withan intent to g0C 
from Noua Zemla to China, & how neceſlitic had enforced them 
to returne homein two boats. In this manner, with much travel], 
miſerie and cold, they arriued on the ſecond of October 1597, at 


| Cola in Lapland, where they found their other ſhip with Tohy 


Cornellis,who had alreadie made one voyage into Holland,and to- 
gethether with him returned home on the 2.6 of Oftober, bur J//i1- 
liam Barrentſoon dyed by the way. 

Hauing briefely ſpoken ofthe voyages to Noua Zemla, we will 
now proceed to thoſe of the Eaſterne Indies. The reaſons mouing 
my lords the States,and the inhabitants of theſe countries to begin 
and yndertake theſe voyages, are theſe. 


They perceiued that their trade with Spaine grew euerie day 


more daungeros,for their ſhips were ſtayed,goods confiſcat, their

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maſters and merchants impriſoned ynder colour that they came 
from the Low-countries, and were queſtioned by thole of the In- 
quiſition concerning their religion,or elſe enforced tor poore wa- 
es to ſeruethe king againſt their countrie and conſcience. 

Theſe conſiderations moued ſome te eſtabliſh a companie, and 
to ſeeke meanes to trade to the Ealtern Indies : ſo as 1n the yeare 
1594, nine merchants of Amſterdam entred into an aſſociation 
together, viz. Henrick Hudde, Reynier Pat, Peter Dirrickſon Haſſe- 
laer, Tohn Tanſon Carrel, Tohn Poppe, Henrick Buyck, Dirrick de Ofſe, 
| | Stuert Peter, and Azrt of Grootenhuys : theſe were the firſt that 
traded to the Eaſtern Indies, and were termed The farre companie. 
| They built foure new ſhips, yiz. two great ones of the burchen of 
| foure hundred and fixtic tunne,the one was called Mauritius in ho- | 
nour of Prince Maurice, and carried fixe braſen pieces, and toure- 
teene of yron, being well ſtored with ſmall ſhot, and manned with 
eightie toure men, hauing for Maſter John Tanſon Molenaer, and 
| Cornellis Houtman tor committee. The other was called Hollandia, 
| manned with cightic five men, and carried ſeuen pieces of braſle, 
| twelve of yron,with ſtore of ſmall ſhot : hir maſter was Tohn Dig- 
| urs, and the committee Gerard de Boninge. The third was termed 
Amſterdam, wherein were nine and fitrie men, ſix braſen pieces, | 
| tenne of yron, the maſter was John Jacob Schillinger, & the commut- 
| tee Reynier de Hel ; 1t was of the burthen of two hundred tunne. The 
fourth was a pinnace called the Dove, of fiftietunne, manned with 
twentic men, and carried two pieces of braſle, and ſix of yron, the 
maſters name was Simon Lambrechr. | 

Theſe ſhips being rigd and ſet forth by the States of Holland 
were bound for the Eaſt Indies, to begin the nauigation and trade 
of ſpice with the Indians,eſpecially there where the Portugals had 
no commaund thereby to auoyd Spaniſh impoſitions. 

Theſe foure new ſhips being well ſtored with all neceſſaries for 

a long voyage, and manned with two hundred and fiftie men,ſay- 
led trom Texell the ſecond of Apsill 1595,and held on their courſe 
towards the Cape of Good hope, where by the waythey met with 
a Portugal Carrack, carrying the Archbiſhop of Goa to the Indies, 
ES which | ni might haue taken , yet according to their commiſſion 
they medled not withit, but onely went aboord her as louing 
friends.

two captaines. Count Hohenlo and Solws, with the 4 cornets of Bre- 
da (charging directly the enemies firſt regiment,to which their ca- 
uallerie was alreadie turned backe,meaningrto charge thoſe of Ber- 
hen in flanke) did verie opportunely preuent them, and putting 
them to rout, went on and tell ypon Count Swlts regiment, with 
ſuch turie, asthe enemies were onely content to make {light triall 


of their yalour ; and beraking themſelues to flight , lett Alonzo 


Dragon his cornet behind them. 


| His Excellencie perceiving that the charge was alreadie g1- 
vey, ſent fir Robert Sidney, and fir Frauncis Veer ( who till then 


had entertayned the enemie with continuall skirmiſh ) with cer- 


ine horleto cut off the enemies rereward. The reſt of the caualle- 
rie ſtayed neere to his Excellencie. to ſuccour and reſeeue the 
firſt, if need ſhovuld be, till atlaft, perceiuinga manifeſt aduantage , 
all of them ina manner fell into the battel]. Count Varax Gene- 
rall of the enemies armie was flaine vpon the place, and all his 
men (beeing on euerie ſide fiercely aflailed) fell ro open flight ; 
which was to no purpoſe, as beeing on the one fide incompaſled 
by our caualleric on a plaine ground, and on the other with a ri- 


ver and trees : ſo as few of them could eſcape to the narroiy way, 


and aboue two thouſand of them lay dead vpon the playne, and | 


foure hundred were taken priſoners; all this was done un ſo ſhort 


a ſpace,asthe States footmen, notwithſtanding all their haſt,could_ 


not come in in time,but before their arival,the horſemen had got- 
ten the viorie. | 

The enemies cauallerie perceiving they could not well eſcape, 
ſome ofthe braueſt and moſt reſolute among them to the number 
of 40,cauſed a trumpet to ſound a charge,and tel vpon thoſe whom 
in diſorder they ſaw buſied in pillage, making ſhew as if they inten- 


| dedto giue a freſhcharge vpon our men;whereupon,ſome of our

__ Eighrandthirtie enſignes were taken there,together with D. A- | 
lonzo de Mondragons cornet.

The Lieutenant general La Bourlotte,with moſt of his captaines

A certaine Roman 
gentleman (whoſe name was Septimins Fabins,who deriued him- 
ſelfe from the noble and auntient familic of the Faby in Rome) ha- 
uing ſome commaund among the Italians , was deadly wounded, 
and lay among the dead ; thoſe that ſtript him perceiuing ſome 
lite in him,and that he ſeemed ſome man of note, notwithſtanding 
that he was much disfigured with his owne bloud and that of o- 
thers,did in compaſsion take him thence,and halte dead as he was, 


laid him on a hotſe,and carried him to Turnhour, where viſited by |

The boores of this countrie called Tielſche-Heyde, did after 
the defeat gather yp all the armor and weapons which they found, 
and laid them yp in a Church: thoſe of the towne of Dieſt, com- 
maunded themto bring them thither, and as fix carts were loden 
with them, ſome of the garriſon of Breda hauing notice thereof, 
rooke them away by force,and broughtthem into the towne on the 
three and twentieth of Februarie, for a greater teſttmonie or tro- 
phee of their victorie. | 

The earles Hohenlo and Solms, fir Robert Sidney, and fir Fratncis

The next day,they intrenched themſelues,and at night they be- 
gan the trenches with 15 foot enſigns, viz. 5ot the Frizeland regi- 
ment,4 Engliſh enſignes, foure Scotiſh,& two of count So/ms regi- 
ment,the Frizons lay before the gate called Steen-port, the Scors 
with count Sams his enſignes betore Kerck-port, and the Engliſh 
betwixtthe two gates. The ſame night, Captaine Waddel/the Scot 
was ſlayne in thetrenches. His Excellenciehad brought :welue 
canon with him, which, on the Jaſt of the ſayd moneth hee cau- 
ſed to bee planted, and the next day began the batrerie, The 
night following the trenches were brought trom the Frizons quar- 
ter to the verie brinke of the dike,which was narrow and nothing 
deepe : And for that in regard of the raine and toule weather,they

quartered himſclte vpon the verie dike, and by fauour of the ca- 
non, and helpe of bridges to paſle ouer the dike to the townes 
Rampiers. But before this could bee effeed, the Gouernour of 
Meurs, a Spaniard whoſe name was Andrea de Miranda , beyond all 
expectation (wanting powder)ſent a drumme in the atternooneto 
Prince Maurice,crauing to hane hoſtages ſent in exchange of thoſe 
whom hee would ſend to ſurrender the rowne and caſtle to him. 
His Excellencje ſent the Lord of Gifſtelles thither, who was Lieu- 
renant Generall to Count Solms, together with Captaine Tngelha- 
4u2n, who conterred with the townes commiſſioners, which were; 
Captaine Mucher and Captaine Boecop Lieutenant to the Gouernor, 


and after long diſputation about oraunting three dayes reſpit 


which the beſieged craued ts expect ſome ſuccours, they ar laſt 


concluded to deliuer vp the towne and caſtle. 

The next day,which was the third of September (after that the 
Gouernours wife was come, for whom Prince Maurice had ſent a 
| trumpetto a placecalled Lint in the countrie of Couloign with 
certaine wagons) they went their way according to the accord, 
being eight hundred and thirtie men (among whom were certayn 
Spamards, and likewiſe an Enfigne-bearer of the caſtle of An- 
ruerpe) with their enſignes, armes and baggage , and a ſmall 
piece of ordnance belonging to Count Meurs , his Excellencie 
hauing graunted them fortic wagons, for which Captaine Boe- 
cop was caution. Sixe pieces of ordnaunce were found in the 
caſtle, 4 of batterie, one canon of an extraordinarie weight, one 
demie canon , and two field pieces. Foure great cables made at 
Couloign were likewiſe found in the Storehouſe, of eight thouſand 
weight,which were for feruice of the ferrie boats. 

In this manner did his Excellencie in a moneths ſpace win 
three townes and three Caſtles from the enemie, -videlicer, Al- 
pen, Berck, Meurs, and Camillos Fort , with all the boats ypon 
the Rhyne, and in the ſayd places fonnd aboue fiftic and foure ca- 
non, among which were eleuen for batterie, andthe reſt of diffe- 
rent bigneſle (as hath been ſayd. ) |

Hauing in haſt made 
a bridge ouer the Rhyne ot one hundred yards 1n length,the armie z 
crofled the riuer the ſame day, and lodged that night betwixt the 
ppeand Rhyne. | DN 

The next day croſſing ouerthe Lippe, he marched by Weſel! 
and went to Bruynen 1n the countrie of Munſter, From thence, | 
onthe tenth of September, he paſſed aJoiig by Boecholt, 8& lodg- 
ed that night at Alten neere to Btevoot, which hee ſent to view. j 
But vpon intelligence that Count John of Limbolirg and Stie- 
rum lay in Grol] , with twelue ehſignes of foot, and three cornets | 
of horſe, his Excellencie wentthither the next day : And on the e- | 
leventh of September,hee quattered his campe in a ſquare forme 
rowards the Weſt cnd of the fayd towne, which was fortified with 
five Bulwarks, fo as it ſeemed his Excellencie would haue enough | 
to doe ; yet he made ſuch haft in a ſhort ſpace, as he inuironed the | 
towne with trenches and other workes that none could enter in or 
iſſue forth : and percetuing that the towne would not bee taken 
| but by force, he cauſed ſeuen galleries to be made(which are co- 
nered wayes by which men paſſe over the dikes to the rampiers) | 
the better to enter two bulwarkes, and to that end made two prin- | 
cipall batteries, and two lefler ones; to play in ſuch ſort vpon the 
rampliers, as none ſhould daretoſtand ypon them\the berter ther- | 
by to further the worke. 

His Exccellencie at his arrivall before Groll (hauing intelli- 
gence that the enemie had not mand the Towne of Goor) he 
cauſed it to bee taken , placing a foot companie mm garriſon 
there, About the ſame time, eight enfiencs of footmen arrived | 
arthe cawpe.

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In the meane time, certaine light skirmiſhes were made ,butto 


morport,to draine the water forth of the ditches, which ar Jaſt was 
done by night on the five and twentieth of September. His Ex- 
cellencies Maſter ofthe fire-workes,did his beſt to ſhoot wild-fire 
into the towne,the which ar laſt he did at three ſeuerall times, vi- 
delicet, 9n the foure and twentieth of the ſaid moneth in the night, - 
which itthe Burghers had not laboured to quench, a great part of

ners to his Exccllencie on the eight and twentieth of September, 


| who conferringa long time with him, would not bee drawne to 


' graunt them their horſeand enſ1gnes,yet at laſt he graunted it, and 
was content they ſhould depart with their goods and armes, on 
condition that they ſhould not: beare armes on this fide the Maſe 
againſt the vnited Prouinces for the ſpace of three moneths, and | 
ſhould deliuer yp al the bookes,writings and records of the coun-

Generall Billyes,the Droflart Egmonts, the gouernour Boymers,Her- 
man de Ens, Borchgraue,and Eyikemaghey aunfwered , That it they 
ſhould on a fodaine yeeld the towne,they knew not how to aun- 
ſwer1t. Thereupon , his Excetlencie preſently cauſed trenches 
and batteries to be made,and ditcharged certaine volleis, whileſt 
the platformes were preparing/for the batter1e, which being rea- 
die, and the Burghers fearing ſome greater nuſchiete, certain men 
came torch of the towne on iA 22. of October ar night, viz.

Rince Matrice on the ſix and twenieth of October, led his ar- | 


mie from Odenzeel,and comming with the vantgard to Nor- 
thoorn,he went to Bears Caſtle with the Princetie of Orange 
accompanied with Brabantina of Orange,who with other Nobili- 
tie was come to take her leaue,where they were vene honourably 
& kindly entertained by the earle of Benthem & the Counteſle Pa- 
latine the dowager, who remained there, from-whence the Prin- 
celle departed the next day,and his Excellencie wentneere to Em(- 
buere where his arne Jav,which,on the 28 of Oobergcrofled the 
river Amiſa,and went before the towneandicaſtle of Lingen. 
Lingeni isa frontier towne ſeated inthe fartheſt part of the low- 
countries,itisa Seignorie, wherein is a towne,caftle,and 4 villages, 
which the Emperor Charles the fifth vſurped by confiſcation, in "the 
yeare 1546, together with the-Counne of Teckelenbourg atid the 
Seigniorie of Reyden,which he took from countConradeof Tecke- 


lenbourg,who had an hand inthe league of Smalcald, making war | 


vpon him,and was therefore condemned as arebell. Where upon, 


the emperour gaue the faid countie and Seignorie to! Maximilian | 
of Egmond, Count of Buren, in recompence of Iris good{eruice. 


Afterward.the earle was reconciled to the Emperour, on this con- 


diton;that Livgen ſhould remaine tro:Count Buren.

Lingen, and three rauclins, and fix hundred fouldiers in garriſon, compre- 
hendedin three foot companies,and one Cornet of horſe, vnder 
the conduct of Count Frederick of Berguen, the Droſlart Indervelt, 
Lankema, Verdugos Lieutenant, with all other neceſlaries belong- 
ing to a liege. OE 

Count Frederick had cauſed certaine houſes that ſtood nere the 
towne, to be burnt, becauſe the enemie ſhould not ſeaze on them. 
The next day the beſieged made a falley, burnt a mill which ſtood 
without the towne, and skirmiſhed with the Scots, who did beat 
them in againe. In the night, as our men began to make their ap- | 
proches , thoſe in thetowneand caſtle did nothing all that night 
and molt partof the next day , but diſcharge their ordnance ſo as 
the whole rowne ſeemed to be on fire. 

The thirtieth of October, fixe eniignes of Frizons came to the 
campe, 2nd the beſieged about cight of the clocke the ſame cue- 
ning, did, with one Rodin five hundred men, aſlaile the gard 
ot Frizons, where captaine Peter Leenwaerd , his Serjeant, and 
two or three ſouldiers were ſlaine, after which,the towneſmen with 
ſome loſle retired. 

The one and thirtieth of October, and firſt of Nouember, cer- 
taine canons were planted, and our men beganto batter the forti- 
fications, the better thereby ro make their approach. The night 
following,we made a batterie with fixe canon, and the ſouldiers 
marched the ſame day cuen to the dike of the rauelin before th 
cate called Molen-port. 277 30h 

The ſecond of Nouember, nineteene boats came to Embden, 
loden with ordnance and munition, and paſled along by a place 
called Oort, notwithſtanding the oppoſition of the caſtle which 
belonged to the Earle. | 

The third and fourth of Nouember, the approches on everie 
ſide were aduaunced, fo as the ſouldicrs before Molen-port came 
ſo farre into the rauclin, as they found a Myne which the towne(- 
men had made, and ſome of them tooke their hats and filled them 
with gun-powder, which beeing perceiued by the beſieged, they 
| Aupg forth wild-fire ypon our fouldiers, which burnt divers of 
them,together with certaine Myners : this happened on the 5 of 
Nouember. 75 | | 
\ - Theſameday, the Embaſidors of Denmarke arrived , viz. the 
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| Chanceller Jiefelt, and:the Lord: Barnekou, with a great traine 
and ſtrong Conuoy, they came from the Hague and paſled by 
Swoll , to come and fee the campe , viſiting the trenches, bur 
not without admiration wondering at and commending our 
Skill in martial matters. The next day,they departed thence,and 
were ſtrongly conuoyed towards Dulmenhortt. 

| Theſame day, the workes were well aduaunced, and the 6 of 
Nouember, three galleries were made, which were bargained 
to be done, the one tor one thouſand ſix hundred, the other for 
onethouſand five hundred, and the third for one thouſand toure 
hundred florins ; this money was more bounntully beſtowed, be- 
cauſe the States of Holland had ſent 10000 florins to the campe 
for payment of the workes: ſo as betore Molen-port and Leuck- 


port our men were gotten 1nto the rauelins, to leuell the cauſes 


whuch kept the water 11 the dikes. 

The ſeuyenth and eighth of Nouember, the beliegers began to 
| ſeazeyponthe rauelins before the gates, and to let torth the wa- 
ter. The ninth of Nouember, artillerie and munition came to 
the campe: whereupon, three dayes after; his Excellencie made 
another batterie, with foure and twenne pieces of ordnance yp- 
on the caſtle; and after that, vpon the rweltth'day,he had battered 
the fornifications for e1ght houres ſpace, and ynder fauour of the 
canon, began to yndermyne two bulwarkes he ſummoned the 
towne : thereupon, the towneſmen craued an houres reſpit for 
conſultation, and a ceſſation of the ordnance and Myne , but his 
Excellencie would giue them no time; ſo as they demanded two 
hoſtages for two of their men whom they would fend vnto him , 
the one was Verdugos Lieutenant, and the other Fuert de Ens, and 
| late1n the Euening, a compoſition was made, That they ſhould 
depart the next day, with their horſe,armes,Cornet, enfgnes and 
baggage,and ſhould crofle the Rhyne and Maſe according tothe 
agreement of thoſe of Oldenzee] , delivering vp all their papers 
and writings concerning the demaines of the Countre to his Ex- 
cellencie, craving fittie wagons for their firſt dayes journey : and 
that all the officers and Burghers might remaine fix weekes1n the 
towneto endtherr buſineſle, and atterwards with paſſeport, to 
goe whither they ſhould pleaſe.

Was raiſed in Anno 599. 


Frer the conqueſt of ſo many ſundrie Townes, we are next to 

ſpeake ofthe fiege of Bommell , and of the enemics entrance 

into the Iſland called Bommels-weert vader the condudt of 
the Admerall of Arragon: and for better recizall thereof, we will 
make ſome briete deſcription ofthetowne. 

Bommell isa frontier "Towne ypon the confines of Guelderland 
towards the South,and ſtands vpon rhe rtuer Waell on the North 
ſide ofthe Iſle of Bommel]:it is ofa reaſonable bigneſle, and excee- 
ding ſtrong by nature : it was firſt walled by Duke Ocho, vnder 


whoſe gouernement the Countrie of Guelderland and the number . 
| of townes in 1t were much augmented. | 


The river Wael| doth not onely make Bommell commodious 
for trafhike , but impregnable onthe North fide and free from al] 
inuaſion. The Countrie about it 1s verie low; and not alone yofi: 
for Mynes, but for continuance of any long fiege,foran winter , by 
reaſon of great waters and onerflowing of rivers , it inforceth the 


| enemic toleaue the field . Beſide her naturall ſtrength, 1t hath 


becne euer well forafied with bulwarkes and Towers, and is 


enuironed with a double rampier and dike, as the Reader may 


perceive by the Map. 


From the beginning of the Low-Countrie warres till this day, | 


cach partic hath laboured to become Maſter of this towne in re- 


 gard of her {icuation; eſpecially the: vnited Proujnces , becauſe it 
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ſerues as a rampier againſt the incurſions and 1nuaſion of their e- 
nemies, and1s afſtrong and ſure key to their confines, which they 
likewiſe fortunatly obtayned by meanes of thoſe of Gorcum, who 
rooke it 1n anno 1572,and haue kept it till this preſent,notwithſtan- | 
ding the enemies many attempts , and daily diligence of the Spa= 
niſh commaunders , who have often gone about to become Ma- 
ſters thereof, and to rake it from-them : As in Anno 1599, when 
they brought their whole ſtrengthinto the Ule of Bommell, vnder | 
the conduct of D. Franciſco de Mendoza high Admeral of Arragon, 
and beſieged the towne with the bulwarks and torts round about 
it. And becauſethis fiege of Bommel|, together with the raiſing 
thereot, is one of the notableſt exploits of warre done in the Low- 
countries, we will briefely ſet downe,the moſt remarkable matters 
which were there acted intreating the Readerto takeitin good 
art. 

The Admerall of Arragon , hauing aſſembled all his forces ly- 
ing on the Empires territories and neutrall countries, did, on the 
ſixteenth of Aprill,takea general| muſter ot them, and onthe fixe 
and twenticth of the ſaid moneth , brought them before the im- | 
pregnable fort of the Iſland called SGreyen-weert;whole garriſon | 
was fo ſtrong ard well prouided of all neceſlaries, as it was to be | 
preſumed , thatthe Spaniards would not haue dared to hope for 
the winning of it, eſpecially 1n view of the States armie,which hin- | 
dered them from enclotfing it. Their weake attempts likewiſe,and 
the event thereof ſhewed that they aimed at ſome other place, and 
that this was bur a countertert fiege,onely to draw the States armie 
thither,that they might be able on a ſodaine to ſurprize the Towne 
ot Bommell,and forts adjacent. 

| My Lords the States of the vnited Prounnces, hauing intelligence 
certaine moneths before, that the enemie would inuade the Iſle of 
Bommell , tgbe able fromthence to make his entrance into Hol. 
land,had giuen orderto fortifie and circle the ſaid town with new. 
bulwarkes and flankers , and to 1nlarge the forts of Voorn and 
| Creuecceur,which by reaſon of their (malneſſe were not able to 
hold out jong : theſe workes werealreadie begun in the rowne of | 
| Bommell and fort of Voorn,but not ended,by reaſon the ground 
was too ſoft, and the waters too high ; ſothat the weſt-fide of the 
towne lay all open,the old wals being beaten downe and thenew 
 notyet ereted,as likewiſe in Voorn tort , where the new worke | 
| Was 
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was ſcarce defenſible, and would not haue beene able to with- 


{tand the enemies furie. 
Theſe things drew the Spaniards intothe Ile of Bommell,that 


they might become Maſters thereof cretheſe places were fortifi- 


e& Andtothisendithey came beforethe fort of SGrauen-weert, 
todraw (as it fell out) the States campethither. 


By whach occaſion,the Towne of Bommel,and forts neere ad- 
joyning,werenotſo well prouided omen as was requilit, The 
Admerall of Arragon lying before $SGrauen-weert, and amu- 
ſing the States campe,had ſent certainetroopes,vnder the conduct 
of Zapena, towards Gennip vponthe Maſe,vnder colour of a con- 
uoy ; vnto whomhe. ſent a. great part of his armie on May day, 
conducted by La Bourlotte.. + 

The enemie, for execution of his enterpriſe, had prouided 
certaine boats ypon the Maſe, in which, they meant to fall downe 
towards the Iſle of Voorn, and on the z day of May,in the Mor- 
ning, they all embarked themſelues and came to the ſayd Ifland. 
But Prince Maurice, according to his vſuall care and diligence, 
had aduertiſed the Garriſon of their intent, commaunding them 
to arme and ſtand vpon their gard, who by this meanes pre- 


vented the enemies purpoſe , and kept him from making any 


attempt : Whereupon hee was enforced to goe backe with 
his boats to a place'called Lit, where he remained that day 
and the next. LE 
Thefourth of may, at might, they did with canon ſhot inforce 
the man of warre(which the-States kept vpon the Maſc, to gard 
the river,and to {top the enemies paſlage)ro reure thence, and to 
fall downe the {treame, and cauſed certame boats to be brought 
by land towards Keſlell,whether they ſent their owne fanterte , 
which was imbarked by night, and paſſed on betwixt Roflen and

' Andthe fifth of May, before day breake, they entred the' Iſle 
of Bommell,where they: forufied themielues on both fades the 
water. This ſodainearriuall of theirs;did-{o affright thoſe of Bom- 
mell, as divers Burghers fled: confuſedly forth of the Towne, 
carrying away with them what they: could conuemently : And 
to ſpeake truely, had the enemio;prelently afcer his arriuall in the 


| Ifland + ſhewed himſelfe before:the: Towne; he: would: have 
| mightily endaungered it, the walls lyingapenand the Burghers 
Ee being 
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being terrified. But by his negligence, and ſtaying for the Ad- 


merall,who was hourely expe&ed with his whole armie, he loſt | 
that gallanc opportune. 

| Has Excellenciean the meane time, hauing intelligence of 
the enemies arriuall in the Ifle of Bommell, made haſt thither- 

ward with his Cauallerie and certaine foot companies, where 

he arriued on the fixth of May, and gaue order forall things ne- | 
| ceſfarie in therowne, commaunding the Burghers {till to abide 
| there, who by bis comming were ſo encouraged , as they alone 


| thought themſelues ſtrong enough to withſtand the enenve. 


The ſeventh of May,the Spaniards forſooke the town of Em- 
merick, and joyned with the Admerall , who was then mar- 
ching towards the Iſle of Bomme]l. It was ſuppoſed that the 
Admerall had an intent to haue ſeazed on Heuſden , a verie | 
ſtrong Towne, and ſeated within an houres journey of Bom- 
mell. 

But his Excellencie, likea prouident prince, went thither on 
the 11 of May, with tenne foot companies, and cauſed the Iſle of 
Hemert to be fortified and intrenched round abour. | 

The Admerall percejumgthat Heuſden was too well proui- | 
ded,did,with all his force,aſlault the Fort of Creuecceur, which 
by reaſon of the ſmalnefle was not able to hald out againſt him : 
Whereupon, the garriſon yeelded it vp;.and departed thence 
with their enſignes and armes. | 

His Excellencie having intelligence thx. Creuecceur was 
yeelded, returned ſpeedily co Bommell,and cauſed it to be enui- | 
roned with many trenches, halfe Moones,and ſuch like workes. 

By thele fortifications; the Towne of Bommel(in mans judge- | 
ment) was made impregnable, and as many as ſaw the height 
and bredth of thoſe workes, wereamazed, for it isalmoſt incre- | 
dible to ſee what they wrought in view of the king of Spaines

Beſide thele fortifications a farre off, the bulwarkes of the 
Towne which had bin begun, were finiſhed, and the walls cle- 
ſed 'vp, the Towne being well furniſhed with ordnance and o- | 
ther prouifion in places of moſt neceſline. The Admeral, in the 
meane time, lay with his campeat Creuecceur, wherehe was bu. 
fied in makinga bridge-ouer the:Maſe, and a halfe Moone on | 
| Heels fide,theredy toſecure the nuer. to hich

The 13 of May,the enemte made ſhew as it he would haue re- 
turned to:Heuſden : whereupon, his Excellencie ſent 3t enfignes 


| mothither.But he marched towards Roflem, hoping to enter into 


the Iſle of Tiell;called Tielche-weert, to encloſe the Ile of Bom- 
mell on all fides:but Prince Maurice ſent ordnance thither,and cau- 
ſed batteries to be made, thereby hindering the enemies paſ- 
ſage. | 

"The 14 of May, Count Frederick brought the moſt part of the 
armie betore Bommell, hauing firſt run vp and downe the Coun- 
trie,and done nothing, but warned thoſe of Bommell and Voorn 
to fortifie themſelues, and g1uenthem time to doe it. He came 
and ſat downe on the Welt-f1de, where the Towne had beene 
moſt open, there beginning his sKirmithes, hoping to enter it, but 
thoſe within it, did brauely repulfe him. During this sKkirnuſh the 
enemie thought to haueentredthe Ifle of Roſlem , bur allthings 
being there well ordered, his attempt had no good ſucceſſe.Then 
he began ro beſiege the towne,ſeating his campe at a place called 
Oenſell, aboue the Towne, and. made his trenches at the cauſey 
called Oenſen-Dijke, that he might lie fafe from the Towne ſhor. 
Prince Maurice perceiuing that the enemie meantto ſer ypon him 
with his whole power, did Iikewiſe breake vp his campe which 


| lay inthe Betuwe, and brought tro Bommell,making all prepa- 
| rations for defence, ſending torall forts of munition, and maKing | 


ſundrie batteries. 
His whole campe being aſſembled,he diuided it verie skilfally, 


and fortified all peceſſarie places. He manned Bommel witch eight 


| enſignes belonging to the Lord Peter de Dorp , eight enfignes of 


the Lord Vander-Noot, foure enfignes of Sueſſe, and the Lord de 1a 


Nowe, with ſeuen French companies ; and himſelfe with his youn=- 


oelt brother, Count J/illiam, and Count Lodyick, retired thence. 
He quartered the Engliſh at Haeften, the Gards at Tuyll,the reſi- 
due of the French at Wardenbourg,at Opinen the reſt of the Fri- 
zons, at Heſſe]]l Count Erneftus with the Almans, the Scots 
with Edmonds regiment at Voorn, and all the horſe in the 
Iſle of Tyell , and ſo from thence as farre as Gorcum , to 
keepe continuall watch along the River. The Admerall Du- 
uenVvoord likewiſe went vp the River Waell , with ffteene 
men of warre, which lay from Opinen as farre as beneath 
Haecften.. te Vi2910:1 DIDSOTOIT 
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On theſixteenth of May, all things being thus ordered by the | 
States armie,the Admeral of Arragon came at laft to'his campe; | 
ſoas al the power on both ſides was aſlemb]ed nere to Bommel. 
The Spaniards were in number 26000 foot, and 4000 horle ; the 
States forces confiſted of 16000 foot, and three thouſand: horle, 
molt of them old ſouldiers,and hada long time bin trayned yp in 
war, and purchaſed great experience. _ 

The ſame night that the Admeral-came to'his campe,he made 
a furious aſlault vpon the rtownes furtheſt fortifications, towards | 
the gate called Oenſche-port, which were ſcarce finiſhed; bur 
he was brauely beaten backe, with greatlofle of his men, and a- 
mong others, La Motre was taken pritoner, who died at Bommell 
of his hurt, together with Alfonſo D Aualos , who was grieuouſlly 
wounded, yet within a while after, recovered his health. 

Prince Maurice cauſed the caufey called Oenſchen-Dijke to 
be vndermined, that he might blow vp the enemie, if he retur- | 
ned to aflaile the fortifications. 'Ehis was his latt aſſault vypon 
Bommell; for atterward he kept himſelte yerie quiet, ſtanding ra- 
ther on detence than offence. 

His Excellencie on the contrarie; was not ſatisfied in defen- 
ding the towne of Bommell , but did likewiſe with all his might 
aſlaile the enemie,ſhooting on-euente ſ11de into his campe,and v1- | 
ſiting himottenin his trenches. 'The workes and fortifications | 
did daily encreaſe round about Bommell, and a bridge of boats | 
was likewiſe made ouer the Waell before the Towne, five pace 
in bredth, and fourc hundied and fiftic in length. There were 
ten great boats,and eight and twentie leſſer ones, & a verie great 
Ferrie-boat ſerving tor an opening to the bridge when need 
WAS. | 
By his Excellencies commaund, all mariners that were in the 
States fleet, came into the towne of Bommell to ayd the ſouldi- 
ers to make a furious aſſault vpon the enemie, who was aduerti- 
ſed thereot by two French-men that fled fromour fide : where- 
upon,the mariners were ſent backeto theirſhips. 

The 18 of May,Count Lodwick,with 8 cornets of horſe,was ſent 
on Brabants ſide, to ſurpriſe the enemies gards, but returned 
without any effect. 75)! | 
| On theoneand twentieth, at night,our ſouldiers being tor the 

moſt part Engliſh and French, did fiercely aflaile the enemie in 
1 his 
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his trenches, and ſlew aboue fix hundred men, and-wopld. per- 
adventure haue troubled the whole armie, had not a quarrell a- 
roſe hetwixt the two Nations ; whereupon, they returned to 
the Towne, bringing Captaine Aldeno priſoner with them, with 
ſome other ſouldiers. And on their fide inſt two Captaines, and 
ſome others, who for the moſt part were flayne by themſelucs. 


The enemie at that time was ven buſe in his fortifications, 


making platformes and ſundrie batteries;from which he ſhot into 


the Towne and ouer the bridge, but did no great hurt , ſpoyling 


the houſes more than men; daily approching towards the waters 
ſide,that he might be able to reach our bridge with his ordvance; 
and our men to defend it,did much eleuat the wings of their tren- 
ches.Our trenches, bulwarks,8& batteries were daily encreaſed, be- 
ing ſtoredwith diuers cano,culuerins,& other yrou pieces, which 
continually played vpon the evemie, doing great hurt among his 
men,ſoas they drew backe their cabins and Tents to-be tree trom 
thecanon.Diuers of the enemies dead & wounded men were daily 
carryed to Sertoghenbuske and other places neere adjoyning 
which falled the Hoſpitalls, among whotn were many Captaines 
and commaundetrs; i

The foureand twentieth of May, the enemie departed from the 
Ile of Bommell], with fiue thouſand foot, and one thouſand horſe, 
to fetch in vicuals, munition, and other neceſlaries : and on the 
{ix and twentieth, he ſent foure thouſand foot men, and certaine 
horſe towards Antuerpe, to conuoy the pay for the armie to the 
Campe, and the better to couer his intent, he diſcharged many 
vollics of ſhot, ſeeking thereby to carrie away certayne ord- 
nance. 

Thereupon,his Excellencie, with all the gards, went downe 
lower, being followed by fix cornets of horle, and out of euerie 
Engliſhcompanie,he tooke fittie men, which in all amounted to 
one thouſand three hundred toot,and with them embarked him- 


ſelfe trom Worcum, and marched far into Brabant : but the ene- 


mie hauing deſcried our men, retired with all the treafure into 
Herentalls, beeing vnwilling to leaue his aduauntage : where- 
upon, Prince Mauricereturned to his Campe , leauing certayne 
ſtraglers behind him. ;

blowne yp either our ſhips or bridge ; they were fiue foot long, 
and one toot broad: there were in them fixe Chambers charged 
with powder, verieartifictally made with fire-lockes,and did beare 
out a point before, which comming to ſtrike againſt any thing, 
| the ſpring vobendedit ſelfe, and gaue fire tothe-powder , av. 
brake all things neerc it1n-pieces: the enemie had made many of 
theſe, yetthey did in no ſort hurt either our bridge or ſhips. The 
thirtieth of May, the bodie of the enemies Campe was much en- 
larged by great numbers ot Tents and Cabins : for he had newly 
received twelue great canons called the twelue Apoſtles, each of 
them carrying a bullet of threeſcore pound weight; with which 
came foure thouſand Spaniards and Italians,and certain cornets 
of horle. 

The fame day,the enemie attempted to croſſe the Wael neere 
to Nreule, two leagues beyond Tyell, but his Excellencie forth- 
with ſent fixteeve foot companies and fiue cornets of horſe to ſtop 
their paſſage. The fame day, our double canon, and other ord- 
nance plaied fiercely ypon the enemie, who did the like vpon the 
| Towne,and eſpecially cowards the bridge;but the. bullets, for the 
moſt patr, tellin a place called Haetrenſche-weert,doing no great 
hurt either to the bridge or men.

* Dailie skirmiſhes were made betwixt the ſentinels & ſouldiers 
which deſerue no long diſcourſe,onely, our men were commonly 
victorious. Beſide thoſe of Bommell , the inhabitants of Voorn, 
Heuſden, Gorcum, and other neighbour Townes , made incur- 
ſions vpon the enemie,and rooke daily {tore of priſoners, and ma- 

ny gallant horſe, and 1n Bomwmell alone during the ſiege, more 
than foure hundred were fold. | 

Newes came from Sertoghenbusk, that on the ejghtand twen- |

The Spaniards from the beginning had no great hope of this 
ſiege, but had rather to haue gone before Breda or ſome other

Thoſe of Bommel, perceiuing the enemies retreat,did in troops 
run to their forſaken campe , where they found much baggage , 
armour,and other engins, many dead men. vnburicd , many hurt 
men and yong children left behind, whom his Excellencie feat at- 
ter them,cauſing the dead bodies'to be buried, and the wounded 
to be brought into the towne to be healed. 

The fifth of Tune, the enemies trenches, batteries, and other 
workes, were made playne and leuel| by the Burghers and ſoul- 
diers, with their owne. tooles which they had left behind .

His Excellencie,to keepe the enemie forth of the Iſle of Tiell, | 
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companies belonging to the Lord Yarder-Noor,and foure of Su- 
eſſes to V arick. He began toplant ſundrie batteries, and to forti- 
he the Ifland called Roflenſche-middel-weert, and other pla- 
| ces,he Iikewiſe ſtrongly entrenched the Ifle of Voorn:'' ? 

Both the campes were quiet all Iunc, becauſe the enemie was 
afraidto paſſe on his way, and Prince Maurice attended him in 
vaine ; each fide being buſied in making batteries and other for- 
tifications, and annoying one another with the ordnahce. 

The enemie began a vertie greatand ſtrong Fort at Roflem, 
vpona Dike called Lorre-graft, ina ſtrezght and narrow place 
of the Iſle of Bommel, with Currtaines, the better to ſhadow him- 
ſelfe and to cauſethe ſayd dike to run into the Wael]. 

Itis reported that fifteene thouſand of the enemies diuided 
themſelues into three troopes, and caſt lots which of the three 
ſhould firſt crofle the water , hauing many boats for that pur- 
poſe, ſo as their whole number might eaſily haue paſſed over 
at thrice: this ſhould haue beene pur in practite vpon the foure 
and twentieth of Iune in the Morning before day breake , being 
Mid-Summer day ; but it was not effetted. Thoſe of Midel-weerr; | 
Varick;Heeſſelt, and Opinen, ſtood all night in good order, ex- 
peQing the enemie who ſtirred not. His Excellencie did often 
| ſend certain horſe, musketiers,and armed pikes to proucke him, | 
but he would nor come forth of his hold. | 

The Admerall of Arragon, ſent D. Ambrofio Landriano with 
molt of the horſe, and the regiment of D. Lewis de Villar, to pre- 
uent the frequent incurſions of thoſe of Litfenhall. 

Thefirſtof Iuhe,theenemie made aboue five hundred great 
ſHor, butdid not hurta man of ours. The ſecond of Tuhe, the 
Engliſhmen that lay at Haeften, the French, that were at Weer- 
denbourg and Nerines, and fixe enſignes of the garriſon of the 
Iſle of Hemert,called Hemert{chen-weert, marched'vp higher. 

His Excellencie hauing 1n vayne long expeed'the enemies 
comming, did, onthe fourth of Tulic, by day breake, ſend three | 
thonſand men rowards Herwaerden, there to make an half moon 
in the enemies view. | 719 | 
 Herwaerden is ſeated on a plaine or leue] ground, higher than 
all the trenches in the Iſle of Voorn:: there did our men preſent- 
ly fortifie themſelues, making an halfe Moon, which they fenced 
with 'pallizadoes. This worke beeing ir” ſome | fort (defenſible,

| his Exc. ſent more men before & atlaſt,followed them himſelfe. 
| Our men laboured vente hard from toureof the clock in the 


' mormivg till ſix at night, without any letof the enemy, but when 


the halfe moone was almoſt fniſhed, he then ſhewed himſelfe 
with certaine troups of hor(e and foot, thinking thereby to draw 
| our ſouldiers into an ambuſcado; who vpon intelligence that a 
great troupe of horſe lay behiad a banke, would not oo forth. 
| Theenemy withina while after, returned with 2500 Spanyards 
| and Iral1ans, who vnder the conduct of Zapena gaue a furious aſ- 
ſault to our halfe moone,aud with them a great number of monks 
and Clergie men, who came with crofles and banners to encou- 
rage them:but our men did valiantly defend the halfe moone and 
repulſed the cnemie, notwithſtanding his fierce afſault,in which 
| many of them had gotren ouer the palizadoes, fighting hand to 
| hand withour men,and killing one another with puſh otpike. 
Thoſe of Voorn, Varijck,and Heeſlelſchen-weert,did continu- 
ally with their canon and {mall ſhot, play vpon the enemi2s,fo as 
in the end they were to their great diſgrace enforced to retire, lea- 
uing moe then 700 dead men behind them, (among whom were 
divers Captaines and Commanders)belide thoſe that were hurt,of 
whom 150 diedin Sertoghenbusk. This aſſault continued two 
houres long,and yet there were but 8 of our men ſlaine,and ſome 
| 20 hurt.The enemy had brought two field peeces to batter the 
' halfe moone,but did not hurt one man of ours, and in his retreat 
loſt g6& men, among whom oneof the aboue mentioned monks 
was found,being armed with many holy rehques which did him 
no good, he died with his armes full of palzzadoes which he had 
valiantly pluck vp. | fo 
| Theſame day, the enemies with z demy cation which wereſent 
them,ſanke one of our boats neere to Herwaerden, but the me 
wereſaued,ſome 11x or ſeauen excepted, that were flaine and hurt. 
The of Tuly, ia Bourlorte with a troupe of horſe & 400 muſque- 
tiers, lay in ambuſh,thinking to draw our Cauallery thither which | 
were vpon the gard before the towne of Bommell : But our men 
miltruſting the matter, becauſe the enemy came on with fo few, 
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| vpon them, putting them to rout, aud tooke the Baron of Roſne 

priſoner, and an Italian Captaine that preſently died othis hurts, 
whoſe bodie was afterwards redeemed. His Excellencie hikewile 

I «- Ft | began| 
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gaue back,tillthey were fafe trom the ambuſcado , and then fell | 
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began to fortifie the Iſland or Widdel-weert, called Nat-gat on 
Herwaerden ide, and all the Villages round aboutit, with tren- 
ches. 

The ſeuenth of Iulie, a ſecond halfe Moone was begun vpon 
the Litſenham, and was conjoyned to the fir{t by wings,the ber- 
ter to ſecurethe bridge, which was afterward placed betwixt 
Voorn and Herwaerden. They likewiſe made a new wing at 
Herwaerden,towards the enemies bridge , extending it abroad 
round about the village,from whence we might eafily diſcerne1t; 
ſo as our men did daily approach nearer it, watching for a fit op- 
portunitie to cut it oft from him. 

The 8 of Iulie, his Excellencie and his whole Court remo- 
ued from Bommel and went to Voorn, quartering himſelf at the 


head of the Iſland, whither his owne gard , and thoſe of Count | 


William and Count Hohenlo,preſently followed him. 

Thearme of the States were buſied in making two ſundrie 
bridges of boats : The firſt, on the third of Iulie, vpon the Wael! 
from the lile of Tiell to the Ifle of Voorn : The ſecond, on the $ 
of Lulic,trom Voorn to Herwaerden, on which, tenne enſfignes of 
Scors, and the Lord of Giſtels, with twelue other enfignes of his 
regiment, paſſed ouerthe ſame day towards Herwaerden. The 
enemie being fearefull and jealous of his bridge,tranſported it on 
the ninth of Iulie tothe old place betwixt Heel,and Creuecceur. 
His Exceilencie, on the 12 ot Iulie, ſent three thouſand fiue hun- 
dred toor,and 1000 horſe towards Litſenhamto aflaile the enemy, 
who pot appearing,our men returned, bringing hack with them 
| 40 horſe and foure priſoners. - 

The Spaniſh licrſemen, ſo ſooneasours were gone from Lit- 
ſenham, ſhewed themſelues on the bauk, but were ſoone beaten 
thence by our Canon. 

The fame day.a French lord, fonneto agreat man of France, 
was ſhot into the head before Herwaerden , and dyed of his

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The enemie was in thoſe Villages on Litſenham and Herwaer- 
dens fide, ſtrongly entrenched, but on the other ſide verie ſlen- 
derly , ſo as our men were to fetch a compaſle abour,to aſſaile the 
enemie behind. But the Frenchthar were 1n the Vant-gard be- 
1nz impatient of delay, and deſiring a fpeedie victorie, aſlatled the 


rival ofour men, the enemie ſtood beforc his trenches, offering 
s$kirmiſh, but was ſoone beaten in againe, and one of his captains 
taken pritoner and carried away into the Ifle of Voorn. 

Thele thus defeated, our men did valiantly aflaile the enemies 
trenches, but by reaſon of the hight of their fortifications, and 
greatnubers of their men , we did no great matter, but were faine 
ro retire, bringing away ſome 60 dead 8& hurt men,moſt of whom 
were French-men,and to ſpeake truely of them,had with incre- 
dible valour,marched euzn into the enemies trenches. 


The enemieplanted a batteric at Keſſe||,from whence he plaid 


Lulic, he tooke oneof our men of warre that lay. in gard onthe 
higher fide of Amelroye, and flew moſt of the mariners. Theſe 
were the notableſt exploits done 1n the Iſle of Bomme!] and pla- 
ces neere ad} Ant 16 May tif]che26 of lalie.

There were continuall mutinies in the enemies campe, 1n re- 
gard of bad pay & other quarrels.

There were continual sKirmithes betwixt our ca- 
ualeric and the enemies, who went abouttoſurpriſe one another,

Our men ſtil] madeincurhons vpon the enemie, and,on the 10 
of Auguft, tooke more than 200 horſe, and wuch baggage from 


high and broad rampiers,thinking thereby to (top the paſlage of 
the river Waell, to conquer the Ile of Bommel,and to open him= 
ſelfe a way into Holland, Virecht, and the heart of Guelderland, 
Many wondred whie the enemie was ſo long idle inthe Ifle of

Theſe are the molt Iikelie reaſons that moued the enemie to. 
keepe his armie (o long a time inthe Ifle of Bomme], without 
any other <xploits; totheſe, an other may bee added, which 1s, 
that they thought good to tarriethere, in regard of the fineſſe of 
the place, from whence they naght make attempts on the neigh- | 


vpon Worcum, Breda,and Nimmeguen ; but by Gods affiſtance 
and the carefulneſſe of our commaundersit tooke none effe&t. | 

My Lords the States of the vnited Proutnces , ſhewed them | 
ſelues veriecarefull for the defence of this towne, yea ſome ofthe 


ro Bommell, not without great daunger of their liues : for Canon 
bullets did not onely flie ouer the late Martin de Roſſem Lord of | 
Pouderoys houſe , where they were aflembled, bur pierced 
throught. 

The Prouinces did greatly further this buſineſle, for they. fur- 
niſhed the Campe with all neceſlaries, and all that Summer kept 


wagons, three hundred fiftie fixe horſe of draught ; there were | 
two hundred and three Bridge-Maſters, aud other officers fit for 
ſuch ſeruice. To conclude, the extraordinarie expence in boats, 
wagons, drawing horſe., munition , and prouiſion for the vrd- | 
nance and officers thereof, did ſtand the Prouinces that Sum- 
mer (beſidethe ſouldiers pay) in twelue hundred thouſand flo- 
rins.

| concluded, beſide their other enterpriſes, to ſet forth a mightie 
Heer, to invade the King of Spaines dominions, as the Enghſhmen 
had often done with good facceſle. © - | | 
Andto this end, divers ſhips were rigd forth the ſame pou 
10 the havens and Merchant Townes of Holland and Zeland, 
and many matiners wete taken into pay ouer all the vnited Pro- 
uinces. Some of theſe ſhips were double mand and vidtualled for 
a long voyage, the reſt, onely to continue in ordinarie places. 

Thoſe which were double mand were chietely bound' tor the 
Weſt-Indies ; others onely for the Canaries to conuoy thtt3, and 
ro afli{t them by the way. All theſe veſſels were {trong, tall, well 
| built, and ſwift of faile. The greateſt of them was a ſhip of Am- 
ſterdam, ſtrongly built,and well furniſhed for warre. 

The chiefe commaund of theſe ſhips was gzuen to the Adme- 
rall Perer Vander Does, a diſcteer and valiant gentletman,well expe- 
| rienced in martiall matters, both by ſeaand land, as it appeared 1n 
anno 1588, 1n the defeatof the Spaniſh fleer, and more eſpecially in 
this preſent ation. All the Captaines, officers, ſouldiers and ma- 
' riners were valiant and sKilfull men. Their ſhips being readie,did 
ſer ſaile on the foure avd cwentierh and five 8 rwentieth of May, 
forth of ſundrie Hauens, and oh the fiue and twentieth, at night, 
came before Fluſhing, which was the Rendezvous, the whole 
Fleet confiſting of 42 ſaile,all vf them wel prouitled of ordnance, 
 munition,and other neceſlaries.

| for atime at Texell, and the 3o of May it followed the fleetand 
| ouertooke it on the coaſt of Spaine before the Sea Towne cal- 
led Groine. | 

"The z6and 27 of May, the fleet ſtayed before Fluſhing to re- 
cewue directions fromthe Admerall,and on the 28 weighing an- 
kor, they ſet ſaile from Fluſhing with a Northerhe wind , dire- 
ing their courſe Ealt-South-Eaſt. The whole fleet was diuided 
into three {quadrons, the firit vader the Admerall Yander-Does, 
who carryed an Orange colour flag ; the ſecond,vnder John Ger- 
brantſen with a whate flag ; andthe third,ynder Cornellis Geleyn of 
Fluſhing, bearing a blew flagaas rere-Admerall. 

In this order the fleet departed, and on thenine and twentieth 
came in view of Calice, wherethe foremolt ſhips ſtayed for thoſe 
that were behind. Inthis place, the Admerall did twice ſend for | 
all the Captaines to come. aboord his ſhip, firſt,to hold a marnaall 
Councel], after which, two Brigantines were ſent from the fleet;

Thais ſending for the Captaines was ſignified from the Adme- 
rall by ſhooting off apiece of ordnance,and by diſplaying in the

toan anchor,expecting theVice-Admeral of Amſterdam. 

Bur all thatmight they could not deſcrie her ; ſo as in the Mor- |

German leagues from the Groyne. In the night the wind curnd 
North-Eaſt and byNorth ; and being come ts, the height'of 44 
degrees 8:24 minutes,the ſaid Cape [tood off from thetn 5 16agues 
South-Eaſt co the Southward. | | 


The tenth of Lune,they ſet faile with a South-Weſt wid 6 


wards Eaſt-South-Eaſt, along the ſhoare towards the Groyne, 
which they deſcried about Noone, making all things readie to af- 
faile it. It is a Sea towne in Galicia, ſtandins in the height of 43 
degrees and twelue minutes on theNorth-fide of ths line, oppo- 
fit to England and Ireland , one hundred aithd\fifteene German 
leagues Pom Plimmouth, being ſeated on a triangular Capean a 
deepe and ſpacious Bay , where not onely the ſayd 'Fvwhe 
hath a goodlie Haven, but Ferol , Ponta de Mas, Pitarca , and 
Fentuna, haue the goodheſt and moſt cotimmodious Forts of 
Chriftendome:'In which regard the king of Spaine had lately 
fortified it with many Caſtles, and there and at Ferol ; he tigd 
his fleet for England,Ireland and the Netherlands,together with 


that of this preſent yeare. 


In ſome ſort to hinder the preparation of that Spaniſh Fleer, 
and there ro deſtroy the King of Spaines ſhips and meanes , the 
Admerall YVander-Does was commaunded to allaile the Groyne 
with his fleet. | 


To this end, on theeleuenth of Tune, the wind being North- 


Welt to the Weſtward, the {ix aboue mentioned {hips went be- 
fore towards the Groyne to ſec how thitigs were thete ordered, 
directing their courſe Sourth-South-Eaſt towards the Cape de 
Prior, where they ſtayed tothe Southward of th: Towne. Thoſe 
of Ferol deſcrying theſe thips,ſent forth two ſhalops to know 


what they were, becauſe the day before, they had ſeene the fleet | 
| at Sea, Theſe ſhips went before the wind to attend theſe ſhalops, 
| which {uſpeting ſomewhart, keptaloofe off and would not come 
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| neere,but our men cried-out aloud. ſaying that they came from | 
 Hambourg,and that they were loaden with marchants goods,and | 
onely wanted a pilot to carriethem into the Groyne. 

By this means our men got one of the ſhalops to come aboord, | 
and tooke a Spanjard,, but thoſe that were init made all.thehaſt 
they could to eſcape. The Spaniard whome they had taken pri- [ 
ſoner, was one of the Kings ſeruants, and was come the ſame day 
from the Groyne : He being brought to the Admerall, told him 
that ſome 4000 foot, & certain horſe,with 36 carts of filuer readie 
coyned,& 300 pipes of wine, were come tothe Groyn to furniſh 
the future Spaniſh fleet. 

After dinner, the whole fleet came before the Groyne, where 
they met with the Vice-Admerall of Amſterdam. The Groyne 
andthe aboue mentioned Caſtles, were well prouided of {trong 
gariſons, ordinance, munition.,.and other neceſſaries , hauing a | 
long time before had intelligence of the comming ot this fleet by 
Hiſpaniolized French and Dutch.

Andtherefore the fleet went thence, not medling-withithe | 
towne, and becauſe it was verie calme weather, they cauſed their

fight,fent a troup of fouldiers beforeto intercept them, 8 to take

uing notice thereof, hid themſelues in Caues and darke places,&

Our men thus incloſed on euery ſide, made brave reſiſtance 
and flue many of the enemie ,, = in theend after a cruell fight, 
made way thorough them , andretired to the towne,hauing loſt 
ſome 70. or 80: men , among whom were two Lieutenants, 
| which had behaued themſel ues very valiantly, one of whom had 

recelued fitie wounds in his body. - 
After dinner,the Admeral placed ſtrong gards cuerie where,

The 20 the fleet remayned in the Road of Gomera, receiuing | 
in{truftions from the Admerall what courſe they ſhould ho]d; he | 
ſent for all the Captaines , highly thanked them for their good | 
and fauthfull ſeruice , and earneſtly intreated them to proceed |} 
from good to better. 


The 21 of Iuly,he ſentagaine for the Capraines and Comman- 
ders,and courteouſly tooke leaue of thoſe which were to returne 
home, making Jean Gerbrantzon their Admerall,comanding them | 
to follow him, and to obey his commandements.

lyivgin the Monaſterie of Bebber necre'ts Cleue , aſſembled 8 
cornets of horſe, and 800 foot , ynder conduc of Count Lodwick 
and Colonell Edmmnds, who withcertainewagons;' did/before 
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noone begin to march, and went the amenight ra Niekercke 
ncere to Watchtendanck;after ſome repole they went towards 
the towne, where ſome ouer the yce, and others by the dikes gat 
vp vpon the Townes Rampiers:there were not aboue 80 ſouldi- 
ers both in the towne and Caſtle,for the horſe Gariſon was gon a

| rifos ofBonne & Brutler.His Excellencies ſouldiers being gotten

Fer that his Excellencie and my Lords the States had recei- 
ued intelligence, that the Archdukes ſouldiers in fundrie 
places mutinied through want of pay,and among others el- 

ſo,thole of Saint Andrews fort,vnto each of whom at a multer on 
| the 15 of Februarie the Archduke,ſomewhart to farilfie them, gaue 
| a Doller,cloth worth a moneths pay, and two pound of bread a 
day, which did in no fort content them, who demaunded their 
whole pay for 30 moneths, and proceeded fo far in their mutinie, 
as they threw one of their Captaines from the bridge into the wa- 
ter,ſhot one of their Sergeants atid enforced the other Captaines 
to keepe their houſes as priſoners: yet afterwardsthey ſent them 
to Sertoghenbusk, to ſee if they could procure them any content 
from thence. Thole of the Garriſon were Walons, and Almans, 
who tell at variance among themſelues which of the two nations 
ſhould chuſean EleQo or Protector to gouerne and defend them 
j0all difficulries which might ariſe,and ended their {trife by caſt- 
ing lots, which fe]l on the Walons,who elected on of their coun- 
trimen. Thoſe of Creuecceur on the 17 of Februarie did the like. 
| Hereupon,the States of the vnited provinces & his Excellencie 
{ reſolued not to loſe this occaſion, but commanded 83o foot com- 
panies to be in areadineſſe before Dort on the 19 & 20 of March, 
| with whom he wentvp the Maſe towards Creuecceur fort. The 
report was that his Excellencie would goe into Flanders,but he 
went that night to Hemert,and on the 21 of March to Creuecceeur, 
And thoughit were a 'yerie cold ſeaſon, yet he beſeeged the ſaid 
fort,making trenches, and preparatianto plant his ordnance.

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Thoſe of Saint Andrews fort ſuſpecting ſome attempt would 
be made on Creuecceur, did the very ſame day ſend two Compa- 
nies thither, conſiſting of one hundred and thirtie men.But thoſe 
of Creuecceur thought it neither profitable nor poſſible to 
keepe the place,and fearing to be contemned and cafleered in re- 
gard of their mutimie,and diſpairing ever to recciue their pay,

ucred,altogether ynknowne toour predeceſſours, by which we |

Sea ,as farre as Calicut or Goa , orelſe from the ſaid Cape, dirc- | 


&ly towards the ſtrait of Sunda, leauzng the Ifle of Maduga- 
ſcar with many moe on the left hand. By this means the faid Iþices, 
druges , and other coſtly merchand1ize, hane beene brought in- 
to Europe with farre leſſe charge and difficulne, 1o asin Venice, 
the trade hath begunne to decay , and doth now flouriſh in Por- 
rugall jn the Citie of Lisbone , ſo as wee may fay, it isremoued 
from ene towne to an other, and that itisat this preſent wholy 
and alone inthe faid-Citie; torail ocher places mult rate their 
wares according to the price made in Lisbone. And becauſe 
the Realmeof Portugal , and namely the citie of Lisbone hath tor 


certaine yeares had the ſaid trafique , as jt were properto them- 


ſelues, both becauſe they were the firſt which diſcouercd and 
found out the ſaid way , as al{o for that their king gaue a certaine 
ſumme of mony to the Emperour Charks to buy this priciledge, 
that the Spaniards ſhould inno ſort goe that way; by this meanes 
the ſaid citie of Lisbone,with theinhabitants of the whole kine- 
dome, arc become {o rich, as perceiuing the great profic which 


| their kingdomeand people obtained by this trade , haue fought 


all meanes to approprit to themlſelues alenerhis crattique , by 
ſailing intotaoſe parts: And to this end, haue nor onely ſubdued 


divers townes ,prouinces, and ennerkingdomes in the Eaſtern | 


Indies , ſubiecting them by force of armes,and continually brid- 
ling them on euerielide by forts and caſtles , bur haue likewiſe 


made leagues and alliance with other, Kings, Princes, and Po- | 


tentates of the Eaſtern Indies , whom they could not ſubdue; 


as it ſeemed , (according to the report which came from thence | 


hither) none ſhould trade thither but th:mſelues. This not- 
withſtanding , ſome fewe yeatesfince, certaine (hips of the yni- 
ted Netherland Prouinces tracing the Portugals, did likewiſe 
paſle the Cape of good hope, and arrived in the Eaſt Indies,

theminto Europe. Now becauſe this famous incounter and ſea 
battaile happened burn the yeare 1601, and the ſaid fleet was | 
readie in avno 1599, Wee will briefely ſet downe how this Ar- 
mada was imploied 1n the interim of the two yeares, becauſe for 
the noueltic thereof 1t deſerues it. The king of Calicut beeing a 
mortal| enemy to the Vice-Roy and Portugals of Goa,and other 
places of the Eaſtern Indies, they armed againſt each other both 
by land and fea ; 'The King had a certaine Indian 1n his ſeruice 
called Cunall, aman fo fortunat in all his enterpriſes and pira- 
cies, asinaſhort ſpace hee became ſo famous and wealthie (by 
his continuall booties gotten from the Portugals) as thoſe who 
followed his partie, ſecing theſe happie beginnings , made him 
King : He had a caſtle and place of retreate, on the coalts of Ma- 
Jauar called by his owne name Cunal, or Cuchall: where after hee 
had forſaken the king.of Calicuts partie, he did ſo continew his 
thefts and robberies tor the ſpace of 50 yeres with good ſucceſle, 
as inall incounters with the Portugals, hee {till caried away the 
honor, at laſt the Vice-Roy of Goadidrigge forth the ſaid, fleet, 
and made peace with the king of Calicut. 
The King was moued to graunt this peace in hatred to Cunall, 
who had ſhaken off all obedience: 8 fo ſoon as he had confirmed 
it with the Portugals,hee did preſently proclaime warre againſt 
him : The Vice-roy was leach to loſe this faire occaſion where- 
by he might plucke this thorne forth of his owne foot , and ha- 
ving his fleet ready, ſent 1500 men vnder the condu& of D.Lewrs 
de Gamma his lieutenant generall, to Cunals tort. This lieutenant 
landed all his men ina countrie called Arjori, where he faſtned 
his terrie boates together vpon the r1uer aboue Cunal in manner 
of a bridge , and of theſe, made 31 bridges, on which hee placed 
gards. That done , he appointeda captain called Lewis te. Silua, 
to paſle ouer theſaid bridges with 300 Portugal fouldiers who 


meane time remaining in the Catape 'with the reſtofhis troops;

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| chrowfor had they followed the King of Calicurs counſell who

| the ſouldiers onthe 22 of March 1599 by night paſled ouer the 
bridges , and incountered with Cunals men onthe further ſide of 
the riuer,who after aſhort fight, draue them thence: Towards 
noone 300 Portugal ſouldiersmoe,8& 5009 Najos or Indian ſou]- 
diers which had alreadie pafled ouer inan other place, marched 
rowards the {aid Caſtle : the fight was fierce, te great, the 
ordnance and ſmall ſhot plaid furzourſly from both fides, and a- 
mong others,captain S:lua was ſlain with a musket ſhot:hee was a 
braue ſon|dier,& his valor cauſed the Portugals to make head, but 
| ſo ſoon as he was dead, the reſt fled towards the bridges, which 
| being abondoned by the gards,floted in the myddelt of the ner, 
fo asthe runnawaies could not make viſe of them. 

This firſt attempt of this fleetin anno 1599 had bad ſucceſle, 
their owne pride & ouerweining procuring their loſle and ouer- 


was preſent in the battaile,thishad not happened,as appearedthe 
yere following:tor hauing then learned to their coſt,they renewed 
the enterpriſe vnder condud of their generall Andrea de Furtado 
de Mendoga on the 20 of March anno 1600. They were not now ſo 
greedy of getting ail the honor to themſelues, as before, but beha- 
uing themſelues diſcreetly &auoiding. the former inconuenien- 
ecs,with little Jabour they tooke Cunals fort, 8 himſelfe priſoner, ' 
who with his ſouldiers were put into the Gallies, By this meanes 
Cunall,who from a meane fellowe-becamea King,was at laſt made 
aſlaue. This exploit performed in anno 1600 towardsthe end of 
the yere,they began to ſtrengthen the fleet with men & two new 
Galions. In Augult 1601 they determined to goe before Bantam, 
but winds and tempelſts did fo beat them back, as1t was the 24 of 
December ere they arrived there, euen on the ſame day, as by a 
ſingular prouidence of God,threeſhips of Holland and two Bri- 
gantines were come thither : theſe fought the ſea fight. 

The Hollanders fo ſoone as they arepalt the Cape of good 
hope, doe commonly {tow their ordnance in hold, becauſethe 
haue no ve for it till they come:to the ſtrait of Sunda, and by | 
this meanesthey had like to hane fallen into; the Portugalshands, | 
had not almightie God (a, matter: wotthie of note;) ſent an 
 vnlookt for meſſenger to aduertize them what. would en- |

| ons was of the burthen of 400 tunne. 
| The Chinois told them , that the Portugals meant to belicge 
| Bantam by land and fea, trhatnone might trade thither but them | 
lelues, 
| Theſe ſhips of Holland were called, the one, Guelderland, 
of two hundred and fiftic tunne , the other Zeland, of two hun- 
dredtunne, the third Vtrecht, of one hundred and thirne cun, 
therwo Brigantines, the one called rhe Pigeon, was twente eight 
| tunne , and the other la Gard , threeſcore and ten: theſe yel- | 
ſells came from the Tuffel] and had fer faile on the 23 of Aprill 
| 1£01 in companie of ſeuen other ſhips,making vp the number of 
| ewelue veſlels, both ſhips and Brigantines. Being at ſea they 
werediſperſed, ſo as but fiuc of them arriued ac the ſtreight of 
| Sunda , where the Chinois brought them that newes , who 
thoughthee had done them a great curtchie ,in aduiſing them tg 
{hun the incounter of ſo mightie a fleet. |

Our Vice-Admerall Hans Brower,ignorant hereof, plaid with |

tired, and came to an ankor beneath the Iſland Pulo Penzano. | 
| Our men hauing notice of the miſhap which befell the Admeral, | 
did Iikewife caſt ankor vnder certaine high Iſlands, where they 
| repaired the hurt done by their canon. 
| - The 26 of the ſame moneth was verie foule, ſo as neither ſide 
could vſe their failesor ordnance, God thereby fighting for vs, | 

giuing our Admerall ſufficient leaſure to repaire his lofle. 
| The»7day, theyſetfaile,and made towards the Portugal fleet, 
| ſhooting fiercely one at another. On the Eaſt fide of Bantam, to-

And becauſe by certaine priſoners we haue learnt the particu- 
lars of that fleet,ic ſhall not be imipertinentto ſpeake ſomewhat 
of them.

From Nimar and Scylao 
came two foiſts, and as many gallies, whoſe Captaines were,An- | 
area Rodrigues Palhota,ſlaine by our men,dndreaGutedes de Carnal- 
co,Diego de Melo,and Manuel Dias. From Malacca came two gal- 
lions,commanded by theſe Captains,Gongalo Vs de Caſtel-Bianco, | 
& Anarea Peſ5oa.And beſide theſe,;two other yeſlels,called Ionc- | 
ques, commanded by Captaine Franceſco de Maris,andſeuen Bri- | 
gantines with oares, 2111s 
_ It was likewiſe reported that there were aboue cight hundred | 
Portugals inthe fleet, beſide the ſaiſers which wereall Indians : | 
"That foure other ſhips;andone Brigannne,lay at Achea,and that 
| the fleet expected none other ſupplies, but onely thoſe which in 
Aprill were to come from Goa, _ Arts

The one and thirtieth day the Hallanders weighed ankor ſet ; 
ting | 
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ting forward withan intent to charge their enemies, notwith- 
{tanding they had a faire wind, who perceiving their meaning, : 
hoiſted ſaile, and the wind beginning to ſlacken, the Hollanders 
{trooke faile and tarried for them, 8 becauſe the Portugals ſhould 
not thinke that they meant to runne away, they let fall their an- 
kors,which they ſeeing, did the like,not daring to aflaile them. 

The firſt of Ianuarie 1602, in the Morning , the Admerall of 
Holland, Wolfart Harmanz, weighed ankor,clapt on all his failes, 
and directed his courſe towards the Portugall fleer,who with full 
lailes came likewiſe towards them, ſo as at firſt, euerie man imagi- 
ned they would hauefought ; bur when they came nere one ano- 
ther,the Portugals turned backe, being afraid of our ordnance : 
Their Admerall in vain diſplated the banner for the fight,his men 
hauing no deuotion to it. 

Whereupon, on the third day, the Hollanders returned to- 


| 


loſle was ſmall, & they were greatly honoured cuer all the whole 
Countrie. They loſt but one man,yet many of them were hurt ; 


| the harme done to their ſhips was repaired ere they departed fro 


Bantam,where,co that end, and likewiſe ro refreſh cheir men,they 
continued ti]l the 12 of the ſame moneth. 

And, notwithſtanding there was freight enough at Bantam, 
yet they were defirousto purſue their yoyage to the Molucques, 
where,onthe 17 of Febr. the Admeral arriued at Terrenata , fin- 
ding our men thathad binleft there , to be in good health. 

The king did with ſingular loue and affeQtion entertaine him 
being exceedingly gricued,that the gathering time of Cloues, had 
been for certaine yeres verie vnſcaſonable , ſo ashe could not fur- 
niſh the fleet to their content; yet he hoped ere long to giue them 
full ſatisfaction, promiſing that none ſhould buy any Spice 1n his 
Dominions,ere our fleet wereſufhicienly ſtored. 

Not long after,our other ſhips arriued likewiſe at Bantam, and 
there tooke in their burthen, all of them retiring into the Low-

of Atria, in the yeares 1601, 1602, 1603, 
and 1604. 


_— will peraduenture thinkeit ſtrange , that among the vi- 
Qories of the vnited Netherland Prouinces , wee fer downe 
the famous ſiege of Oſtend, ſecing 1t was not Prince Maurice, 
but the Archduke of Auſtria that befieged and tooke ir, with | 
great loſle of humane bloud , incredible expence,and to the ſmal 
profit and aduantage of his countries, Yet,ifany man will well 
conſider this ſiege, and the ſequence of the Hiſtorie, reading it 
to the end, hee will ind and confeſle, that this ſiege hath giuen 
to the ſtate of theſe countries, not' one, but many viories, both 
| in that this towne was ſo well defended, and thereby much hurt 
done to the enemie, forces, as alſo becaule during this liege, they | 
haue wonne from the Archduke , the townes of Rhynberck; | 
Graue, and Slace , each of which is as much worth, and as com- 
modious for theſe countries, as Oſtend euer was os could have | 
beene. On the other ſide, ſeeing this fiege was ſo notable,as wee | 
never read of thelike , and that the honour of our gallant Cap- 
tainesand fouldiers in defending it together with their braue ex- | 
ploits do maniteſtly therein appeare,we ſhould do them wrong , 
to paſſe them ouer in ſilence. 
Before we come to the deſcription thereof,we will firſt briefe- 
ly ſpeake of the ſituation of the rowne,and the duke of Parmas 
ſundrie attewps vpon it, and laſtly what moued the Archduke to | 
befiege it, forit would be over tedious, to ſet downe euericdaies | 
aQtions there: we will only touch the princapall occurrences,and 
whoſoeuer is deſirous to know more, wee refer him to a Tournal] |

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that hath beene Printed thereof. 

Oſtend, not long ſince, was aſma]l contemptible towne, for- 
ified at firſt againſt the enemies incurſions with woodden gates 
and Pallifadoes : {1xe yeares after, videlicet, in ans 1572, the States 
of the vnited Prouinces hauing:wel conſidered the {cituation and 
commodiouſneſle thereof, cauſed it to belo ſtrongly tortitied , 


hauing woon the townes of Dunkerke and Niewport, comming 
before Oltend, could not take it ; for conſidering with himſelfe 
that he ſhould loſe much and winnelittle by tarrying there; after 
ſomes dayes lying before 1t,he departed thence in anno 1583. 
Since that time, Oſtend continuing vnder the States gouerne- 


onely within by renewing and heighthening the bulwarkes and. 
rampiers, but likewiſe without, by new dikes and counterſcarpes, 
as we may rightly number it among che moſt impregnable places 
of Europe ; Þr the rampiers within were verie high,and diuided 
by a deepe ditch from the counterſcarpes without, which tooke 
all hope tram the enemie of being able to force or hold them. 
Beſide,it ſeemeth that Nature, by this Towne, was willing to 
ſhew the world ſome raritie, for within theſe few yeares, the Sea 
hath made it more impregnable than before, by a new rupture on 
the Eaſt-ſide of the towne, which they terme the guller : it is 1n 
breadth aboue one hundred foot, and within the land, the depth 
of two pikes, cuen at low water, andin the Sea where it takes 1t 
originall itis not halfe farhom deepe. It cannot be denied bur 
it hath euer had a Hauen, bur the old is not comparable tothe 
new,for the old Hauen euerie fix houres at an ebbe, leaues to thar 
whichencloſeth the Towne, a free accefle, and meanes to fill 
It vp ; ſo as no boats can that way enter without great dan- 
er. 
, The generall States, for the better defence ofthe towne,hauing 


| cauſed the ſand hils onthe Faſt-fide, which are neere the Gullet, 


& whoſe height command it, to be leuel[ed,the ſea at every Tide 
doth ſo fill the leuelled place, as the ſeemeth voto mans judge- 


| ment, that no meanes can be found to take that Haven from the 


towne, for commonly at euerie Tide the Sea riſeth ſo high, as 
| extendes it ſelfe 1200 paces beyond the Towne, and at

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full ſea,a league intothe countrie, ſo as the whole land round a- | 
bout, is filled with water,together with many dikes and ruptures, 
ſo that without great daunger a man can hardly paſle. Ina word, 
whatſoeuer might ſerue for the ſtrengthning and aſſurance of a 
towne, hath not beene omitted or ſpared fer any coſt whatſoe- 
uer: for Oitend ſtands fo, as it can keepea great part of Flaun- 
ders, euerie way , vader contribution, whereupon the Flemings 
haue {till gone about to make it. theirs: and fince that the Prince 
of Parma was enforced to giue over his ſeige before it, they haue 
by all meanes ſought to ſurpriſe it on the ſodaine, or otherwile : 
and among others, La Morre gouernour of !Flaunders in anno | 
1585, hauing along theſea ſhore ſurpriſed theold towne , which 
was onely tortified with a Raueling and Pallifadoes , attempted 
to fortifie and intrench himlſefe there, bur hee was driuen thence 
with great loſſe of men, among whom, fortie of his Captaines 
were llainc. oY | 
Againe inanno1596, after Archduke Albert had taken Calais, 
tae Srates of Flaunders did earneſtly folicite him to imploy his 
forces in befieging Oltend, and to that end, promiſed to giue 
' him beſide the ordinarie allowance of three moneths, three hun- 
dred thouſand florins: to which motion his Highneſle in part ſee- 
| med ro enchne, taking certaine ſummes of mony before hand, 
yet hee onely ſhewed himſelfe before the towne, and hauing 
viewcd it, preſently went thence. "This attempt beeing vaine , 
and perceiuing that ſtratagems., and ſodaine ſurpriſals, madethe 
ſouldiers of Oſtend more vigtlant, they watched a time, till the 
Archdukes armie enuaded the fontiers of Holland, amuſing the 
States of the vnited Prouinces , thereby to divert their forces | 
from Flaunders and Brabant , and then they built ſeuenteene or 
eighteene forts about the towne,therein following the direction | 
of a reuolted corporall , who had a long time ſerued in Oſtend, 
& knew what would molt annoy them : this they did to ſtop the 
incurſions of thoſe ot Oſtend , and to cutoff the contributions | 
which they raiſed in the countrie. 
But time and experience taught them ,. that the intertamment 
of the Garriſons which they were to keepe in the ſaid forts, a- 
mounted to more than the contribution which the towneſmen 
raiſed ypon the countrie , and beſides , that the roades of them 


which lay in Gartiſon in the forts were more hurtfull than the 
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tributions , ſoas at laſtthey were ſo carnelt with the Archduke, 
ſhewing him the neceflitie of the matter, and how hee ought to 
lay hold on that occaſion , (his Excellencie lying then before 


| Berck ) with diuers other reaſons which they alledged , as his 


highneſſe was moued to enterpriſe and beginne this ftege: and to 
this end, on the fifc of Iuly 1c 01, hee ſent Count Frederick Van- 
den Bergh thither as marſ(hall ot the Camp , with foure regiments 
of ſouldiers, who encamped on the downes Ealtward from the 


2iuvethem notice of his arriuall : and the ſame day, after noone, 
D. Auguſtino 4 Mexia gouernour of the caſtle of Antuerpe came 
thither with 5 regiments making vp the number of 8000 men, 
; and foure Corners of horſe,who encamped on the VVelt fide of 
the town, that hee might lie berwixt the forts of Iſabella and Al- 
bert: bur thoſe of the towne ſhot ſo at him, as witi loſle he was 
enforced to retire to the downes,from whence by little and little 
hee made his approches with entrenchmeats, and ſoplanted his 
canon.

| ſtored with ordnance, munition , viduals, and all neceſlaries: 


the Lord Charles Vander Noot was gouernor there. 

The Generall States of the vnited Prowinces hauing intel[i- 
gence of the fiege of Oſtend , ſent Colonell Huchtenbrock thither 
with ten companies, and entreated generall Vereto go thither 
with three thouſand men which were expected from England, 
but hee made ſome difficultie therein, beeing laoth to goe with- 
out his owne regiment, and that of his brother : whereupon on 
the eight of Iulie , eight companies were fent vnto him , and on 
the fourteenth of the ſame, twelue other companies, which had 
been at the campe before Berck, making vp in all one2nd twen- 

tie companies, among whom were [1x Engliſh : Generall Vere 
came thither on the fifteenth of Tuly by might, and the nextday 
all ſort of munition were brought thither by the Lord of War- 
mont in deſpite of the enemies canon, the report where of 
was heard into England : for the beſieged,made counterbatteries, 
and often brake the enemies ordnance , and diſmounted it : 


whereupon , two double canon , and foure demys were ſentto

The two and twentieth of Iuhe, the enemies canon did fo | 
E commaund the Hauen as no boats durit enter ; but, the fiue and

id of Orleans,with other old and experimented mariners,found 
thatche gullet would ſerueto bring in boats, by opening a cau- | 
ſey or rampier of the counterſcarpe , & that the ſayd boats might 
lycfafein the townedikes : Butthe Archduke cauſed boats to be 
laden with {tones at Niewport and elſewhere , which he ſanke | 
within and necre thegulletto choake1t vp ; but all the labor was 
to no Purpoſe. 

Thoſe of Oſtend made many curtains to ſecure their men from 
the canon, they hikewiſe filled the fortifications which were 
made inthe Sea,with ſtakes and crofle beames, full of ttones.the 
better to divert the Sea waues from the Towne. By this meanes 
the workes and counterſcarpes abroad were fortified, like the | 
rawpiers of other ſtrong townes, being garded with rauelins, 
| halfe Moons and forts, ſo as the enemie could not bring his ord- 
nance neere the towne to makea batterie or come to the aſſault ; 

| they did moreouer ſecure the going outand in of the boats ; ſo as 
the vnited Prouinces were encouraged to defend the towne;ſen- | 
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ding thither daily all manner of ſtufte, and workmen to make it 
| more ſtrong therein ſparing for no coſt. 
Theenemies could by no meanes come neererthe rown than | 


by the Welt fide along the downes, trom whence they fiercely 
battered 1t, and eſpecially the Sand hill. "This Sand lull was a 
Bulwarke of double works one vpon an other, hauing round 
about ir ſundrie rankes of Palliladoes from the bottome to the 
verric toppe, all made of fagotts Jaide one vpon an other , with 
other Bulwark:s neere adioyning , for it was made to defend the 
Welt fide, waich was the weakeſt part of the rowne , together 
with the hauen on that fide. This Sand hill was fo battered with 
the canon, as it ſeemed [ike an yron hill , for they thot buller vp- 


on bullet, which ſtrake vpon one an other , and ſometimes re- | 


bounded backe againe. 

Neere tothe Sand hill was a cauſey oppoſite to the ſea, ex- 
tending it ſeite as farreas the downes where the enemy lay. This 
cauſey was defended by a halfe moone, and by pallizadoes, and 


the Porcuſpine by a verie ſtrong fort , which the Archduke | 


cauſed to bee vndermined, the better thereby to approach the 


rowne: In that regard , the beſieged on the fifteenthof Iuly per- 


ced the ſaid cauſey , behinde their halfe moone, and armed the | 


point of it with planks and fagots againſt the force of the Sea 
waues: and yet they feared that the ſame opening would haue 
done more hurt to the Bulwarkesand other workes than it did : 


| this onely enforced the enemy, by reaſon of the water, to quit 


ſundrie forts. By this meanes the rowne became like vnto an T- 
fland , wholy enuironed with the Ocean Sea, beeing diuided 
the breadth of one hundred foot from the firme land, and from 


| the encmy, who was in great hope that the Sea (the cauſey being 


perced) would doe more hurt to the towne in winter. 

The voted Prounnces on the contrarie were aſlured that God 
by that meanes would preſerue and keepe the towne , ſoas they 
for their parts vſcd all diligence to ſecureit, and atGenerall 
Peres entreatic , ſent three and twentie footenfignes more thither

did likewiſe bring three hundred ſeuentie three thouſand pound 
weight of fine and courle biſcuit, ſcuentie teuenthouſand weight 
of match , ninetic eight thouſand poundes of musker and har- 
quebuſe ſhor,with fitreene thouſand yron bullets, and al] maner 
of prouifion neceſlaric tor defence of the towne, ſo as viduals 
were ſo plentifull and cheape there, as a pot of wine was ſolde 
for a groat, and the beſt for {1x pence,and atunne of Delfrs becre 


for fiue florins. 


By this meanes the ſiege of Oltend grew fo famous, as people | 


came from all parts to behold the beſiegers and beſieged. 

The Inhabitants of Zealand , did tor curiofitie ſake goc bold- 
ly thicher with their wiues and children. All manner of victuals 
were berter cheape there thanin Holland or Zealand in regard 


they paid no impoſition. 
The Duke of Hollt brother to the King of Denmarke, with 


Count John of Naſlau , Count Hohenlo, and the Earle of Ner- 


thumberland came from England thither, to view the manner 
of the fortifications, Count Saint Paul Gonernour of Picardie, 


was likewiſe onward on his way thither, buz by a contrarie wind | 


was caried into Zealand : yea Henry the fourth thegreat French 
king came in Auguſt to Calais to vnderftand the particularities 
of thar ſiege, from whence hee ſent one of his Lords to viſite the 
Archduke,who likewiſe ſent Count Sofe tothe king.

It was a yeric hard taske 
to yndermine the towne, by reaſon that there were ſo manie tren- 
ches and fortifications abroade hindring the enemies approches , 
the Sea did I1kewiſe keep them from any long worke: To famiſh 
thetowne , was likewas impoflible;'tor though the enemie ſhot 
on cuerie ſide, yet in one day, twentie, thirtie , yea'fortie boats 
entred the towne , and they had moreouer an other hauen rea-

After 
this aſſault, the vnited Prouinces, reſolued to chang 
ſon of Oſtend eueric foure or ſixe moneths: ſo as by little and lit- 
tle the Lord Frederick of Dorp entred the towne as Gouernour 
and Collonell , rogether with J/illiam Edmonds the Scottiſh Colo- 
nell, with the Colonels, Darell de Hertaing Lord of Marquette, 
Barendrecht,the Lords of Dort,and Domeryile , with their troops

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rowne. Astheſe entred , the old Garriſon departed thenceto re- 
freſh themſelues. Generallere went away likewiſe , and made a 
journey into England. 
| -: The going out and in of-theſe ſouldiers was ſeldome done 
withoutdaunger , andyet ſortietimes it was not daupgerous: as 
on the ſeuenreenth'of March when five boats entred by night 
without any harme, notwithſtanding all the enemies ſhot. The 
| next morning at cleere day hgfit, ninereene boars richly loaden 
 entred;the enemie made one hundred twentieand two ſhot after 
them ,and thoſe of the towne diſcharged aboue fixtic ſhot vpon 
the enemies Canon and Gabitons. Of theſe nineteene boars , ſix- 
teene were touched, but no great hurt done,onely rwo men were 
flaine, and ſeuen hurt. Ina word, they entred ſometime with 
 daunger; and ſometimes without.

| by boat-, with fourcſcore toot companies , and to faile yp the 


Scheld, that both of them together m1ght make an attempt vpon 
Antuerp ; but the Earle hauing a continuall contrarie wind could 
not land there where his Excellencie had appointed him. If the 
Earle could hauc landed his men at Clapperdijke, he might hap- 
pily haue obtained his deſire , but the wind was ſo contrarie as it 
was impeſlible for him to doeſo: but hee was enforcedto land
